WHE CONFLICTING VIEWS OF TWO 
PROMINENT SENATORS. 

WR. BECK DELIVERS AN ARGUMENT IN 

FAVOR OF FREE SHIPS AND DRAWS OUT 

MR. BLAINE’S VIEWS—THE LATTER'S 


ADVOCACY OF SUBSIDIES AND ITS SIG- 


NIFICANCE. : 
Wasnrncton, Jan. 27.—Mr. Beck induced 
Wr. Blaine to make public in the Senate to-day 
his plan for reviving the American trade on 
the ocean, and immediately afterward hailed 


him as the ‘‘ Premier of the next Administra- 
hion.” For several days it has been whispered 
that the coming Secretary of State would 
take the opportunity offered by Mr. Beck’s 
speech for free ships and make a statement of 
bis views. Mr. Blaine has very decided opin- 
fons on the subject, and it has already been 
announced that Mr. Davis desires to transfer 
1] the bureaus relating to commerce from the 
Treasury Department to the State Depart- 
ment, in order that the new Secretary may 
have full control of the question. The debate 
In the Senate to-day was regarded as impor- 
tant for another reason. It is believed by 
zome to be the beginning of a battle between 
the subsidy men and their opponents, to be 
fought this session over the proposition to pay 
@cean steamers owned by Americans $1,500,000 
€or carrying the mails. 

Mr. Beck’s speech was made upon the reso- 
lution recently introduced by him, and was a 
strong plea for the repeal of laws which forbid 
Americans to use in the carrying trade, under 
the American flag, ships built in foreign coun- 
tries. Senators, as a rule, pay but little at- 
tention to set speeches of this sort, but many 
listened to this. So much attention has not 
been displayed before in the Senate this session 
during a speech, except when Mr. Plumb at- 
tacked the Holladay bill. Mr. Blaine left his 
eat and took mest ee just in front of Mr. 

eck. Mr. Conkling also left his seat and sat 
in front of Mr. Beck, but did not encroach 
upon Mr. Blaine’s territory. At one time as 
many as 29 Senators were listening, which was 
p rare compliment. Mr. Beck spoke not only 
In favor of free ships, but also against all 

bounties and subsidies and in favor of a reform 
pf the tariff. 

The Senate and the many occupants of the 
galleries awaited with some curiosity the ex- 

ected reply of Mr. Blaine, who has taken lit- 

le interest in the business of the session until 
to-day, but has spent his time in pleasant con- 
sultations with prominent Southern and West- 
pn Senators, ‘Toward the closé of Mr. Beck’s 
emarks, Mr, Blaine was observed to be look- 
ben ata pamphlet which resembled one pub- 
lished in the interest of Mr. Roach. As soon 
as Mr. Beck took his seat, Mr. Blaine was on 
his feet protesting against the views which haa 
beer expr Congress and the people were 
mot ready, he said, to allow the country 
to become permanently dependent on Great 
Britain for ships, or to be satisfied with the 
hope that great ship-building establishments 
would grow up here out of ;blacksmith’s shops 
eet up for da Yorn foreign-built vessels, But 
Congress had seen our naval interests decaying 
for 20 years, and had suggested no remedy. It 
had passed 92 acts in aid of internal. transpor- 
tation by rail, given 200,000,000 acres of land 
nd $70,000,000 to railways, but hardly a dollar 
ships, while the name of an energetic man 
who had put vessels upon an unoccupied high- 
way had been madea byword and reproach be- 
scause he asked of the United States what Brazil 
would give him. Brazil was now tired of 
peing his only assistant, and there was danger 
that his line would be driven off by English 
steamers. He spoke of the $200,000,000 spent 
ince 1841 by Great Britain in subsidies ; of near- 
ty $4,000,000 spent by that nation last year in 
mail subsidies, and of the similar expenditures 
ppon French steamers, and declared that the 
United States ought to use $4,000,000 a year as 
a fund for building up an American merchant 
marine. He predicted that such an ex- 
nditure would revive traffic in Ameri- 
tan bottoms. The nine navy-yards of the 
Government should; be abolished, and 
the money used in maintaining them 
transferred to the support of private ship- 
ards. This change would be sufficient to 
oat his whole scheme for a great revival. 
After referring to the power of an American to 
invest now in foreign-built ships, and to some 
of the causes of the decline of our merchant 
marine, he spoke of what he called the 
atrocious blunder of the tariff plank in the Cin- 
emnati platform, and Hancock’s fruitless 
efforts to get away from it, and closed by ex- 
a the hope that New-England manufac- 
urers would see the benefits of ocean subsidies 
as well as those derived trom protection. 

Mr. Beck was pleased, for he had accom- 
plished his purpose. ‘‘I am glad,’’ said he, 

‘that I have called forth the views of the 
Premier of the next Administration.’? At this 
remark Mr. Blaine modestly cast his eyes 
downward, and Mr. Conkling seemed to lose 
ail interest in the proceedings. Mr. Beck then 
denounced the policy of subsidizing Mr. Roach 
or any one else and at the same time driving 
other shippers out of the business. He de- 
fended the Cincinnati tariff plank, and de- 
clared that his party had carried the eiection 
fn 1876 on a similar plank, and had in the re- 
rent election secured a majority of the popu- 
lar vote. After an interchange of statements 
in regard to Maine and the coasting trade, the 
fiebate was closed by Mr. Morrill, who sup- 
ported Mr, Blaine in a mild way.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27, 1881. 
The hearing before the House Committee 
gn Foreign Affairs on Mr. Crapo’s joint reso- 


tution to reaffirm the Monroe doctrine in con- 
nection with the Panama Ship Canal came to 
conclusion to-day. Ex-Secretary Thompson, 
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the American representative of the Panama 

Canal Company, closed the argument on the

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $519,024 97, and from Customs $444,- 
854 19. 

The population of Dakota Territory, ac- 
cording to the schedules returned to the Cen- 
sus Office, is 185,180. 

The Treasury Department purchased to-day 
95,000 ounces of fine silver for delivery at the 
New-Orleans Mint. 

The Senate Committee on Commerce to-day 
reported favorably, with one amendment, the 


bill introduced by Mr. Conkling last Monday 
to authorize the construction and maintenance 
of a railway bridge across the Niagara River 
at Grand Island, near Tonawanda. The 
amendment reserves to Congress the right to 
modify, amend, or repeal the act. The pro- 
posed ee is to be north of the present In- 
ternational bridge, and the bill stipulates that 
it shall have a draw in each chanel, and be so 
constructed as not materially to impede navi- 


gation. 
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THE TILDEN INCOME TAX SUIT. 

NO PARALLEL BETWEEN IT AND THE 
SPRINGER CASE -—MR. TILDEN RE- 
SPONSIBLE FOR THE DELAY. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—The recent de- 
cision of the United States Supreme Court 
affirming the constitutionality of the income 
tax law has drawn attention to the case of 

Mr. Samuel J. Tilden, which has been pending 

before the Commissioner of Internal Revenue 

and the courts for the past four or five years. 

Statements have been made in connection 

with Mr. Tilden’s case that are not only at 

variance with the facts, but which have mis- 
represented the officers of the Government. 

There is no parallel between the case 

of Mr. Springer, which was decided last 

Monday, and thatof Mr. Tilden. In the for- 

mer, payment of income tax was refused upon 

the ground that the law under which that tax 
was imposed was unconstitutional. In the 
latter, the Government brought suit because of 
the insufficiency of the return. Mr. Tilden 
declined to make any return, and the revenue 
officers, in pursuance of the penal clause of 
the law, estimated his annual income and add- 
ed thereto a penalty of 50 percent. for his re- 
fusal to make out the required return himself. 

The amount thus assessed against Mr. Tilden 

was paid by him, and the presumption was 

that he purposely refused to make re- 
turn because he believed that the Assessor 


would not and could not estimate correctly, 
even approximately, his income for the year. 
Whatever may have been Mr. Tilden’s inten- 
tion in refusing to make return of his annual 
income, the effect was to defraud the United 
States out of a certain amount due by him for 
income tax. It was subsequently ascertained 
by documentary evidence that the estimated 
income of Mr. Tilden was much below the 
amount actually received by him, and in 
answer to the demand for the difference be- 
tween the amount paid and that ascertained 
to be due, Mr. Tilden set up the plea 
that the Government having estimated 
his income for the year, and collected the 
tax andjpenalty, was estopped from making 
further collection for that year. It has been 
recently charged in some newspapers that the 
suit against Mr. Tilden was nursed and trial 
delayed by the Government officers for politi- 
cal effect. This is not true. The Government 
has always been anxious to have the case dis- 
posed of, and for some time has been ready to 
roceed with thetrial. Last Summer the counsel 
or Mr. Tilden requested a postponement of 
trial,and Commissioner Raum consented. for the 
reason that, to refuse the request, in view ot 
the then pending Presidential contest, would 
subject the Government to the charge of per- 
secuting Mr. Tilden for political effect and 
advantage. The Government is now, and has 
been for many months, ready to proceed to 
trial, and the responsibility for delay rests 
entirely with Mr. Tilden’s counsel. A propo- 
sition made by counsel for Mr. Tilden to take 
a judgment for $5,000 and allow the case to go 
to trial for decision on that amount was de- 
clined by Commissioner Raum, who would not 
agree to accept a judgment for less than 
$60,000. The amount involved in the contro- 
versy is in the neighborhood of $125,000,

THE GROW AND OLIVER FORCES. 

NO CHANGE IN THE PENNSYLVANIA SENA- 
TORIAL CONTES8T—RECEPTION DAY IN 
HARRISBURG. 

HARRISBURG, Jan. 27.—There is not the 
slightest change in the political situation in 
this city. The tenth ballot for United States 
Senator to-day developed a degree of firmness 
in the ranks of the opposing factions which in- 
dicates a long and stubborn sfruggle. Mr. 
Grow says his men have enlisted for the war 
and will stay all Winter, if necessary. The 
presence of Senator Cameron was needed to 
inspire the Oliver men with the same deter- 
mination, although he is known to have ex- 
pressed the opinion that, as the caucus 
selected Oliver as the candidate of the 
party for Senator, the representatives of the 
party can do nothing less than support and 
elect him. The longer the contest lasts the 
further off the end seems, and as both the 
Oliver and Grow parties claim to be right in 
their attitude and determined to adhere to 
their present position, the struggle has resolved 
itself. into one of endurance. How long the 
people of the State will tolerate this condition 
of affairs, and what the effect of remon- 
strances will be on the action of their repre- 
sentatives, both regulars and bolters, are 
problems the solution of which must be intrust- 
ed to the future. The ballot taken to-day was 
as follows: Oliver, 82; Wallace, 83; Grow, 
55; Hewitt and MacVeagh, 3 each; T. W. 
Phillips, 2; Curtin, Agnew, and Baird, 1 each. 
The absentees and pairs were as follows: Oli- 
ver, 7; Wallace, 8; Grow, 3. These would 
swell the vote to 89, 91, and 56, respectively. 
While these daily ballots do not ccaiplelaly 
stop the progress of the regular business of 
the session, the time thus consumed acts as a 
serious check on legislation, which may cause 
the session to be extended to the limit of 150 
days, and give occasion for an extra session 
besides. There is much important legislation 
to be accomplished at this session. The impa- 
tience of some of the members at the delay 
caused by the Senatorial struggle can easily 
be understood. 

The first reception of the session to members 
of the Legislature and _ the general public is in 
progress to-night at the Governor’s mansion, 
and isa brilliant affair. Besides the members 
and their families and the officers of the State 
Government, the members of the Governor’s 
military staff are in attendance, their gay uni- 
forms harmonizing well with the costumes of 
the ladies and forming a striking contrast to 
the sober black dress of the civilians present. 
These receptions are of frequent occurrence 
during the session, and are an important 
feature of the social life of the city.

THE LAND LEAGUE AGITATION 
AND THE COERCION BILL. 
REFORM OF THE LAND LAWS URGED BY 
THE CATHOLIC CLERGY—JOHN BRIGHT 
DEFENDING THE GOVERNMENT’S CO- 
ERCIVE POLICY IN THE HOUSE. 
Lonpow, Jan. 27.—At a meeting of the 
Land League yesterday, Mr. Macken, a jury- 
man on the Irish State trials in Dublin, was 
formally proposed for membership of the 


League at his own request. 
Fifty Liberal members of the House of Com- 


mons have signed an address to Mr. Gladstone 
praying that he will leave the House early in 
tho evening and not participate in dilatory de- 
bates. pee 

The Catholic clergy assembled at Maynooth, 
County Kildare, Ireland, under the Presidency 
of Archbishop McCabe, of Dublin, passed reso- 
lutions declaring that an immediate and thor- 
ough reform of the land laws, framed on prin- 
ciples of justice to all existing rights, would be 
certainto call back peace and security; but 
that they cannot refrain from expressing their 


fear that a fictitious calm caused by coercion 
may encourage the House of Lords to reject or 
nullify the Land bill. 

A Liverpool correspondent says the state- 
ment that the Mayor of that city has been in 
communication with the local military and 
naval authorities, with reference to some sus- 
pected hostile action of Irishmen there, is not 
accurate. 

In the House of Commons to-night the de- 
bate on Mr. Forster’s Coercion bill was re- 
sumed. The Land Leaguers Davitt, Brennan, 
and Killen were among the spectators in the 
gallery. Mr. Labouchere, Advanced Liberal, 
spoke strongly in opposition to the measure. 

Mr. John Bright said he are regretted 
that coercion was necessary. fa Land bill 
had not been promised after the Coercion bill 
he would not now be in the Ministry. He had 
received letters from Ireland showing that 
during the last four months Ireland had been 
drifting from bad to worse.. The Land League 
might boast of their power, but he doubted their 
wisdom or patriotism. The leaders of the 
League had, to a large extent, demoralized the 
people whom they professed to defend. It was 
only under a solemn sense of duty that the Gov- 
ernment had introduced measures of coercion. 
He trusted that when the Land bill was intro- 
duced it would be found to be agreat and com- 
prehensive measure, which would prove a dur- 
able monument to the memory of this Parlia- 
ment and Ministry. The debate was adjourned. 

Cork, Jan. 27.—The Land League here has 

assed a resolution summoning Mr. Shaw and 
Mr. Colthurst to resign their seats in the House 
of Commons for seceding from the Parnell 
party. 

Lonpon, Jan, 28.—The Home Rule members 
at a meeting yesterday appointed a committee 
to analyze the Blue Books giving the details of 
agrarian offences in Ireland for the last nine 
months of 1880. The analysis is to be circu- 
lated among the members of the House of 
Commons. 

It is understood that Michael Davitt will quit 
Ireland after the passage of the Coercion bill. 

Mr. Gladstone, replying to the address of 
the Liberal members urging him not to incur 
personally the fatigues of late night sessions, 
says the injunction shall be observed. 

The News understands that the Ministers are 
inclined to accede to the request of the Ulster 
and other Liberals to divulge the principal pro- 
visions of the Land bill before taking the Co- 
ercion biil through its ultimate stages. 

The various parties have issued whips in an- 
ticipation of a division on the first reading of 
Mr. Forster’s bill to-night. 

Mr. Davitt is visiting London on his way to 
Paris to invest a considerable amount of money 
belonging to the Land League. It is stated 
that the League has already invested £47,000 
in foreign funds.

GERMANY’S DOMHSTIC INTERESTS. 
THE RELIGIOUS LAW QUESTION—OPENING 

OF THE PRUSSIAN ECONOMIC COUNCIL. 

Bern, Jan. 27.—The Federal Council 
has adopted Prince Bismarck’s biil establishing 
biennial budgets and quadrennial Parliaments. 

In the lower house of the Prussian Diet to- 
day Herr Windthorst’s resolution, declaring 
the celebration of mass and administration of 
the sacraments exempt from penalty, came up 
for its second reading, and was rejected by a 
vote of 254 to 115. 

Prince Bismarck, in opening the new Prus- 
sian Economic Council, said that whenever of 


late years inquiries were made into the causes 
of a retrogade movement in the economic life 
of the people, essential differences of opin- 
ion have been apparent; therefore, it had 
been thought desirable to establish a single 
central organ, whose members should possess 
technical knowledge, in order to give opinions 
with regard to the necessity and practicability 
of new laws. The Prussian Economic Coun- 
cil must bear in mind that it is to pave the 
way for a future Economic Council of Ger- 
many. 

Lonpon, Jan. 28.—A dispatch from Berlin 
says the Prussian Economic Council will ap- 
point special committees to discuss various 
questions. Their debates will be secret.

THE BATTLE AT GEOK-TEPE. 
HOW THE TURCOMAN DEAD WERE DISPOSED 
OF—-HONORABLE COFDUCT. 

St. Petrerssure, Jan. 27.—An official 
telegram in regard to events prior tothe capture 
of Geok-Tepe states that in consequence of the 
large number of corpses of Tekke-Turcomans, 
more or less decomposed, lying before and _ he- 
hind the Russian positions, and in view of the 
impossibility of burying them without incur- 
ring fresh losses, Gen. Skobeleff proposed to 
the Tekkes, from a tower of observation 80 


yards from the main rampart of the fortress, 
that they should remove their dead, hostilities 
to be suspended for one hour, and in order to 
avoid any misunderstanding it was proposed 
to the Tekkes that they should afterward re- 
occupy their positions, and should be first to 
reopen fire. This was done after due warning 
given to the Russians, the Tekkes taking care 
not to fire until the Russians, who had tempo- 
rarily left their trenches, had returned to 
them. In fact, the conduct of the Tekke- 
Turcomans was altogether honorable. The 
fighting was afterward renewed with the 
former fury.

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A RECTOR’S SUIT FOR SALARY. 


i 
DRAGGING FORTH UNSAVORY CHURCH 8CAN- 
DAL IN NEWBURG. 

NEWBURG, Jan. 27.—A somewhat note- 
worthy church suit is now pending in the Supreme 
Court of this county. It is an action brought by 
the Rev. Alfred Goldsborough, a Protestant Epis- 
copal clergyman, against the Church Wardens and 
Vestrymen of Christ’s Episcopal Church in the Vil- 
lage of Warwick, of which Mr. Goldsborough was 
not long ago the Rector. Mr. Goldshorough be- 
came Rector of Christ’s Church May 1, 1873, and 
continued his ministrations ia peace and harmony 
for several years. Whether he was stiil the 
Rector between May 1, 1879, and May 1, 
1880, is disputed, but Mr. Goldsborough 
claims he was, and =his' suit is for 
$500 salary for that year.. The Wardens and Vestry- 
men claim that the clergyman was not hired for 
that year, though he occupied the rectory and offi- 
ciated in the church. They contend that his con- 
tract expired in 1879, and that he was discharged. 
As may be supposed from this, there had been 
troubles in the church. These became so serious 
that the Treasurer would not speak to the minister 
or handle any money, and that the Rector was 


obliged to act as Treasurer himself during the year 
for which he sues for salary, while the church, a 
pretty country edifice, is now closed and the con- 
gregation scattered. The suit brought by Mr. 
Goldsborough was referred by consent of counsel 
to the Hon. M. H. Hirschberg, of Newburg. as 
Referee, and the first hearing was had in December. 
The plaintiff was represented by E. A. Brewster, 
and the Wardens and Vestrymen bv M. Kane, of 
Warwick, and County Judge Brown. Mr. Golds- 
borough was the only witness examined at this 
time. He gave evidence as to his original engage 
ment as Rector, continuation as such, &c., claim- 
ing that he had served as Rector down to June, 
1880, and that his salary for the year 1879-80 had 
not been paid. The case was then adjourned. 

It was no secret that there was bad blood be- 
tween the parties to the suit, and the Referee has 
sought all along to confine them to the main point 
at issue, whether or not there was a contract for 
the year 1879-80, aiming to provers the squabbles 
and bickerings of the church coming into the trial 
of the case. He has ceased to be successful in this. 
The Wardens and Vestrymen have now twice ap- 
plied to amend their answer, setting up as a sepa- 
rate and turther defense to the clergyman’s suit 
that the minister had been, prior to May 1, 1879, 
gay of grossly immoral conduct, on account of 
which they had discharged him. The Referee de- 
nied the application once, but the defense pro- 
cured another adjournment on payment of 
costs, and yesterday renewed the application. 
In the amendment which the defendants 
wished to make to their answer’ they 
claimed that they had discharged Mr. Goldsbor- 
ough May 1, 1879, as they had a legal right to do, on 
account of his grossly immoral conduct, adding 
that the immoral conduct was such that the great 
majority, if not all, of the parishioners of the cler- 
gyman lost confidence in his integrity and honesty, 
and caused a large part of the parishioners to with- 
draw from attendance at the church. They allege 
that this conduct consisted of base and willful lies 
told by the Rector about members of his church, 
and that he spread scandal and gossip through- 
out his parish and the community in which 
the parish is located. They further charge 
tnat the minister applied scandalous and 
insulting language to _ his parishioners. from 
the chancel of the church on a Sunday in 
March, 1879. These grave allegations were sup- 
orted by affidavits made by John D. Miller, a 
festryman: Samuel B. Dobson, a Warden; 
Jobn Cowdray, Treasurer, and Samuel J. Stew- 
art. Mr. Miller swore that Mr. Goldsborough 
told him that Treasurer Cowdray kept his books 
falsely, and applied to his own use a portion 
of the Sunday collections. Mr. Miller further said 
that the Rector charged members of the church 
with immorality, and the Vestryman added that he 
was informed, and believed, that the clergyman 
spread these statements over the parish. Mr. 
Goldsborough’s lawyer warmly opposed the grant- 
ing of the application to amend the answer and 
the dragging into the case of the unsavory issues 
it would invoive. He claimed that the allegations 
in the amendment were not made in good faith, 
speaking of the Wardens and Vestrymen asa wick- 
ed, depraved, and cowardly set, and alleging that 
they had not the courage to meet Mr. Goldsborough 
face to face. Referee Hirschberg took the papers 
and reserved his decision.

LOSSES BY FIRE. 
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Fire was discovered in the barn of Benjamin 
Falmy, an elaborate structure, costing $20,000, at 
Providence, early yesterday morning. On the upper 
floor was a billiard hall, and the stable was fitted 
with costly woods and fixtures and was heated by 
steam. e fire is thought to have originated in 
the steam-heaters. The flames spread rapid] 
through the structure before the firemen arrived. 
One wall fell and another is badly cracked. Two 
Alderney cows, valued at $100 each, were suffo- 
cated by the smoke. Sleigis, harnesses, carriages, 
and heating apparatus, worth $2,800, were badly 
damaged or entirely ruined. A Portuguese, 
named Pompey Dundrayo, sleeping in the stable, 
was fatally injured by inhaling the fiames, and has 
since died. The loss is estimated at $15,000; insured 
for $4,800 in the Queen's, $5,100 in the Firemen’s 
Fund, and $5,700 in the Lorillard Company. 


Robert Gordon’s dry goods store, at West 
First and Bridge streets, Oswego, N. Y., was 
burned last night. The loss on stock is $47,000; 
insurance, $48,000. In T. Crawford’s hat store, in 
the same building, there was a loss on stock of 
$2,500; insurance, $2,000. The building is owned 
by William E. Wicks, of New-York. The loss on 
the building, $10,000.

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READING RAILROAD OOM- 
PANY’S LITIGATION. 
PAYMENT ON DEFERRED INCOME BONDS—A 
DECREE IN A UNITED STATES COURT— 
THE POSTPONED ANNUAL MEETING OF 
STOCKHOLDERS. 


PHILADELPHIA, Penn., Jan. 27.—A decree 
was made by Judge McKennar, in the United States 
Circuit Court, to-day, in the case of Thomas A. Bid- 
dle & Co. against the Philadelphia and Reading 
Railroad, that the installment on the deferred in- 
come bonds, when paia to the Receivers by the 
complainants, shall be held by them on special de- 
posit, and shall be returned to the complainants if 
the order of the court authorizing the issue of said 
bonds be revoked. After argument, in the same 


court, the court overruled the motion to sus- 
pend the operation of the decree of Nov. 
1. 1880, but advised the Receivers not to 
enforce — forfeiture for the non-payment 
by subscribers of the deferred bonds of 
any disbursements due them until the motions now 
pending for argument on Monday, Feb. 7, have 
been disposed of. A motion in the case of the Mc- 
Calmont Brothers & Co. was granted directing the 
Receivers to file an inventory and appraisement of 
all the property and assets of the Philadelphia and 
Reading Railroad Company, and of the Philadel- 
phia and Reading Coal and Iron Company, to- 
— with a statement of the mortgages and 
oans. 

The officers and managers of the company filed 
in the Prothonotary’s Office of the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas this afternoon an answer to the writ of 
alternative mandamus applied for by the McCal- 
monts and others directing the holding of an ‘an- 
nual meeting and election by the stockholders. The 
document asserts that 10 days’ notice would not be 
sufficient and proper, thatisix weeks’ notice of the 
time and place of meeting is reasonable and proper, 
and that the decision on both of these points re- 
sults from the exercise of a discretion unbiased by 
personal feelings or wishes, uninfluenced by the 
wishes of the President of the company, and un- 
controlled by any other consideration than that of 
a sufficiency of time to warn stockholders of the 
time and place of meeting. 

James E. Gowen has presented to the United 
States Circuit Court the affidavits of Acting Presi- 
dent Keim, Receiver Lewis, and Messrs. Fraley, 
Rogers, and Cochran, of the American Committee 
of bondholders, in opposition to the motion to sus- 
pend temporarily the operation of the decree 
authorizing the issue of the deferred bonds. These 
represent that any order or action of the court in- 
terfering with the issue of the bonds or payment of 
the instalments thereon would be most injurious to 
the interests of the company and its creditors.

NEW-JERSEY LAW-MAKING. 
JERSEY CITY’S PAST-DUE TAXES—PREPAR- 
ING FOR ACTION ON GENERAL BILLS. 

TRENTON, Jan. 27.—The House of Assembly 
held a brief session this morning. Mr. Lawrence, 
of Hudson, introduced a bill that is evidently de- 
signed to enable the Board of Finance of Jersey 
City to compromise past-due taxes, The tax-pay- 
ers of Jersey City owe the city in the neighborhood 
of $2,000,000 on account of taxes for several years 
back, and the city’s financial embarrassments 
spring, in large part, from the utter impossibility 
of collecting these moneys. Mr. Lawrence’s bill 
vests the Board of Finance with large, and, it may 
be, dangerous power, in authorizing them to make 
‘equitable settlements” of taxes and assessments 
that were due and payable before May 1, 1879. Tne 


bill puts no Jimit whatever to the exercise of their 
discretion as to what may be an “*‘ equitable settle- 
ment.’’ Mr. McDermott introduced a bill for the 
drainage of the Hoboken Meadows, which are pest- 
breeders. 

Much of the time of the House has been consumed 
lately in discussions as to the best course to be pur- 
sued concerning the various schemes of general le- 
gislation. It was proposed yesterday to have the 
four general bills—concerning cities, towns, coun- 
ties, and taxation—printed in pamphlet form for dis- 
tribution among the Assemblymen and their con- 
stituents. but in a caucus held yesterday it was 
concluded that if that be done the bills will not be 
reached until the close of the sessiou. and it was 
decided to have them reported for action as soon 
as possible. It is not possible to make any forecast 
of the probable fate of the bills. Mr. Donnelly of- 
fered a bill appropriating $50,000 for the erection of 
a soldiers’ monument in the State-house grounds, 
under the supervision of the Grand Army of the 
Republic. Mr. Herr has introduced a general local 
option law, that isnowin one of the committees. 
A movement has been made for the preparation of 
the reapportionment bills. The Senate Republi- 
cans have appointed Senators Bodine, Francis, and 
Vailto digest and prepare them, in consultation 
with a similar committee of House Republicans, 
consisting of Messrs. Lawrence, Lufburrow, Herr, 
Garwood, and Post.

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A WHITE MAN’S BRUTALITY. 
ARRESTED FOR A CRUEL ASSAULT UPON A 
LITTLE COLORED GIRL. 
ATLANTA, Ga., Jan. 27.—In Pike County, 40 
miles below Atlanta, a white man named Henry 
Jones, while walking in the main road, met a little 
colored girl, 10 years old, and offered her 25 cents 
to show him the way to W. P. Hemphill’s house. 
They had gone only a short distance when Jones 
drew a flask of whisky from his pocket and asked 
the girl to take a drink. She refused, and, 
becoming much frightened, started back. Jones 
caught her round the neck and dragged herinto a 
small dark ravine and terribly assaulted her. Mr. 
Hemphill and two negroes, walking near the 
ravine, heard the noise of the struggle, 
and hastened in. The ruftian immediately flied. 
The girl was so injured that one of 
the men had to carry her to her father's 
house. Mr. Hemphill and the remaining negro, 
after a warm run, captured Jones, who was 
taken at once before a. Justice of the Peace and 
turned over to a bailiff,tto be held for the Sheriff. 
That night he was placed in a house with three 
men to guard him. During the night they wanted 
some wood, and made Jones hold the light while, 
pistol in hand, they went into the yard. When the 
men passed out Jones threw down the lignt, which 
went out, andran for dear life through the dark- 
ness. A number of bullets whistled after him, but 
he made his escape.

THE ILLINOIS CENTRAL'S RIGHTS. 

CarcaGo, Jan. 27.—The Times to-morrow 
will publish a long history and _  descrip- 
tion of the acquisitions sought and  al- 
ready acquired by the Ilinois Central 
Railroad Company along the city front. 
From this it appears that should the rail- 
way company obtain the passage of 
the act now opending in Congress, con- 
firming its title to the Fort Dearborn Reservation 
property and the riparian rights connected 
therewith, the city of Chicago will be 
shut ‘off from the harbor protected by 


the United States breakwater, extending from the 
river to Thirty-ninth-street. All this frontage,with 
the exception of that portion embraced in the 
Lake Park Reservation, will be controlied by the 
Tailroad company. Lake Park extends from Mon- 
roe to Twelfth streets, and cannot be used 
for any other than park purposes. From 
Twelfth-street south to  ‘Thirty-ninth the 
railroad company has built a heavy 
stone wall on the west of its track, cutting 
off every street’ except two in that dis- 
tance. North of Lake Park the railroad com- 
pany occupies the ‘lake frontage to the 
tiver, and has acquired a large amount 
of land by accretion. All the front availa- 
ble for docks on the harbor is thus in 
possession of the railroad company, and 
with the completion of the Welland 
canal and other proposed ship canals, it is almost 
impossicle to ca.culate the nature of the richts 
sought to be conferred on the Illinois Central Rail- 
road Company.

PROPOSED MUSTERING OUT OF DISABLED OF- 
FICERS-——-ORDERS AND TRANSFERS. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—Paragraph 3, spe- 
cial orders No. 278, Dec. 31, 1880, is so amended as 
to direct First Lieut. John McClellan, Fifth Artil- 
lery, acting Signal Officer, to proceed from Au- 
gusta, Ga., to Atlanta, Ga., and from thence to 
Charleston, S.C. The leave of absence granted 
Surgeon Charles R. Greenleaf has been extended 
to May1. Chaplain George G. Mullins, Twenty-fifth 
Infantry, has been ordered to proceed from St. 


Louis to New-York on business connected with 
education in the Army. 

The Committee on Military Affairs to-day agreed 
to report favorably to the House Mr. Sparks’s bill

SITTING BULL'S SURRENDER. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 27.—A dispatch from Fort 
Buford, Dakota Territory, says: ‘The rumor of 
Sitting Bull’s surrender to the Canadian authori- 
ties was brought to Fort Buford by Seeds, a man of 
poor reputation, who speaks Sioux well, andis a 
man of more than ordinary intelligence. His in- 
formant was a French half-breed from the large 
settlement on Woody Mountain, whose statement 
was very positive. He gavethe number of lodges at 
70, and probably 500 souls. Besides expressing a will- 
ingness tocome here if some of the Canadian Police 
accompanied him past Poplar River, Sitting Bull also 
said he would come with any American officers 
sent as envoys to serve as safeguards from molesta- 
tion by the troops. Seeds, who was in Sitting 
Bull's camp, reports that the hostiles were at one 
time reduced to such straits as to eat the carcases 
of ponies dead for nearly five months. He also re- 
ports that Scout Allison visited the hostiles’ camp 
in November last. He was soldiered by the 
“bucks;” in other words, he was beaten through 
and out of the vicinity of the lodges with pony 
whips, unbent bows, and willow switches. Allison 
never mentioned this, probably because it is con- 
sidered a disgrace among the Sioux.”

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PREPARING FOR A REVISION OP 
THE TAX LAWS. 

THE ASSEMBLY PROPOSING A JOINT COMMIT: 
TEE AND A COMMISSION TO BE AP 
POINTED BY THE GOVERNOR—THE DE 
BATE UPON THE RESOLUTIONS. 

ALBANY, Jan. 27.—The subject of taxation 
was brought before the Assembly to-day by Mr. 
Steele, who called up his resolution, offered on Jan. 
19, which called forthe appointment of a joint com- 
mittee of the Assembly and the Senate to revise 
the laws relating to taxation. The Senate amended 
the House resolution by increasing the member. 
ship of the committee from 8 to 13, giving 7 
members to the House instead of 5, and é 
members to the Senate in place of 3. 
The resolution called for a stenographer 
at $5 a day, and this gave Mr. Spinola a 
chance to talk economy. Mr. Brooks thought 
the increase of membership unwise. Smal) 
committees of the right men were better than large 
committees. He doubted whether a standing com- 
mittee of the Assembly could discharge such a duty 
in an efficient manner. The resolution was sc 
amended as to confineits expenses to the pay of 
the stenographer, and was then adopted, after sev: 
eral more or less inconsequential speeches had 
been delivered by Messrs. Hayes, Crapsey, Brown: 
ing, Spinela, and others, by a vote of 101. 

Mr. Steele then called up another one of his reso- 
lutions—that authorizing the Governor to’appoint 4 
commission to act with the joint committee in per 
fecting the work of revision. Mr. Skinner said the 
people were expecting relief in this matter from 
the Legislature. He believed the joint committee 
of the last Legislature had done a good work, had 
been diligent and earnest. “ Try what this body 
can do,” he said; “let us put ourselves on 
our mettle, and if we can’t solve this 
question let us confess judgment and call upon 
some one else to do it for us.” Gen. Sharpe, in fa: 
voring the resolution, said that in his opening 
speech to the Legislature he had suggested a com: 
mission without consultation with the Governor. 


He felt that if he was to make the suggestion at all 
it would be better tomakeit so. Every membei 
on the floor knows that it was the largest 
— to be brought before this body, 
an that it was a great work to solve 
the problem of just taxation. He believed it 
was important to have the assistance of men whe 
possessed special information on the subject. In 
conversation, the Governor, in the presence of 
other gentlemen, had said he wouid like liberty 
of action as to the number of Commissioners to be 
appointed. He had given the subject a great deal 
of thought, and was deeply interested in it. He 
desired that several great interests of the 
State, the agricultural and other interests, 
should be represented on the commis: 
sion. It would involve expense, but he 
seemed to think that the people of the State would 
not oppose reasonable expense to bring about a so- 
lution of the question. Compensation should be 
fixed for clerical assistance, the commission should 
be non-partisan, and the Governor had said he 
should feel called upon to give a full minority rep- 
resentation. If there were to be five mem- 
bers, three must be Republican and two 
Democrats. Gen. Sha offered a resolution 
that the Governor be authorized to appoint a com- 
mission, to consist of not less than three nor more 
than seven citizens, selected with reference to 
their qualifications for the work, to revise and 
amend the tax laws, and report to the Legislature 
before April 15, the Commissioners to receive not 
more than $1,000 each for compensation and the 
expense for clerical assistance. 

After some discussion, the resolution was 
amended so as to provide that the eminent citizens 
**to be selected should be’ of this State. In the 
course of the discussion Mr. Crapser, of St. Law- 
rence, opposed the ay sition to appoint a com 
mission, believing the Legislature was able to solve 
just such problems, and that instead of working 
the members were deceiving the people and spend 
ing their time waiting about the Delavan House for 
session-time. Mr. Niles thought that too much 
mystery was made about the simple prop 
osition to make a_ statute to equally 
assess tax property in this State. The 
result of the appointment of an outside commission 
would be that the Legislature would depend upon 
the commission when it should rely upon itself. 
Mr. Duguid favored the commission, because it 
would give to the Bank Committee assistance that 
was almost indispensable. The joint committee 
could not have too much help to enable it to report 
in 60 days. Ifthe committee and the commission 
could not do the work in a session, he would say let 
the commission be continued. Mr. Pratt, of Albany, 
made a somewhat thoughtless speeeh, conveyin 
the idea that the matter could easily be disposed o 
in two or three days. Mr. Brooks very seriously 
rebuked him. In his years of Legislative experi- 
ence he had found that no question was so diticult 
to deal with as the subject of taxation. The Ways 
and Means Committee of 1879 sat day and night in 
considering it, and after he had heard men repre- 
senting manufacturing and laboring and other in- 
terests he admitted that he had left the subject 
with less practical intelligence than when he first 
entered upon the work. It was not the 
fault of other commissions that no good 
came of their investigations. It was the 
fault of the Legislature in not acttng upon them. 
He favored employing citizens of other States upon 
the commission, as we had to remember that ad- 
joining New-York were other great States, and it 
would not do to demand that capital and mauu- 
factures should be driven from this State by mal 
administration. The subject demanded ne such 
sudden consideration and action as that suggested 
by the gentlemen from St. Lawrence and Albany. 
a resolution was finally adopted bya vote of 99 
to 8,

TRADE DOLLAR FOOLISHNESS. 

A THOUGHTLESS REPUBLICAN’S MOTION TO 
MAKE THE COIN A LEGAL TENDER DE- 
FEATED. 

ALBANY, Jan. 27.—Hard-money Republi. 
cans throughout this State and in other States will 
be surprised to learn that the attempt of a thought 
less and inexperienced legislator, and a Republican 
at that,in this hard-money State, to induce the 
Legislature to express itself as in favor of having 
the trade dollar made a legal tender, was this 
morning defeated inthe Assembly, more by good 
iuck than intelligence, and that several Republi- 
cans fell in with the Democratic minority to sane 
tion a silly and ridiculous piece of Legislative non 
sense. On Wednesday Mr. Joseph M. Dickey. a 
stationer, of Newburg, who has, perhaps, accumu 


lated an inconvenient stock of trade dollars, intro- 
duced the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the Senators of this State in the Con. 
gress of the United States be instructed, and the mem. 
bers of the House of Representatives be requested, to 
urge the passage of an act to make the trade dollar a 
legal tender, 

Being a concurrent resolution, it went over un- 
der the rule. - Little attention was given to it, and 
Mr. Dickey did not expect that it would be passed. 
Republicans were surprised that such a resolution 
had been offered by a Republican, and Democrats 
who read it were delighted, This morning, just 
before the close of business, in the order of 
motions and resolutions, Mr. Dickey called this 
resolution up and advocated its passage, His 
—_ in favor of it was only half a minute long,and 
the only reasons put forth by him for itsadoption 
were that it was inconvenient to be met at railroad 
stations and on the cars by refusal to accept trade 
dollars. A long debate followed, in which 
the Republicans who spoke evinced some 
knowledge of the principles of their party, 
while on the votes that were had many of them de- 
veloped a long-eared fondness for the establish. 
ment of two standard dollars. Mr. Raines, of On- 
tario, in order to get the matter out of the way 
moved a reference to the Committee on Federal 
Relations. Mr. Brooks opposed this, and 
said that all there was in the resolution 
was the declaring a dollar which the Govern- 
ment had put forth to be a legal tender, and _ ha 
considered the propositionja proper one. Mr. 
Phillips, of Orleans, objected to two standards. If 
this was a resolution to put silver enough ina legal- 
tender dollar to make it worth a dollar he would 
vote for it. Mr. Skinner expressed similar views, 
at the same time saying he considered the issue of 
ths legal-tender dollar the greatest financial fraud 
ever perpetrated. 

Mr. Raines’s motion to refer was lost, and tha 
resolution was put upon its passage. On the call 
of the roll several Democrats, including Brooks, 
Spinola, Pratt, and Niles, made speeches in favor 
of the resolution, and several Republicans 
gave their reasons for opposing it. Mr. Husted 
was in the chair, and he had presence of mind 
enough to speak emphatically, and to do some- 
thing to control the stupid Republicans who were 
making themselves ridiculous. In explaining his 
vote, he said: ‘In the first place I never believed it 
was the duty or the province of a Legislative body in 
any State to pass resolutions instructing its Sena- 
tors, nor do I believe it to be either the duty or 
the province of.a Legislative body to request action 
in Congress from its Representatives, un- 
less some great vital question was be- 
fore the United States Senate and 
House of Representatives for consideration 
which aimed a direct blow at the morals or the ma- 
terial welfare and prosperity of the country. In 
this case, to ask that the State of New-York, cele- 
brated for her devotion to honest finance, shal] 
pes a resolution in this, its representativa 

ody, requesting the United States Congress 
to do the most rediculous thing that 
could be imagined of it—declaring that 
two dollars varying in qeallty, varying in fine- 
ness, and varying in weight, shall be respectively o/ 
equal value—is something so entirely preposterow 





and absurd that I cannot approve of it. Ivote no.” 
Mr. Husted’s positive manner and_his promptness 
led several Republicans who had drilled in with 
their soft-money Democratic opponents, to change 
their votes, but a number remained in the ranks of 
Mr. Dickey’s friends. The resolution was lost— 
yeas 49, nays 55. ‘ 

; The Republicans who voted for the resolution 
were as follows: Beach of Schuyler, Bradley of 
Cattaraugus, Brehm of New-York, Congdon of Cat- 
raraugus, Derrick of Rensselaer, Dickey of Orange, 
Draper of Albany, Everett of Putnam, Fenner of 
Chautauqua, Gates of Wayne, Lasher of Schenecta- 
dy, Peck of St. Lawrence, Reitz of Kings, Robinson 
of Wayne, Williams of New-York. 

The Democrats who voted in the negative were: 
Dayton of New-York, MceCarthv of New-York, Pat- 
terson, of Rensselaer, Stillwell of Kings. 

The resolution was devlared lost. Mr. McCarthy 
moved to reconsider the vote by which it was lost, 
aud that the motion lie on the table. That motion 
was carried, and the Republicans who favored it 
may yet have a chance to study their party’s poli- 
tics and learn enough of them to kill it outright 
when it comes up again. The vote has cavsed in- 
finite annoyance to many of the Republicans of 
the House.

SENATOR McCARTHY’S PLAN, 
RECELVING THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE’S RE- 
PORT IN THE SENATE. 

ALBANY, dan. 27.—The special committee of 
the Senate, appointed last Winter, to investigate 
the Municipal Government of New-York with a 
view to reducing the expenses thereof, presented 
its report this morning, through its Chairman, Sen- 
ator McCarthy. Accompanying the report was a 
bill embodying the recommendations of the report. 
The substance of the bill was first published in THE 
Troves of Sunday last. Only three of the five mem- 
bers of the committee—Messrs. McCarthy, Mills, 
and Baker—signed the report presented to-day, 
The others, Messrs. Strahan and Bixby, object to 
the feature of the bill providing for Spring elec- 
tions, but say they are, in the main, favorable to 
the other portions so faras they have had time to 
examine them. They will present a minority re- 
port hereafter. 

In presenting his report this morning, Senator 
McCarthy said the committee found, soon after en- 


tering upon its labors, that great difficulties lay in 
the way of correcting the evils of the New-York 
City Government, They were woefully disappoint- 
ed in their expectation of finding any City officers 
who could give any information calculated to 
further the object for which the committee was 
created. All of these officers were positive that 
not a dollar too much was expended on the Mu- 
nicipal Government, and that everything was per- 
fect and lovely. The committee, having some 
doubt about these representations, was forced to 
seek elsewhere for information, and he wished to 
express its indebtedness for the knowledge 
, finally obtained to two gentlemen (names not 
given) of large experience in the affairs of 
the City. The bill presented by the committee, he 
said, was, in its opinion, the best remedy it 
could devise for the evils complained of. It was 
drafted without regard to the interests of political 
parties or individuals, but with sole reference to 
what it deemed for the best ‘nterests of the City. 
The Lieutenant-Governor, at the close of Mr. Mc- 
Carthy’s remarks, referred the bill to the Commit- 
tee of the Whole. Mr. McCarthy then moved that 
it be made a special order for Wednesday next im- 
mediately after the reading of the Journal. 

Mr. Strahan said he had read the report of the 
committee, of which he was a member, for the first 
time this morning, and he had not yet had time to 
read a single paragraph of the accompanying Dill. 
He agreed in the main with the report, reserving 
the right to differ on some of the details when the 
time came. There were some features of the bill, 
as he had read in the newspapers, to which he was 
opposed. He referred particularly to the provision 
for Spring elections. He thought this proposition, 
if it should be deemed wise, had better be present- 
ed in a separate bill, disconnected with the question 
of a reduction of the expenses of the City 
Government, to which all would assent. In 
sonclusion, he asked permission to present a mi- 
nority report, and as there was no necessity 
‘or haste, he thought the biil had better be referred 
1o the standing Committee on Cities. Mr. Woodin 
ook the ground that the Licutenant-Governor had 
10 right to refer a bill presented by such a com- 
nittee to the Committee of the Whole without a 
notion to that effect being adopted by the Senate. 
At the same time he wished it understood that he 
lid not desire to have the bill referredto the Com- 
mittee on Cities, of which he was Chairman, and 
said he should vote against any such reference. 
The Lieutenant-Governor was positive that the 
rules of the Senate, as well as parliamentary usage, 
required him to refer a bill from a special commit- 
tee directly to the Committee of the Whole, unless 
a motion was made and carried to the contrary. 
After some further discussion, Mr. Woodin appealed 
from this decision of the Chair, and the Lieutenant- 
Governor was sustained. 

Mr. Bixby, the other minority member of the 
committee. said he had not had an opportunity 
to examine the report or bill. He was in favor of 
economy, but he inferred, from: what he had seen 
in the newspapers, this bill was a somewhat too 
radical measure to suit his conservative views. 
Mr, NeCarthy thought it was a sort of reflection on 
the committee to take the bill immediately from its 
hands andrefer it to a standing committee. It 
‘ould better be discussed in Committee of the 
Whole, where the public could hear and read the 
objections for or against it. This motion for a 
reference to the standing committee looked 
suspicious. He did not charge that it was intended 
to delay action, but it had that appearance. If it 
went toastanding committee there would be no 
end to the “hearings” that would be asked for, and 
it might remain there for weeks or months. Mr. Stra- 
an protested in the most solemn manner that his 
object was not delay, and pledged himself to votefor 
an early reports but he clarmed that citizens of 
New-York had aright te be heard on so important 
2 billas this. Mr. Mills objected to its reference 
toastanding committee on account of the delay 
that would follow. Finally, on the suggestion of 
Mir. Woodin, the bill was referred back to the spe- 
cial committee where it originated, with the under- 
standing that an early report should be made, and 
that in the meantime persons who desire it shall 
have a hearing on any feature of the bill that does 
aot suit them. 

Mr. Baker introduced a billto increase the num- 
ber of clerks in both branches of the Legislature. 
The bill that passed two years ago reducing the 
clerical force has seriously crippled the business of 
the Senate. In many cases the engrossing clerks 
have had to pay for assistance out of their own 
pockets in order to get bills engrossed in time. In 
Committee of the Whole, Mr. Strahan’s bill re- 
quiring plumbers in New-York to be licensed and 
registered, was ordered to a third reading.

OUTLINES OF THE CHARTER. 
THE CHANGES WHICH IT PROPOSES TO MAKE 
IN THE CITY GOVERNMENT. 

The folléwing is a summary, by sections, of 
the chief points of the proposed charter, which is 
entitled, ‘“‘An act to secure improved administra- 
tion of the public business, a charge upon the City 
of New-York*” 


Section 1. Provides that no thingcontained in this 
act shall be held or construed to in any way affect 
or abridge any pre-existing right, claim, or con- 
tract, as against the City of New-York, or any pub- 
lic officer or fund thereof. 

Section 2. Specifies the purpose of the act in 
granting the powers conferred by it as intended to 
increase the responsibility for and secure a more 
efficient and economical administration of the pub- 
lic business in this City. 

Section 3. Provides for a Spring election, to be 
held every third year, and beginning on the first 
Tuesday in April next, at which shall be chosen a 
Mayor and a Board of Aldermen. 

Section 4. Applies the existing laws relating to 
elections in this City and County to the elections 
herein provided for, but requires a revision of the 
registration of voters two weeks before election, 

Section 5. Provides for the election of Aldermen 
as at present, but fixes their terms of office for 
three years from May 1. 

Section 6. The President of the Board of Aldermen 
shall be elected by the people -at the general 
election, one person being designated for President 
on each ballot for Alderman at Large. 

Section 7. Whenever the office of Mayor becomes 
vacant, the President of the Board of Aldermen 
shall become acting Mayor, and shall hoid office for 
the unexpired term of the Mayor he succeeds, the 
Aldermen to choose a temporary President from 
among their own number, to hold office until his 
“+ gaa may be chosen at the next charter elec- 

ion. 

Sections 8, 9,10. The Aldermen may fill any va- 
eancy in that board, and the person by them chosen 
shall serve for the full remainder of the term of his 
predecessor. Engrossed manuscript records of the 

roceedings of the board shall be no longer kept, 

ut a book of printed minutes shall be kept by the 
Clerk, and certified when paneer. The Mayor 
shall hold office for three years, unless sooner re- 
moved as provided by law. 

Section 11. Any person & candidate for the office 
of Mayor who,in consideration of obtaining aid, 
support. or assistance in securing either nomina- 
tion or election to such office, agrees or promises, 
directly or indirectly, to appoint any particular per- 
son or persons to any office after he shall have been 
elected, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and, on 
conviction, shall forfeit his office and be forever 
after disqualified from holding public office or trust 
in this City. 

Sections 12,13. The terms of office of all the pres- 
ent heads of departments, of the City Chamber 
lain, and City Marshals shall cease on April 30, 
x81. The Mayor to be elected under this act in 
April next shall appoint successors of all such of- 
ficers, the Commissioner of Supplies, the Superin- 
tendent of Street-cleaning and the Police Justices, 
on and after May 1, 1581. 

Section 14. Any person who shall claim, urge, or 
fiemand the appointment of any person to any of- 
fice or employment in the City or County the sala- 
ry for which is paid from the City Treasury, in con- 
sideration of services, influence, aid, or assistance, 
or support of such person, or any other person, 
party. organization, or association in securing or 
aiding the nomination, or election, or appointment 
of the person authorized to give such 
appointment to office or employment, shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor. and any 
officer making any appointment under such demand 
or conditions shall be guilty of misdemeanor, for- 
feit his office, and be disqualified from holding any 
public office thereafter. 

Sections 15,16. The officers enumerated in sec- 
tions 12, 13 shall hold office during the term for 
which the Mayor appointing them iselected. The 
Mayoris empowered to remove any of such officers 
whenever in his judgment such removal is required 
nthe public interest; but the Mayor must write 
and publish in the City Aecord his réasons for such 
*emoval. Thesuccessors by him appointed to the 
vacancies so created shall hold office for the unex- 
pired terms of their predecessors in office 

Section 17. After May 1. 1881. there shall be but 
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one Commissioner of Parks, one Fire Commissioner, 
and one Dock Commissioner; there shall be in the 
Department of Health, the Health Officer of the 


Port and an officerknown as the Commissioner’ 


of Health of the City of New-York; two Commis- 
sioners of Taxes and Assessments, two Commis- 
sioners of Public “Charities and Correction, two 
Commissioners of Police, the latter board being so 
constituted as to be non-partisan. 

Section 18. Abolishes the Excise Board, the 
Board of Assessors, the Mayor’s Bureaus of 
Licenses and of Permits, the Bureaus of Licenses, 
Collection of City Revenue, Collection of Assess- 
ments, of Markets, for Collection of Arrears of 
Taxes and Assessments, of Water Rents, the con- 
solidated Bureaus of the Collector of Assess- 
ments and Clerk of Arrears, and of the Col- 
lector of City Revenue ana Superintendent of 
Markets, in the Department of Finance; also, 
the Bureaus of the Water Register, Water 
Purveyor, §Street Improvements, Streets and 
Roads, Lamps and Gas, of Incumbrances, of Re- 
pairs and Supplies, and of the Croton Aqueduct, in 
the Department of Public Works; also, the Bureau 
of Combustibles in the Fire Department; also, the 
Bureau of the Corporation Attorney, the Public 
Administrator, and the Attorney for the Collection 
of Arrears of Personal Taxesin the Law Depart- 
ment; the Bureau of Street-cleaning in the De- 
partment of Police; the physicians, known as Coro- 
ners’ Physicians; the Supervisor of the City Record ; 
the Commissioner of Jurors, and the Inspectors an 
Sealers of Weights and Measures. 

Section 19. Confers on the Board of Police: 1. The 
powers and duties of the abolished Excise Board, 
requiring all moneys from that source to be paid 
over weekly to the Chamberlain. 2. The powers 
and duties of the Fire Marshal. 3, The powers and 
duties of the Inspectors and Sealers of Weights and 
Measures, abolishing all fees for the performance 
of such duties. 4. The powers and duties now 
vested in the Mayor’s License Bureau, including 
the collection of fees and penalties, which are to be 
paid weekly into the public Treasury for the pur- 

oses of the sinking fund. 5. No permit shall 

e granted by any officer to occupy or obstruct 
any street or sidewalk. except for the purpose of 
repairs or improvements to thé same, or for the 
carrying on of repairs to, or the erection of, build- 
ings, in which case the Board of Police may give 

ermits for the use of a portion of the streets sub- 
a to reasonable conditions. It is made the duty 
of the board to keep the streets free of obstruc- 
tions. 

Sections 20-21. The Mayor and the Police Com- 
missioners may, by a concurrent or majority vote, 
remove the Superintendent of Police from of- 
fice, and by a like vote appoint a suc- 
cessor, or designate an nspector to 
act as Superintendent. The Superintendent 
shall have the supervision of the Police force, mak- 
ing atl details and ay Reg to regular or spe- 
cial duty, and seeing that the duties are performed; 
he shall prefer all charges against members of the 
force to the board; no promotion in the force shali 
be made by the board, except on the written rec- 
ommendation of the Superintendent, and such rec- 
ommendation shall be given only for meritorious 
conduct or continuous exemplary service. The board 
may remove any member of the force for cause, 
and after a hearing is given, subject to the Mayor's 
approval of such order of removal, and such re- 
moval, when so approved, is final and conclusive, 
and not subject to review by any court or Judge 
whatever. 

Sections 23, 24. Any member of the Police 
force who uses his office or position as such to in- 
fluence the election of any candidate tor oftice to 
be voted for at any election in the City shall 
be dismissed from the force, upon a hear- 
ing and conviction thereof, to be had 
before the Mayor. Such dismissal is made final, 
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.and not reviewable by any court in any form. 


There shall be no more than six Surgeons of Police, 
and they shall also perform the duties now done 
by the Coroners’ physicians. The Corporation 
Counsel shall assign an attorney to the Board of 
Police for the prosecution of such legal matters or 
measures as the public interests of the board re- 
quire. 

' Sections 25, 26, 27, 28. The Mayor and Fire Com- 
missioner may appoint to, or remove from, office a 
Superintendent of the Fire Department in like 
manuer as the Superintendent of Police is appoint- 
ed or removed, and they may in like manner tem- 
porarily filla vacancy. The Superintendent shall 
exercise powers and perform duties in that depart- 
ment similar to the duties and powers 
heretofore defined_ as belonging to the Su- 
perintendent of Police in the Police De- 
partment, and removals or dismissals from 
the Fire Department shall be made by the method 
pryooried. for the Police removals, and be simi- 
arly conclusive as against all or any review by 
courts or Judges. The Chief of the Fire Depart- 
ment in office on May 1, 1881, shall rank as Super- 
intendent, and the Commissioner and Superintend- 
ent shall exercise all the powers and_ du- 
ties now performed by the board, the Chief, 
and the Bureau of Combustibles. The Bureau 
of inspection of buildings in said Fire Department 
is continued as now constituted by law. 

Section 29. The head of the  Depart- 
ment of Health by this act consti- 
tuted shail be vested with the powers and 
duties of the present Board of Health, and 
the Commissioner of Health shall be vested 
with the powers and duties of the Sanitary Super- 
intendent, and of the Register of Records. The 
present bureaus inthe department are abolished. 
Changes in or additions to the Sanitary Code shall 
not become operative until approved by the Mayor. 

Sections 30 and 31. Provide that the Department 
of Parks, after May 1, 1881, shall have sole charge 
of the construction and maintenance of all public 
parks, squares, and places in the City and 
the sidewalks immediately adjoining them. 
The concurrence of the Mayor in the consent 
of the Commissioners shall be necessary to au- 
thorize the erection of any work of art 
or antiquity in the parks, but no_ consent 
or approval of any officer of the City will author- 
ize the use, temporary or otherwise, of any part of 
the parks or places for any purpose not authorized 
bylaw. All duties now performed by the Depart- 
ment of Parks other than those above defined 
shall, together with all records, plans, maps, con- 
tracts, and papers relating to the same, be turned 
over to and discharged by the Department of Pub- 
lic Works. 

Sections 22 and 33. The Department of Public 
Works shall, after May 1, 1881, have control and 
cognizance of the Croton water system, its struc- 
tures, and property, of the sewerage and drainage 
of the City, and all — street construction, 
paving, grading, or repairs, of the lighting of 
streets, roads, squares, and parks: the construction 
of bridges and tunnels over or beneath the Harlem 
River; the construction and maintenance of 
public buildings, &c. There shall be two 
bureaus in the department—1l, a bureau 
charged with all public work on or beneath the 
streets, roads, and avenues. the chief of which shall 
be called the City Engineer, who shall be a 
civil engineer of at least 10 years’ expert- 
ence, and shall have not exceeding four 
assistant engineers in his bureau. They shall 
prepare all plans and specifications for all public 
work, including street openings, sewers, paving, 
grading, laying of water pipes, &c., and perform 
the duties of a City surveyor for commissions in 
street openings; 2, a bureau to have charge 
of the erection. and maintenance of all public 
buildings, the chief officer of which shall be called 
the ‘City Architect,” and shall have at least 10 
years’ experience as an architect. 

Sections 34 and 85. Under the authority of the 
Mayor the City Architect shall propose plans forand 
supervise the erection of any new buildings for the 
use of the Board of Charities and Correction, and, 
as far as practicable, the labor of the 
inmates in the institutions under their 
care is to be used in carrying on the work of erect 
ing or tepairing such buildings. The Commission- 
ers of Charities and Correction are required to pro- 
vide conveyance for all prisoners to and from the 
prisons and public institutions. 

Sections 36-37. All laws authorizing the Sheriff to 
execute all or any warrants or commitments of the 
Court of Special Sessions or Police Justices, or to 
convey prisoners under the warrant of any Judge 
orcourt in the City, from one City prison to 
another, or from‘any of said prisons to the 
Penitentiary, work-house, house of refuge, or ju- 
venile asylum, or to or frcm any City prison, and 
said Court of Special sessions are repealed together 
with an act passed Margh 29, 1869, relating to the 
transmission tothe Secretary of State of records 
of convictions. 

Section 38 establishes a Board of Street Openings, 
Goneiating of the Mayor, the Controller, the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Aldermen, the Commissioner 
of Public Works, and the Commissioner of the De- 
partment of Parks, and defines the mode of their 
procedure in such matters, 

Section 39 provides that no planor plansof any 
work for the laying out or monumenting that por- 
tion of the City lying north of One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth-street, or relating to the improve- 
ment of the Harlem River and its bridges, shall be 
ewes on until approved by the above described 
board. 

Section 40. There shall be in the Department of 
Finance an Auditing Bureau, controlled by an 
Additor of Accounts; a bureau for the reception of 
all public moneys and for the payment of 
moneys on warrants drawn by the Con- 
troller, the chief officer of which shall 
be called “the Chamberlain;” a bureau for the 
collection of taxes, assessments, water rents, and 
arrears of taxes, assessments, and water rents, the 
chief officer to be called the * Receiver of City 
Revenues.” 

Sections 41 and 42, Define the duties, powers, lia- 
bilities, and bond required of the Receiver of City 
Revenues, and continue the duty, now conferred 
by law on the Department of Public Works, in re- 
lation to the distribution and sale of the Croton 
water of the City. 

Section 43, Requires the Controller to appoint a 
suitable person for‘the general supervision and 
care of the City markets, who shall see that they 
are kept clean, collect the rents, and pay them 
over daily to the Chamberlain; also, to appoint a 
book-keeper in his department to collect interest 
from mortgages and revenue from rents other than 
for market or dock property. 


Sec. 44 and 45. All expenditures of public depart- 
ments or offiters must be paid by warrant of the 
Finance Department, drawn upon a designated 
bank of deposit, and rigid checks are applied to 
govern such payments, expenditures, and disburse- 
ments. After Dec. 31, 188i, no officer or employe of 
the City shall be paid his salary from the proceeds 
of bonds or stocks of the City, nor shall any rents 
be paid or supplies purchased from such source; 
but the Board of Estimate and Apportionment shall 
provide for all necessary expenses in the annual 
estimate. 

Section 46. The Commissioners of Taxes and As- 
sessments are required to execute and perform all 
the duties now devolving on the Board of Assessors, 

Sections 47, 48, 49, and 50. The Counsel to the 
Corporation is required to assume and discharge all 
the duties of the office of Public Administrator. 
The Clerk of the Common Council is required to 
discharge the duties now performed by the Super- 
visor of the City Record. The County Clerk 
is required to discharge the duties of 
the office of Commissioner of Jurors. The County 
Clerk is required to pay ovér weekly to the City 
Chamberlain ali fines and penalties enforced by the 
board f -r the enforcement of jury fines and penal- 
ties, and to make return of the same under oath, 

Section 51. Makes it a misdemeanor, punienanie 
by fine of not less than $1,000, or more than $5,000, 
or three months’ imprisonment in the penitentiary, 
for any person who is liable to perform iurv duty 


. 


to pay an: person fn order to evade that 
duty. and it is made a similar offense for any 
officer or other person charged with making up 
ury-lists or any other act in relation to jury-lists, 
awing jurors, or serving jury notices, to willful- 
y omit to place on jury lists or ballots to be drawn 
the name of any person Hable to perform jury duty. 

Section 52. Requires the clerks and assistants in 
the County Clerk’s office to act as such to the Board 
of Aldermen when the latter sit as County Canvas- 
sers. 

Section 53, Charges the Mayor with the duty of 
cleaning and keeping clean the streets of the City. 
He may appoint a Superintendent of Street-clean- 
ing, who shall act under his directions. The sec- 
tion provides for the advertising by the Mayor for 
proposals for cleaning the streets under certain 
specifications, and gives details for the reception of 
proposals. Contracts are to be made by the Mayor, 
who is given the power to make such rules and 
regulations as he may determine regarding the 
work of street cleaning and for the removal of ice 
and snow. Any violation of these rules is made a 
misdemeanor. The Mayor is called upon to notify 
the Police Department of the particular day on 
which he will assume charge of the street cleaning, 
and on that day the Bureau of Street Cleaning in the 
Police Department shall be abolished, and all 

owers as to its work transferrea to the Mayor, 

he appropriation for strect-qhaning shall also be 
transferred to the Mayor. The Department of 
Docks is required to furnish the Mayor with sufti- 
cient dockage, piers, &c., and the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment is directed to fix 
the salary of the Superintendent of Street-cleaning 
and the number and salary of his assistants, and 
make appropriations for carrying the provisions of 
the law into effect. The entire amount appro- 
priated for street-cleaning must not, however, ex- 
ceed the sum of $600,000 per year. 

Section 54. Provides for a Board of Supplies, con- 
sisting of the Mayor, President of the Board of 
Aldermen, and a citizen of business experience, 
which board shall purchase and distribute all sup- 

lies needed for the or business of the City. 

he duties of the board are set forth in detail. 

Section 55, Requires the Department of Docks 
to submit an annual departmental estimate of 
its expenses to the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment, the same as_ other de- 
partments. The latter board is to make 
provision for the expenses ot the Dock Depart- 
ment. The rents of all dock property belonging to 
the City shall, as collected, be paid over to the 
Chamberlain daily. 

Section 56. 2Provides that after May 1, 1881, the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment shail con- 
sist of the Mayor, President of the Board of Alder- 
men, and three citizens, not otherwise connected 
with the City Government, who shall be appointed 
by the Mayor from the two principal political 
parties. so that the minorit perty shall always 

ave two representatives in the board. The citizen 
members are to receive no salary, and any vacancy 
inthe their number is to be filled by’ the Mayor. 
They are to serve three, four, and five years re- 
spectively. 

Section 57. Requires departmental estimates to bo 
submitted to the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment on or before Sept. 15, each year for the 
year commencing Jan. 1 following, specifying in 
detail every estimated item of expense, together 
with lists, salaries, and terms of service of all offi- 
cers and employes. 

Section 58. Provides that the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment shall make up a provisional es- 
timate on or before Nov. 1 in each year, which 
shall be published in the City Record. Times shall 
be set. for hearing tax-payers before the final esti- 
mate is made, which estimate must be made on or 
before Dec. 81in each year. The Board of Alder- 
men are required to cause to be raised by taxation 
the amount of the final estimate. 


Section 59. Requires the State tax and the ex- 
penses of the Judiciary to be included in the 
final estimate. During the respective terms of 
the present Judges in this City, their salaries, 
heretofore fixed by law, shall be provided for. 
Of those hereafter elected, Judges of the Su- 
reme Court are to be paid $4,000 per vear. 
‘hose of the Court fof Common Pleas, Superior 
Court, Court of. General {Sessions, the Surro- 
gate, and the District Attorney are to receive $10,- 
000 each; Judges of the Marine Court, $6,000, Clerks 
of courts of record, except the Supreme Court, are 
to be appointed by the Judges. Each clerk appoints 
his assistants. The Clerk of the Court of General 
Sessions is also to be Clerk of the Court of Oyer 
and Terminer. The salaries of the clerks and the 
number and salaries of their assistants, including 
the assistants in the County Clerk’s office attached 
to the Supreme Court, are to be determined by the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment, but the ag- 
gregate amount of clerks’ and assistant clerks’ sal- 
aries shall not exceed in any qne year $14,000 in the 
Supreme Court; $25,000 each in the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas and the Superior Court; $30,000 in the 
Surrogate’s Court; $15,000 in the Court of 
General Sessions, and $15,000 in the Marine Court. 
Interpreters are classed as assistant clerks and paid 
assuch. The Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment shall also designate the assistants and sub- 
ordinates in the County Clerk’s office, who are 
paid by the City, the total sum for their salaries 
not to exceed $27,500 per year, exclusive otf the 
salaries of the County Clerk and the assistant 
clerks attached to the Supreme Court. Judges of 
the various courts appoint the stenographers, 
as follows: Supreme Court, 4; Court of Com- 
mon Pleas, Superior Court, and Marine Court, 
% each; Court of General Sessions, 2; Sar- 
rogate’s Court, 1. Their salaries are to be fixed by 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment, and are 
not to exceed $2,500 each per year, the Surrogate’s 
stenographer receiving $500 additional. The 
Supreme Court is allowed 12 attendants; the Court 
of Common Pleas, Superior Court. and Marine 
Court, 8 each; the Court of General Sessions, 15, 
and the Surrogate’s Court, 2. They are to be ap- 
pointed by the Judges, their salaries not exceedin 
$900. The office of court crier is abolished. 
The assistants and subordinates to the District 
Attorney shall be such as_ allowed by 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment, the 
total expenses of the office, exclusive of the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s salary, not to exceed $40,000 per 
year. Police Justices hereafter appointed are to 
receive $5,000 a year. The Board of Police Justices 
shall appoint a clerk, deputy clerk, and assistant 
clerk in the Court of Special Sessions, and five 
clerks, one for each Police court, and in ali ten as- 
sistant clerks, five of whom shall act as interpre- 
ters. The salaries of these clerks are to be fixed by 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment, not 
to exceed in the aggregate $45,000 per year. 
The salaries of District Court Judges _here- 
after elected are to be $4,000. The Mayor is to ap- 
point a clerk for each District Court, and as many 
other officers and attendants as the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment shall allow, the salaries 
in each court net to exceed $5,000. The jan- 
itor of the Court-house, appointed by the 
Commissioner of Public Works, is to per- 
form duty as a court attendant without extra 
pay. The Mayor may also designate the City Mar- 
shals to particular districts, and require them to 
act as attendants in the District Courts without ex- 
tra pay. The section closes with a provision ter- 
minating the offices of all the present court clerks, 
stenographers, &c., except the Supreme Court 
Clerk and the stenographers of courts of record, on 
July 1, 1881, all new appointments to be as provided 
in the statute. 


Section 60, Fixes the salary of the Park Commis- 
sioner at that now paid the President of the de- 
partment. The salary of the Dock Commissioner 
is fixed at $5,000; that of the Corporation Counsel 
at $10,000, and that of the Commissioners of Taxes 
and Assessments at $5,000 each. The salaries and 
duties of the various assistants and subordinates in 
each department of the City, and the clerical force 
of the Board of Education shall be such as are 
proposed by the heads of departments and the 
Board of Education, and approved in the final esti- 
mate by the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment. No increase in the number of such em- 
ployes can be made without the approval of the 
poard. Itis made the duty of the latter to see 
that Ho more assistants are employed in any de- 
partment than are necessary, and any head of a 
department or member of aboard who retains 
in the employment of the City any subordinate 
who fails to diligently attend to his duties 
shall be removed by the Mayor. In the 
final estimate for 1882, the assistants and 
subordinates in each department, and _ the 
appropriations for their salaries, including 
the clerical force of the Board of Education, shail 
be reduced at least one-third from the number and 
amount provided for in the estimate for 1880, un- 
less, bya vote of the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment, an increase of this reduced number 
and amount shall be specially authorized. This au- 
thority shall only be given after a full investigation 
into the matter, and the reasons in detail must be 
given when the authority is granted. No assist- 
ant or subordinate whose salary and duty are 
approved by the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment can be removed except for cause, and 
it will be at all times a sufficient cause for removal 
that his services can be dispensed with, and the 
burden of his salary permanently saved co the City. 
The public school teachers and uniformed members 
of the Police and Fire Departments are excluded 
from the _ provisions of this section. Any 
increase in the number of the uniformed 
force of either of the latter departments 
shall be subject to the appropriations made there- 
for by the Board of Estimate and Apportionment. 
On the recommendation of the Superintendent of 
Police, approved by the Commissioners, the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment may authorize the 
lacing on the retired list of any member of the 
orce incapacitated to discharge his duties, and 
allow him an annual pension not to exceed one- 
third of his salary. 

Section 61. Requires every person paid a salary 
out of the City Treasury forservices to perform 
these services and attend to their duties exclusively. 
The Mayor's special duty is to enforce this provi- 
sion. and a failure to do so is made a sufiicient 
cause for his removal. 

Section 62. Calls upon the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment to provide in the final estimate 
each year for the expense of public instruction 
under the care and management of the Board of 
Yducation. The salaries of public-school teachers 
are to be fixed bythe Board of Education with- 
in the limits of the final appropriation 
for teachers’ salaries. All other salaries and 
expenses of the Board of Education are made sub- 
ject to the action and approval of tne Board of Es- 
timate and Apportionment. The latter is also to 
provide such an amount as it sees fit for the char- 
itable institutions heretofore provided for by 
taxation, but in no case shall the appropria- 
tions exceed the amounts now raised for them By 
tax. No provison can be made for any inst*tution 
until the board is satisfied that it is urgenidy re- 
guired and will be applied only to helping those 
who would otherwise become a burden upon the 
City. No per capita allowance is to. be made to 
any institution. Provision is also to be 
made in the final estimate for a _ special 
City contingent fund, not exceeding $200,000 
In any one year. No appropriation shall 
be made after this year for contingencies for any 
department, board, office, or officer. Transfers 
may be made by the board from this City contin- 
gent fund, but no transfer shall be made for or on 
account of salaries after this year, and no transfers 
shall be lawful except as provided in this section. All 
balances of appropriations made for 1879 and pre- 
vious years remaining wnex ended dre discontinued 
and declared to be lapsed into the Treasury, and 
all balances of appropriations made for years sub- 
sequent to 1879 which shall rengain unexpended at 
the end of six months after the vear for which the

appropriations were made, after allowing sufficient 
in the Controller’s judgment to satisfy all claims 
therefrom, shall be discontinued and lapsed into 
the Treasury. All arrears of taxes for years prior 
to 1880 shall, after providing for the revenue bonds 
issued in anticipation of such taxes, be turned 


‘into the Treasury for the redemption of the City 


debt. 

Section 63, Provides for the appropriation of cer- 
tain funds for charitable institutions and for the 
redemption of the City debt. 

Section 64. pg oie that the total adh 
of the Board of Estimate and Apportionment shall 
not exceed in any one year (with the addition of 
the general fund) the amount authorized to be 
raised by tax in the City for such year. On all taxes 
in arrears Jan. 15 each year,7 per cent. interest 
shall be charged by the City, and no more, from the 
date of confirmation of the tax. 

Section 65. Provides that the sum to be raised by 
taxation in this City for 1882 shall not exceed a 
(blank) amount, and that during each of the six 
succeeding years the aggregate shall be reduced by 
another unnamed amount, so that in 1888 and suc- 
ceeding years the total amount raised by taxation 
shall not exceed $25,000,000. 

Section 66. Forbids the expenditure in any one 
year for any purpose of an amount exceeding the 
sum appropriated. 

Section 67. Requires the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment to redetermine the final estimates 
for 1881 before July 1 next. 

Section 68. Provides that no bonds or stocks, ex- 
cept revenue bonds issued in anticipation of the 
taxes of the year shall be issued without the au- 
— of the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment. 

Sections 69 and 70. Require that in no one calendar 
year after 1881 shall works be proceeded with for 
which assessments are imposed which shall to- 
gether involve expenditures exceeding $500,000, 
and no sum greater than $500,000 shall be raised on 
bonds or stocks of the City in any one year after 
1881 for the execution of works authorized by spe- 
cial.laws, and for which no assessment can be im- 
posed. Works now under execution and the 
Brooklyn bridge are not affected by this section. : 

Sections 71, 72, 78, 74, and 75. Declare that all work 
hereafter executed by or for the City, or paid for 
out of the City Treasury, which involves an ex- 
penditure of $250 or over, shall be done by con- 
tract, founded on sealed bids and proposals. 

Section 76. Provides that no appropriation shall be 
made at any time for work in excess of amounts 
authorized by law to be expended during any oné 
year for such purpose. 

Sections 77 and 78. Give further details regarding 
the letting of contracts for work. 

Section 79. Makes ita misdemeanor for any officer 
or employe of the City to include in any specifica- 
tion work not required or intended to be executed, 
orto knowingly certify to‘the performance of work 
not done, or that work is done according to con- 
tract when the contrary {s the case. Any person 
guilty of this misdemeanor shall forfeit his office or 
employment, and shall not hereafter be employed 
in any pepeeny by or on behalf of the City. 

Section 80. Declares that every inspector and 
other person charged with the duty of superintend- 
ing, inspecting, or reporting upon any work must 
be skillful and competent; and any head of a de- 
partment who knowingly or without due and 
proper oy appoints an incompetent person to 
such an office is guilty of a misdemeanor, and the 
appointment is void. 

Section 81, Provides that no person whose ap- 
pointment is made void by the above provisions, 
or who fails to be in daily attendance at his duties, 
shall be paid or be entitled to receive any sum from 
the City for or on account of such services. 

_ Section 82. Provides that the act shall take effect 
immediately, and that sections 36 and 87 shall take 
effect Jan. 1, 1884.

SCHOOL OF WAR. 
wkccendllioscionh 
AND PRACTICE IN 


STATES ARMY. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The active strength of the Army, as given 
in the annual report of the Adjutant-General, is 
2,152 officers and 24,259 enlisted men. The ratio of 
officers to soldiers is about one to eleven. One 
naturally asks why there should be such an excess 
of officers? If the Army is merely a police force 
to preserve the peace and guard the frontier, what 
sense can there be in such a disproportion between 
the rank and file? But we are told that war is re- 
duced to a science; that it is necessary to have a 
ciass of trained professional men; that with sucha 
class armies can be speedily organized, instructed, 
and prepared for hostile operations; that our little 
Army is a mere nucleus, and serves as a means to 
educate and qualify officers, so that, if the time 
ever comes, they are ready to blossom into full 
bloom Generals, somewhat after the style of Jump- 
ing Jack when the restraint is removed. 

The theory is good, but what is the practice? We 
do not here guestion the efficiency or discipline of 
the Army or its work asa conserver of the peace, 
but we do ask what is being done to train up a 
class of professiona! men in the science and art of 
war? If knowing how to perform the routine du- 
ties of a garrison, drill asquad of men, conduct a 
raid, and draw pay make an officer a master of his 
profession, then we are ready to admit that we 
have 2,000 of them. Such knowledge and experi- 
ence, good so farasit goes, and we do not under- 
value it, is but the A, B, C. A young officer, 
when he first goes to his regiment, carries 
with him an ambition equal to that which animates 
the man who enters the ministry, law, or medicine. 
He aims high, and commences his chosen life-work 
with an enthusiasm which looks forward tothe 
day when he shall reach the top round-—-the re- 
ward forhis labors. He enters his profession as 


well shod as most men who pursue the vocations 
of civil life. He has some idea of the nature and 
scope of the work, and is prepared to meet it py 
real down hard stuay and effort. He goes, say, to 
a one company post. He finds himself, perhaps, 
the only subaltern present, the other officers being 
his Captain, who commands the post, and the Sur- 
geon. He acquires in due time a knowledge of 
the routine duties—guard, police, drill, &c. He is 
constituted a class of one, and says his little lesson 
out of the catechism regularly twice a week to his 
Captain, who, perhaps, knows no more, perhaps 
less, than his scholar. He assembles daily at the 
council board, where questions are discussed as 
pertinent and important as the one that agitated 
the schoolmen, who, for want of something better 
to do, debated the mighty question, *‘How many 
angels can dance onthe point of a cambric needle ?” 
Duty, after a while. becomes mechanical. There is 
no progress, no life, no inspiration, He makes 
spasmodic efforts for improvement, but, alas! they 
become less and less frequent; and he 
finally finds himself drifting in the currents. 
Such is the unvarnished story that many might 
tellif they would, and it isnotat all strange. It 
would be the same in any profession where there 
was nothing to spur one on. Take the law, for 
example. If merely making out a few forms, go- 
ing to and from the court room, and listening to 
the Judges’ stories constituted the practical part of 
law. lawyers would soon rust out. Lawyers, after 
graduation, do not generally wade through pon- 
derous volumes of text-books and statutes simply 
for knowledge. As each case arises in which they 
are employed, they are impelled, as it were, to 
search the law, make a careful investigation, and 
employ all the faculties of mind. Studying forever 
theory, without opportunity to practice or apply 
the knowledge gained, becomes irksome, and but 
few men have the gift of patient continuance. 

It is not reasonable, therefore, to expect of Army 
officers in the study ofascience covering such a 
vast field, and undergoing constant modification 
from new discoveries and inventions, what is not 
expected of men in other callings. Now, what is 
wanted for the Army is a school of war, where the 
art as wellas the science can be taught. A good 
site, selected with great care, possessing strategical 
and tactical advantages, experimental firing 
grounds for ali kinds of ordnance, drill grounds, 
woods, water, hills, and plains, should be chosen. 
At this point concentrate, say, two regiments 
of infantry, one of cavalry, one of ar- 
tillery, including the five light batteries, and one 
or two companies of engineers, assign the most 
competent general officer to command, and give 
him able assistants. Let the course be for two 
years. Locate here the Military Service Institu- 
tion, and make it a living reality. Establish courses 
of lectures on jurisprudence, law. physiology, 
surgery—on professional and scientific subjects. 
Give out campaign and other problems requiring 
research, study, and independent thought. Re- 
quire essays on military topics, which are to be 
read by the author, and_then subject to open criti- 
cism and discussion. Treat the officers as men, 
Have no recitations from text-books, to be recited 
boy like, parrot fashion, thus humiliating the of- 
ficer and affecting his pride. The school should be 
intensely practical. Let every officer occupy all 
grades from company to general officer. Throw 
him upon his own resources. If he makes mistakes 
he will be certain to remember them. Let this be 
the field work, using troops for the purpose. 

Organize, discipline, feed, and care for an army, 
(both sick and well;) establish bases and lines of 
operation; orders of battle, making real by sham 
battles; make flank marches, and marches in an- 
ticipation of battle; establish camps, bivouacs, 
grand guards, outposts, pickets; conduct advanced 
guards and retreats; guard convoys; build bridges; 
make topographical, forced and_ secret recon- 
noissances; practice in ballistics, firing with light 
and heavy guns, in signaling, intrenching, and 
in the posting and employment of the three arms 
of the service. In short, all the operations of war 
on a small scale. Fill the regiments and com- 
panies up to the full number, peace basis, and as- 
sign the recruits from the recruiting depots for one 
vear’s instruction before the transter to their regi- 
ments. At the end of two years change all the 
ot from Colonels down, and make a new de- 
All, 


Let this school of war be supplemented by schools 
for cavalry and infantry corresponding to the artil- 
Of course objec- 
tion will be made, on the ground of expense, in 
starting such an institution. How much more sen- 
sible to appropriate a little of the money yoted for 
arrearages of pensions, and rivers (so called) and 
creeks, for something of incalculable benefit aud 
practical utility, The military establishment will 
not be increased, The cost of maintaining these 
schools after they are once — started will 
be no more than for maintaining the same 
force scattered over 25 or 80 posts. Do not let us 
repeat the folly of our last war by being obliged, in 
ease of another, to take two years of it—costly in 
life and treasure—for the purpose of education and 
instruction. There will be no excuse, and the re- 
sponsibility will rest upon us if we neglect in time 
of peace to prepare for war, Let the War Depart- 
ment consider the matter, make the necessary esti- 
mates for site, buildings, &c., and submit a bill for 
the consideration of Congress M. E. J.

COMMITTEE REPORTS. 

The following bills were reported from com- 
‘mittees and placed on the calendar: 

By Mr. Conxurne, from the Committee on Com- 
merce, with one amendment, to authorize the con- 
struction and maintenance of a railway bridge 
across the Niagara River. 

Mr. CongkiiNe gave notice that he would call up 
the bill at an early day because, if the sanction of 
Congress was not now given to the building of the 
railway, its construction would be delayed fora 
year. The bill was passed. 

By Mr. Wavrvt, of Maryland, from the Commit- 
tee on Printing, favorably, House concurrent reso- 
lution for printing 30,000 copies of the second re- 
vised edition of Bulletin No.3 of the United States 
Entomological Commission, being a report on the 


cotton-worm, with the means of counteracting its 
ravages. Passed. 


THE SHIPPING LAWS, 


Mr. Bec, of Kentucky, addressed the Senate for 
over an hour upon free ships, taking as his text the 
resolution submitted by him on Tuesday, as follows: 

That all provisions of law which prohibit our citi- 
zens from purchasing ships and engaging in the foreign 
carrying trade, or which prevent the registration of 
them as American ships when owned, commanded, 
and officered by citizens of the United States, ought to 
be repealed, and to that end Senate bill No. 741, or a 


bill containing the general provisions thereof, ought 
to pass. 


Beginning with the remark that the friends of 
the resolution hoped soon to give it a more tangi- 
bie form by a bill, Mr. Beck argued that we wero 
unable to compete with foreign nations, either for 
our own or the foreign carrying trade, because all 
other nations were allowed to buy their ships 
where they could buy them cheapest; that, as the 
ocean highway was free to all, and we were com- 
petitors without the help of Government protec- 
tion, every dollar we made our ships cost over and 
above what we make the people of other countries 
pay only handicaps ourselves, and diminishes our 
chances of successful competition. Our policy had 
been to build up an immense navy for England, 
which now had the finest body of sailorsin the world, 
80,000 or 90,000 of them, ile we had none left. 
He said it was enough to show, in order to ask for 
cheap ships, that American ship-owners cannot be 
protected in their foreign business, and can only 
compete when they are allowed to own ships which 
cost them no more than those owned by their com- 
petitors, Eyen then it is properly claimed that 
they labor under disadvantages enough; that 
wages here are higher; that more and better food 
is demanded by our sajlors than those of 
other nations, - That {is all trie; but up 
to 1860 we built the ocean-going ships 
then in use as cheaply as other people. 
Why should ships be the only machine, vehicle, or 
implement that American citizens are prohibited 
from buying abroad? If objection is made that 
England would be our ship-builder and would thus 
be strengthened and enriched at our expense, while 
our own ship-builders would be driven out of em- 
ployment, the answer is, that we are building al- 
most none now; that our foreign commercial marine 
is dwindling year byj year, and is almost certain to 


; continue to do so; that the monopoly of the ship- 


building for the coastwise and interior trade, being 
60 per cent. of the whole, is all that industry can 
properly ask or expect the country to give it, and 
that other and far more important interests must not 
be sacrificed to the dog-in-the-manger policy 
demanded by a few ship-builders who do 
not build ships for the foreign trade. 
There is not a single iron sailing vessel to-day bear- 
ing the American flag, while iron ships are com- 
manding much higher rates of freight than the best 
wooden ships, and a very large propestion of the 
heavy tonnage of the world is yet carried in sailing 
vessels, There is not asingle American iron steam- 
ship that crosses the Atlantic Ocean from the great 
port of New-York, and there is not likely to be for 
years to come, unless we repeal our navigation laws. 
The great producing interest of the West was ver- 
haps the one most interested in this question of 
cheap transportation, because all the cost of trans- 
portation both to the sea-board and over the ocean 
to a market comes out of the man who raises the 
product that is to betransported. Whatever di- 
minishes the cost is to his benefit, and whatever 
adds to it has to come out of his pocket. All sub- 
sidies and bounties only add so much more to his 
burden in taxation and fail to accomplish the 
remedy. Cheapness of transportation is the 
only remedy, and a ship is only a wagon adapt- 
ed to the highway over which it travels, 
Something must be be done, unless we are pre- 
pared to abandon forever the carrying trade of 
this country and ot the world to foreigners, and 
pay them whatever they demand for doing the 
work, The American sailor must disappear, and 
our power, even to defend our coasts and 
sea-board cities,#be given up, unless we re- 
establish in some form our mercantile marine. 
It would be too big a job, Mr. President, to tax the 
people enough to subsidize all the ships needed in 
our rapidly growing carrying trade to the extent 
necessary to pay American ship-builders the prices 
they demand for the ships they propose to furnish 
beyond what other nations now pay for theirs. 
That has to be done, or the proposed subsidy sys- 
tem would fail to accomplish the object its advo- 
cates propose; and it is a serious question what 
new objects or subjects of taxation Congress could 


devise to raise the necessary means to furnish the 


subsidies demanded. 


Mr. Buarng, of Maine, said he would take a few 
moments, not to reply to the Senator from Ken- 
tucky with any elaboration, but briefly to answer 
him, at least in part, as he did not like to havea 
speech of that kind go out from the Senate unan- 
swered for a single day. That Senator admitted, 
and did not attempt to argue the other side of the 
question, that this policy looked to a permanent 
dependence of the United States upon Eng- 
land for her ships. His entire argument 
went upon that presumption. The only 
slight attempt made by the Senator to refute 
that was his statement that he hoped, out of the 
repair shops that would grow up on this side, there 
might some time grow up machine shops and ship- 
yards enough for us to construct steam vessels. 
Mr. Blaine did not believe the people or Congress 
of the United States were prepared to make 
that declaration. It was a_ rewarkable 
fact that for 20 years, or from the time 
of the war to this hour, the Congress 
of the United States had not done one solitary 
thing to uphold the navigation interests of the 
United States. The great march forward of our 
old commercial rival had been witnessed and 
evelywhere recognized, and the representatives of 
the people of the United States had sat in their two 
haus of legislationas dumb as though they could 
not speak, and had not offered a single 
remedy or a_ single aid until the 
Senator from Kentucky (Mr. Beck) haa risen 
in his seat, and proposed to make proclamation of 
the perpetual dependence of this country upon 
England for such commerce as she may enjoy, 
holding up to us Germany, Italy, and the other 
European countries that are as absolutely depend- 
ent upon Great Britian for the commerce 
enjoy as is the District of Columbia 
upon Congress. During these 20 years this Con- 
gress had passed 92 acts in aid of internal 
transmission by rail. It has given 200,000,000 of 
acres of the public land, worth to-day a thousand 
million of dollars in money, to which it had added 
$70,000,000 in cash to the same end, and yet it had 
not extended the aid of scarcely a dollar to that 
vast external transportation, whose importance had 
not been exaggerated by the Senator fromKentucky. 
The frank admission of the Senator (Mr. Beck) 
had taken away a large part of the argument which 
he (Mr. Blaine) thought he should have to make, 
and that was to prove that the United States to- 
day is incompetent to compete with Great Britain 
in the manufacture of iron ships, (and if you admit 
an iron ee from Great Britain absolutely free of 
duty) it will be still more incompetent to do it next 

ear. It takes. in the language of the trade, what 
is called a great plant to manufacture steam- 
ships. It takes a large outlay of money; huge and 
powerful machinery; an inyestment of millions; 
to start with. Ifin addition to all that has been 
done abroad to build up English ship-yards, we 
pourinto the lap of that patronage ali that can 
come from this country, he (Mr. Blaine) would like 
the Senator from Kentucky, or any other Senator, to 
tell him exactly at what point of time it will come 
to pass that any feebie effort on this side will begin 
to compete with those qreat yards, If you aban- 
don it this year because you are unable 
you are far more unable next year, you are still 
less able the ensuing year, and’ every year adds to 
the monopoly of British power in that re- 
spect, and to the absolute weakness and 
prostration of American power in competition. 
The United States could not win in this great in- 
ternational struggle without adopting exactly the 
same means that had achieved victory for others. 
What was that? It was not to help Mr. John 
Roach or Mr. anybody else, but to make a great 
and comprehensive policy that will give every man 
and every company specific aid of so much per mile 
for such a term of years. Let the American marine 
fee] that the Government of the United States is 
behind them. Let the United States only 
take from her Treasury, er annum, 
$4,000,000, the same sum that Great Britain 
is paying only as a _ postscript to her 
$200,000,000 of investment, and let that be used as a 
fund to stimulate any company from any port of 
the United States to any foreign port. He would 
have the country do one thing more, to whichyEng- 
land had pointed the way for us. We have nine 
Navy-yards and are without a Navy. If we would 
put the expense of these Navy-yards into the build- 
Ing up of great private ship-yards, this would 
form f$ubsidy enough, or aid enough, if 
the Senator (Mr. Beck) liked that word 
better; it would give help enough, from 
the savings in the construction of naval vessels, to 
float this whole grand scheme for the revival of 
American navigation. What the Senator (Mr. 
Beck) had said in regard to the protective system 
and its horrible crimes. Mr. Blaine said he had not 
time to answer. The unfortunate venture 
Which was made in the last campaign on 
that subject had its. origin in Kentucky, 
and if the honorable Senator was putting his 
statement as a lament over the atrocious biun- 
der that somehow crept into the Cincinnatti 
platform through the agency of a brilliant Ken- 
tuckian, he had no special desire to reply to it. He 
conceded to him as he thought he (Mr. Beck) 
would concede to him (Mr, Blaine) that it was a 
blunder, and all the efforts of the distinguished gen- 
tleman who ran as the candidate of the Democratic 
Party to get back on tothe protection platform only 
ended in making that which was before serious 
end in a laugh. Tho election had shown that the 
public opinion of this country was in favor of keep- 
ing up American against foreign mamaufacturers, 
and he would say to the upholders of protecfion 
that this could not be dono by the destruction of 
the commercial marine of the country. 


Mr. Beck said he was glad that his presentation 
of what he thought was the best poiicy had called 
forth the Pxamicr of the next Administration. The

Senator from Maine had not denied, because 
he knew it was true, that we had no_for- 
eign carrying trade: nor that it had dwin- 
dled since the war; nor that we gave $120,- 
000,000 per gear to build up the trade of our 
rival and weaken ourselves; nor that while we 
give the right to Germany, England, and France to 
carry our goats from our ports in cheap free ships, 
we are andicapping ourselves; nor that in- 
stead of having 60,000 or 70,000 American sailors, 
as we had in the war, we now have none; 
nor that we have no defenders of our coasts. The 
Senator denied none of the facts asserted by him. 
(Mr. Beck.) but his (Mr. Blaine’s) remedy for it all 
was the further taxation of the people; for subsi- 
dies meant taxation and nothing else, and the pol- 
icy of a subsidized line. under John Roach or any 
other individual, would be to destroy the competi- 
tion of its rivals, then double its charges and create 
a monopoly. 

Mr. Morr, of Vermont, in opposition to the 
resolution, did not regard itas presenting a prac- 
tical question, and remarked that the evidence he- 
fore the Finance Committee was overwhelmingly 
against free ships. He proceeded to indicate his 
views in favor of extending aid to the shipping 
interest. : 

The resolution was then laid on the table without 
action. 


THE NAVAL°APPROPRIATION BILL. 


On motion of Mr. Wixpom, of Minnesota, the 
Senate took up the Naval Appropriation bill. Mr. 
Winvom stated theamendments of the committee, 
and that the net amount added to the Dill as 
passed by the House was $259,750, making the total 
as reported to the Senate $14,720,787 55, which was 
$301,548 less than the estimates and $314,987 in ex- 
cess of the bill of last session. 

In Committee of the Whole the amendments of 
the Senate committee were agreed to, as was 
also an amendment offered by Mr. Burnsipe, ad- 
mitting boys tothe naval training schooi at 14 in- 
stead of 16 years of age. 

The bill was then reported to the Senate, and 
passed. 

The Indian Land in Severalty bill was taken up 
as unfinished business, and then, at 4:50, the Senate 
adjourned. 


HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 
THE NORTH CAROLINA ELECTION CASE. 


Mr. Speer, of Georgia, at the expiration of 
the morning hour, called up the contested election 
case of Yeates against Martin. 

Mr. Concer, of Michigan, inquired whether this 
was a question of higher privilege than the ques- 
tion before the House yesterday. He had under- 
stood the Chair to decide when the other question 
wasup that he could not imagine a question of 
higher privilege than the one which inyolyed the 
election of a President. 

The SPEAKER replied that the Chair had not been 
asked to recognize any member upon that question. 
The gentleman in charge of the resolution was not 
pressing it. 

Mr. Concer remarked sarcastically that if there 
was need of any urging from his side of the House 
he was ready to urge it. 

The election case was then taken up. and Mr, 
Sprer argued in favor of the contestant, Mr.

elected or not.

MR. SPRAGUE’S SUIT FOR DIVORCE.

THE ALLEGATIONS MADE'‘IN THE PETITION 
FILED IN RHODE ISLAND YESTERDAY. 
PROVIDENCE, R. L., Jan. 27.—In the office of 
the Clerk of the Supreme Court of Washington 
County, to-day, William Sprague filed a petition 
praying for a divorce from his wife, Katherine 
Chase Sprague. The petition recites the facts of 
the marriage, and says that he has ever since, on 
his part, kept or performed all his marriage cove- 
nants, *‘ but that the said Katherine Chase Sprague, 
unmindful of her marriage vows and disregarding 
her marriage covenants, hath violated the same.” 
The petition makes the following specifications: 
‘That she has willfully and without cause deserted 
the bed and board of your petitioner, which deser- 
tion, although not for a continued term of five 
years, yet was under such circumstances as to en- 


title him to a decree for divorce; that she has 
committed the crime of ateney. and has 
been guilty of other gross misbehavior, and 
wickedness, repugnant to and in violation of her 
marriage covenants in this, that she has persistent- 
ly and against the express wishes and commands 
of your petitioner, and after great public scandal 
had been occasioned thereby, kept company of, 
and been on terms of close and improper 
intimacy with, other men, and of _ the 
same men whose names had ~obeen_ as- 
sociated with hers in the public scandals afore- 
mentioned; that she has repeatedly declared, with- 
out cause, that she would never live with your pe- 
titioner again; that she had denied to him and his 
household the cares and duties incumbent on her 
as a wife and mother to fulfill; that she has, with- 
out cause, turned and driven her oldest child and 
son out of doors; that she has persistently and 
against the will of your petitioner squandered his 
property and means by engaging in most lavish, 
extravagant. and foolish expenditure of money; 
that since the financial embarrassment of your 
petitioner in 1873, and after repeated entreaty, 
request, demand, and command to the 
contrary by your petitioner, and after 
full explanation to her by him of his finan- 
cial situation, and the inevitable effect of such 
proceedings on her part, yet the said respondent, 
notwithstanding all the same, has still persisted so 
far as possible in the same reckless, extravagant, 
lavish, and foolish expenditure of money and style 
of living, thus further (as explained and pointed 
out to herin the manner aforesaid) embarrassing 
and defeating your petitioner in his effort to 
extricate himself and any remnant of his 
estate (commingled with the estates of others) 
from said financial difficuities and embarrassments; 
that she has many times since her marriage with 
your petitioner and against his wishes absented 
herself from his home and household for long pe- 
riods of time, living abroad and at hotels, thereby 
subjecting your petitioner to further great expense 
and depriving him of her society and assistance, to 
which, as her husband, he was entitled; that 
she has willfully persisted in a course of slan- 
derous and. abusive ltanguage and _  publica- 
tions of and concerning your petitioner with 
the view ana purpose of harassing, vexing, and an- 
noying him, and with such effect, thus rendering 
his life miserable, and thus destroying his domestic 
peace and all the happiness incident to the marriage 
relation.

It is 
the beautiful twilight scene shown for several 
years in New-York. A fiock of sheep and 
peasants are coming down a road which ieads 
straight back over a hill. 


—Marble statues of Pheidias, Raphael, 
Michael Angelo, and Diirer have been placed 
in niches on the facade of the Corcoran Gal- 
lery of Art. They are by Ezekiel. now study- 
ing in Kome. Seven more statues for the sama 
building have been ordered. 

—The conductor of Seribner’s Magazine 
has taken up the subject of our tariff as ap- 
plied to the arts, and in the February number 
makes a strong presentment of the stupidities 
which prevail in the Custom-house as governed 
by the existing orders from Washington. 


—The Boston Society of Decorative Art 
offers as prizes, 330 for the besé design for a 
portiére; $15 for the second best; $25 for the 
best design for a three-foid screen; $10 for thea 
second best; 310 for the best design for a 
cushion; $10 for the best design for a table 
cover. 


—Miss Bertha Von Hillern, who was a 
prominent woman pedestrian a few years ago, 
has taken to painting. There is a report that 
she studied under tie late William M. Hunt, in 
Boston. She has just returned from an eight- 
months’ sketching tour in the Shenandoah 
Valley. 

—The inedited manuscripts by da Vinci, 
12 in number, written in reverse, as was cus- 
tomary with the painter, which have long been 
among the treasures of the library of the 
French Institute, are being published in fac 
simile, with their accompanying sketches and 
illustrative drawings and diagrams. 


—A French Monsignore has discovered 
a great catacomb before the St. Pancrazio gate 
at Rome. It has 10 chapels, and extends es 
far as the foundations of the villa Doria 
Pamfili. All the graves have been previously 
opened, but the discoverer hopes that he may 
still come upon some which have been left un- 
disturbed, 


—According to the Cleveland Leader, 
there seems to be some likelihood that the 
whole coliection of old masters got together in 
Europe by Mr. M. Kk. Kellogg will be bought 
or permanently fixed in Cleveland. This col- 
lection contains pictures which cannot be had 
in Europe for love or money, and although 
New-York has had a chance to secure part or 
the whole of it, the probability is that some 
Western city will get it. 

—A quarrel has: taken place in Canada 
between the Art Publishing Company and Mr. 
J. A. Fraser, an artist employed on a work 
called ‘* Picturesque Canada.’? The company 
make the singular charge that Mr. Fraser’s 
work is inferior, and that he has managed ta 
exclude other Canadian artists from employ- 
ment on the venture. To which Mr. Fraser 
replies that a second rate New-York engraver 
is to blame for the poor appearance of his 
sketches, and as to the second matter puts in a 
denial. 

—The steps and porch of the Sub-Treas- 
sury, upon which the Chamber of Commerce 
proposes to place a monument in honor of the 
inauguration of Washington, form an admira- 
ble position for the sculptor’s work. The but- 
tress on Nassau-street would show off an 
equestrian statue or a group very well. The 
row of pillars would proveno bad background, 
were a central buttress carried out in front to 
make a platform in the middle. The very 
severeness of the Greek temple adapted it 
wonderfully for statuary. 

—Mr. O. L. Warner is finishing a most 
difficult piece of sculpture in theclay. Itisa 
large statuette of a young woman in the prime 
of life, dancing undraped. She is poised on 
one foot, and has both arms raised. The head 
is bent forward, and the clasped hands carry 
out theswaying motion of the body. There 
is not the slightest attempt, by drapery or ac- 
cessory of any kind, to avoid the difficult 
problems of anatomy, pose, outline, and bal- 
ance which such a subject insists upon having 
solved. Mr. Warner has imparted to his statu- 
ette great purity and nobility of expression. 


—A correspondent of the Providence Press 
who knew Sumner intimately, recalls the foi- 
lowing conversation in regard to the statue of 
Lincoln by Vinnie Ream: ‘‘ The real artist, 
when he paints a portrait,’’ said he, “* repro- 
duces the features of his subject faithfully; 
but that is not all that he does. The human 
face is as changeable as the cloud scenery, and 
the art consists in not painting one of the 
moods of the subject, but in representing it in 
its normal condition. The artist must there- 
fore study his subject under varying circum- 
stances, comprehend the character of the per- 
son he would paint, and put that upon the can- 
vas. It frequently happens that an excellent 
portrait does not at first sight strike usas a 
taithbful likeness, anda person uneducated in 
art is very likely to condemn it as a failure. 
The rages at this is that the critic remembers 
the face when it was affected by some special 
condition of the mind. A good portrait grows 
in favor. It looks more and more like the 
original as we become better acquainted with 
it, while the defects of a bad portrait or a cari- 
cature grow upon us and Pally destroy its 
value altogether. Now, Vinnie Ream/’s statue 
of Lincoln is acaricature. Mr. Lincolm had 
very marked features, and the peculiarities of 


his face have been exaggerated. The effect is 

that very many people who are not critica 

look up at the marble face and think that it is 

none likeness, although itis nothing of the 
ind.”

NO RESTORATION OR ENGRAVING OF OBJECTS 
—THE ILLUSTRATIONS ACCOMPANYING 


THE CHARGES PRONOUNCED INACCURATE 


—EACH SPECIFICATION REPORTED ON. 


The committee appointed to investigate the 
sharges made by Mr. Gaston L. Feuardent of alter- 
ations and incorrect repairs in the Cesnola Cypriote 
collection of the Metropolitan Museum of Art 
have made their report to the Museum Trustees. 


They find that only repairs by the replacing and 
reunion of such original fragments as existed and 
could be identified have taken place, and that the 
tharges are without foundation. The+ report is

ane charxes were first published in the Art Ama- 
ur for August, 1880, over the signature of Mr. 
aston L. Feuardent. ‘The subsequent publications 
in newspapers and other periodicals were discus- 
ions and repetitionsjof the same charges, and so 
ar as they were accusations proceeded from the 
ame author. The original publication “in the A7?¢ 
Amateur was elaborate in statement and argument, 
pnd was accompanied by engraved illustrations to 
gustain the charges, which, in publications of arch- 
geological and s@entific character, are generally re- 
lied on by scholars and the public, as made with 
pecuracy and conscientious regard to their impor- 
tance. ‘The charges related to seven objects, all in 
tone, of which the accusation was that some had 
een falsely and fraudulentiy, others erroneously 
repaired and in some cases restored, An eighth 
pharge related to the bronzes. The charges were 
entitled and directed specially and personally 
pgainst Gen. Di Cesnola, the Director of the Mu- 
geum, under the general head *‘Tampering with 
Antiquities.”’ 

We have made this investigation thorough and 
exhaustive. We ascertained on examining the ob- 
ects that there were no archzological or difficult 
Questions involved. The inquiry was into matters 
of fact, determined by ordinary eyesight and evi- 
fence. That the Trustees might have no doubt of 
the thoroughness of the investigation, we have in- 
yited and received the valuable assistance of weil- 
known sculptors and practical stone-cutters and 
varvers, have taken the opinions of scholars, have 
ynade microscopic, chemical, and other examina- 
tions of the surfaces, and have subjected some of 
the repaired objects to prolonged baths, taken 
them to pieces, and verified the relation of 
the fractured surfaces. We have had before us 
priginal photographs of the objects taken at the 
place of discovery, and at Jater periods, and abun- 
fant evidence of their history down_ to and during 
fhe process of repairing and arranging for exhibi- 

ion in the present Museum building. We have ex- 
amined the Director and repairer of the Museum, 
ind other witnesses. We invited Mr. G. L. Feuar- 
fient, the author of the charges, to attend and as- 
bist us with such information as he could give, and, 
xithough at first doclining the invitation, he subse- 
uently attended, and the committee heard him 
ully as to each of the charges. Being requested to 
pume any experts on whom the committee could 
rely, and whom he would advise them to call to 
heir aid in the investigation, he informed us that 

e knew of no one that he could suggest. He ad- 
yised the consulting of practical stone-cutters and 
workers, which the committee have done. 

We report as the result of our inquiry that each 
znd all of the charges are without foundation; that 
there have been no restorationsand no cutting or 
engraving of objects, but simply repairs by the re- 
placing and reunion of such original fragments as 
existed and could be identified; and that the en- 

raved illustrations which accompany the charges, 
naccurate in general, are very incorrect in some of 
the most important details. 

I. No. 22. Statue of a Priest.—We find the right 
hand to be a solid, unbroken part of the statue 
peainst the side of which it is supported. That this 

tatue was discovered in three fragments, the 
ead, the body, the right forearm from wrist to 
elbow: That this, with other objects in Gen. Di 
Uesnola’s first collection, was sent to London, and 
there remained in care of the author of this charge 
forsome eight or nine months, to be exhibited, 
und, if possibie, sold to the British or some other 
museum, Gen. Di Cesnola being in Crypros. That 
while it was in his custody, the author of the 
vharge, being unable to find the original fore- 
urm, and not knowing of its existence, had a 
false forearm procured and attached to the 
statue. While thus falsely repaired it was photo- 
raphed, and the publication of a process print 
a4 the photograph enables us to identify the 
false forearm by distinct marks. We find that 
when Gen. Di Cesnola had the opportunity, for the 
frst time, to repair the objects, he removed the 
false forearm and properly replaced the original 
forearm found with the statue and preserved. The 
rontour and fitting of lines of fracture leave no 
floubt in our minds of the correctness of the repair. 
The false forearm made in London has been pre- 
gerved, and was in evidence before us. We find 
the charge unfounded, and that this statue is now 
in perfect original condition as to its form and 
gnaterial, except as to effects of time and exposure. 

Il. Vo. 85. Zwo Sphinxes Back to Back.—We find 
no reason for the suspicion suggested. After a 
prolonged bath, we find the repair of the left 
sphinx to be areunion ofthe ancient fragments, 
which we find correct. A difference in the char- 
gcver of the heads of the two sphinxes’ might have 
wxuggested inquiry as to whether they were original 
parts of the same object, but examination of vari- 
ous monolithic examples of the same subject in the 
gollection’ shows the same want ot uniformity. 
There is nothing in the character of the stone, con- 
dition of its surface, manner of carving or treat- 
ment of the head to throw any doubt on Gen. Di 
€esnola’s statement that when found no part of 
this object was missing, the fragments of the left 
head being found close to the piece from which 
they had been broken. 

Ill. No. 39. Statuette of a Man.—The object is a 
fragment, found in several fragments. We have 
‘placed it in a bath for some days and taken it to 
pieces. There is no possible doubt of the correct 
reunion of the pieces. A small fragment of the 
right shoulder, with original surface decoration, 
was correctly replaced, the existing shoulder being 
otherwise in solid original condition. We find no 
retouching, re-engraving, cutting, or alteration of 
any part of the surface of the object, and no 
Joundation for any part of the accusation. 


IV. No. 40. Statuette of a Man.—We find the 
sharge unfounded in every particular. The en- 
raved illustration which accompanies it in the Art 

mateur, August, 1880, entitled, ‘* Statue No. 40 as 
t was Found,” is incorrect in the only important 
detail. This represents the body with the neck 
broken short off down to the chest, thus giving 
color to the charge of a modern neck to receive 
which the chest had been cut into; whereas the 
eriginal unbroken part of the neck rises three- 
fourths of an inch above the chest in front, and 

ny such cutting is, of course, impossible. The 
ead is not of a child, but an adult. We have 
taken the statue to pieces in the  pres- 
ence of several gentlemen, sculptors, and stone- 
putters, and examined the repair. The head with 
tts part of the original neck rests in front on the 
part of the original neck which is solid with the 
tatue. Fragments of the neck at the side and 
ack are correctly replaced. The head fits the 
fracture and the lines of carved drapery match, 
showing conclusively that the head was broken off 
from and belongs to the statue. The line of the 
eck of the dress has not been retouched. The 
left forearm, with its drapery, is correctly replaced. 
Mr. Feuardent stated to us that the iilustration 
gbove referred to was not made from the statue 
itself, but copied from a lithograph in Doell’s Rus- 
sian publication. He seems to have been misled by 
relying on these lithographs instead of making 
wareful examination of the objects. 

V. -No. 257. Statuetie of Venus.—We find the 

harge unfounded. We find no ground on which 
© base any question as tothe antiquity of the mir- 
ror and the surrounding surface. The unanimous 
testimony of experts, sculptors, and practical cut- 
ters and workers in stone of various kinds, who 
examined the object together, and also, with 
three members of the committee, other expert tes- 
timony, and our own careful examination of it 
with the eye and with the microscope, leave no 
doubt that the mirror and the surrounding parts 
were cut at the same time and by the same hand 
that wrought the entire statuette, that of the 
ancient sculptor. The evidence before us shows 
that this object when found was like 
a large portion of the stone objects, covered more 
or less with a dense stone-like incrustation of earth 
and lime, which in some cases it has been found 

possible to remove. We find examples of this in 
many objects in the collection. On the left side of 
_— statuette, this accumulation pacer to a pro- 
onged bath, and on its removal, the mirror, a 
small relief, five-eighths of an inch in transverse 
fliameter, was revealed. The engraved illustra- 
tion oe Yom erg A this charge exaggerates the 
size and relief height of the mirror. The alleged 

otive for an al-eration does not exist, the collec- 
fon having ample illustration of the Greek worship 
of Aphrodite at Golgoi. 

Vi. No. 754. Statuette of a Youth.—We find the 
tharge without foundation. As this object was 
found unbroken and photographed in that condi- 
tion at the place of excavation. accidentally broken 
In transporting it to the residence of the discov- 
erer, and immediately repaired, shipped in box di- 
ect to New-York, and not saeesee till placed in 
ts present position on the shelf, it was evident the 
writer knew noth of its condition when found, 
and had mistaken it for a repair of some other ob- 
se In a later publication (after an intimation 
rom the committee of this obvious error) he 
stated that from a drawing made by him he 
thought the number should be 469, and adds, 
‘this is described in Doell, (Sammlung Cesno- 

.) page 35, No. 156, and illustrated plate V., 

0.2.” This correction reyealed the source of 
is error. He has since informed us in person that 
e intended to designate some object in the collec- 
tion asa repair or restoration of the object in 
Doell’s book. Neither Nos. 754 nor 469 has any 
resemblance whatever to that object. This is un- 
important, however, as we find the object described 
and illustrated in Doell plateV.,No. 2,to.be a headless 
statuette, in the Museum store-room of fragments, 
hever repaired. It appears therefore that the ac- 
cusation has originated in mistaking some object 
inthe collection for a repair or restoration of 
another object which has never been repaired. 

VIL No. 768, Statuette of a Man Sitting.—This 
suggestion of a suspecion, rather than a distinct 
charge, is important only because forming one of a 
series of accusations under the heaa “Tampering 
with Antiquities,” and because accompanied (in the 
Art Amueur, August, 1880,) by an engraving which 
yepresents a dark line across the neck, giving ap- 

arent force to the suggestion that the head has 
yeen “fixed on.” The object is a monoilth, and no 
guch line exists across the neck. The collection 
tontains a large number of unbroken statuettes of 
this class, representing old men and youths. The 
author of the charge, after examining the object in 
pur oresence, was satisfied that the obiact is in 


1 unbrok: dition, and disa ed any in- 
font at iuisrepresentation in the illustration. 
VIL. Zhe Bronzes,—Wo find that the Trustees 


have given their personal and very careful atten- 
tion to the important subject of preserving ancient 
bronzes from. oxidation and rapid destruction; that 
in so doing they invited experiments which were 
made by various persons, (including the author of 
the charge;) that the effects of the treatment by 
these experiments have been carefully watched for 
some years, and the process of oxidation found to 
be hastened by some of the processes, and ap- 


arently arrested by one only. This last treatment 
fas been adopted, and it is hoped will prove as suc- 


cessful as that used by the British Museum, which 
is secret. We find that some of the bronzes have 
been cleaned and subjected to this process, and 
that no false patina, coloring matter, or other 
treatment has been given to these or to any in the 
collection. 

Mr. Feuardent presented to us an affidavit of Mr. 

George C. Cox, a photographer, formerly em- 
ployed at the Museum, containing charges affect- 
ng other objects in the collection, Mr. Cox ap- 
peared before the committee, and made charges in 
general terms of restorations and false repairs of 
objects, but on examination could fix upon only 
two objects, viz., the sarcophagus No. CC., and 
the statue, XXXIX. These the committee exam- 
ined, and find the charges in relation to them to be 
without the slightest foundation. 

It has been necessary for us in this inquiry to ex- 
amine to some extent the system of Gen. Di Ces- 
nola in making repairs. Weare of opinion that if 
he has erred at ali it has been in too rigidly refrain- 
ing from making repairs whose correctness was 
reasonably certain. We find in the store-rooms of 
the Museum a mass as fragments which probably 
belong to objects exhibited in imperfect condition. 
The fact appears before us that every fragment of 
a statue found at Golgoi was carefully preserved, 
and that there now remains in Cyprus a large col- 
lection of such fragments. which, if brought to 
New-York, would possibly supply the original 
bodies of allthe numerous heads now exhibited,. 
coming from that spot. 

The Trustees and the City and country have 
great reason for pride in the possession of the Ces- 
nola collection, and this committee have sincere 
satisfactien in saying that they have found nothing 
in their investigation to cast a shadow on its repu- 
tation.

THE INSPECTORS OF STHEAM-BOATS. 
a 
DISCUSSING MEANS FOR PROTECTING LIFE AT 
SEA. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—At the meeting of 
Supervising Inspectors of Steam Vessels to-day, the 
President, Gen. Dumont, submitted an extract 
from his annual report, referring to the loss of the 
steamer Seawanhaka, which was burned on June 
28, 1880, and in which reference is made to rule 57 
of the steam-boat rules and regulations. Gen. 


Dumont recommended that the board adopt an 
amendment to this rule, in order that it might be 
applied to all classes of passenger steamers except 
ferry-boats, with a proviso that river steamers may 
exercise their crews at quarters while lying at their 
wharves. The rule referred to, as it now stands, is 
as follows: 

Rue 57. It shall be the duty of the master of every 
inspected steamer carrying passengers on the ocean, 
lakes, Gulf, or bays, when such steamer is under way, 
to cause to be prepared a station bili for his own de- 
partment and one also for the engineer’s department, 

n which shall be assigned a post or station of duty 
for every person employed on board such steamer in 
case of tre or other disaster; which station bills 
snall be the 
places on board for the observation of the 
crew; and it shall be the duty of such 
master, or of the mate or officer next in command, 
once at least in each week to call all hands to quarters 
and exercise them in the discipline and use of the fire- 
purmps and all other apparatus for the safety of life 
on beard of such vessel, and to see that all the equip- 
ments required by law are in complete working order 
tor immediate use, and the fact of the exercise of the 
crew as herein contemplated shall be entered upon 
the steamer’s log-book, stating the day of the month 
and hour when so exercised; and any neglect or 
omission on the part of the officer in command of 
such steamer to strictly enforce said rule shall be 
deemed cause for the revocation of the license of such 
officer. 

The matter was referred to the Committee on 
Discipline of Officers. 

A resolution to establish a rule to provide for the 
capacity of small boats on ocean steamers, and the 
number of such boats to be carried on river steam- 
ers, was also referred to a committee. 

The Committee on Rules and Regulations, to 
whom was referred certain communications rela- 
tive to rule 10 of the steam-boat rules, submitted 
the following resolution, which was not finally dis- 
posed of: 

Resolved, That rule 10 of the rules and regulations 
of the Board of Supervising Inspectors beso amended 
as to read as follows, viz: 

RvuLE 10. Onall passenger and freight steamers of 
over 100 tons, constructed since the year 1871, and to 
be hereafter constructed, navigating the ocean, 
sounds, lakes, bays, and rivers, there shall be a space 
of not less than two inches between the boller and 
wood-work when the boilers are pre were ony fired, and 
the wood-work shall be properly protected by metallic 
sheathing. Butif the boliers are externally fired the 
space aforesaid shall not be less than four inches, and 
in addition thereta there shall be a space suffi- 
cient to allow the engineers and inspectors to 
pass freely to the rear end of the boiler 
for the purpose of examination; provided that wood- 
work shall not be allowed to approach within eight 
inches of the breeching or smoke-pipe, and_ shall be 
suitably protected by metallic casings and sheathing, 
and that a space of not less then two feet shall be left 
at the rear end of the boiler, opposite the back connec- 
tion door. Passenger and freight steamers of 100 tons 
and undershall be inspected in accordance with the 
foregoing clauses, with the exception that the passage 
to the rear end of the boiler therein provided for shall 
be required. 

This resolution was supported by a majority of 
the committee. The resolution was accompanied 
by a statement giving the views of the minority 
member of the committee on the subject. It says: 
‘It appears from the records of the Board of 
Supervising Inspectors that the rule referred to 
was first enacted as rule 59, at its special meeting 
held in June, 1871. At the special meeting held in 
October of the same year it was referred to the 
Committee on Rules and Regulations for amend- 
ment, but no further action seemed to have been 
taken. At a subsequent meeting of the board, 
the same rule was re-enacted as rule 16, 
and at its meeting in January, 1875, 
was re-enacted as rule 10, its present number, 
showing that this rule has received very particular 
attention from the board as well as by the different 
Secretaries of the Treasury, who have approved it 
and gave it the force of law under the provisions of 
section 4,405 of the Revised Statutes. There is no 
evidence that rule 10 was founded upon section 
4,470 of the statutes, which relates to danger of 
fire, but was enacted under the general powers of- 
fered by section 4,405 of the Revised Statutes, 16 
inches of space being the room required for an or- 
dinary person to enable him to pass around and 
examine all parts of the shells of boilers, as 
well as giving room to a workman to make repairs 
when needed. The investigation of the cause of 
the explosion of the seamer Adelphi’s boiler, 
whereby many lives were lost, developed the fact 
that there was insufficient room around it to make 
the necessary examination, the result of which was 
the ultimate cause of the explosion. This steamer 
was built, however, before the rule in question was 
enacted. In conclusion, my own experience while 
in command at different times of the steam-ships 
United States and Crescent City, (both having been 
set on fire in consequence of too close proximity of 
the wood-work to the boilers,) make it my duty to 
protest against the change of this rule.” The fol- 
lowing is the text of rule 10 as it now stands: 

RULE 10, All steamers hereafter constructed navi- 
gating the ocean, sounds, lakes, bays, and rivers, and 
subject to the jurisdiction of the board. shali have a 
clear space of not less than 16 inches on all stdes of the 
boilers, and at the back end of allsuch bollers there 
shall be a clear space of two feet. 

Regarding the practicability of changing this rule 
the Supervising Inspector-General says that the 
only modification of the rule, if any, should be 
made with reference to small steamers of 200 tons 
or under. Gen. Dumont coincides with the minor- 
ity report of the committce on the subject.

Dodge believed it was a happy inspiration 
that suggested the idea of distributing 
them among the sick, Mr. Philip Schuyler, 
# frequent visitor to the City hospitais, said that 
cood reading acted asa tonic on inmates, and, by 
withdrawing the mind from bodily pain, helped the 
physicians and surgeons materially. Chaplain Wil- 
tetts read a long address, in which he remarked 
that the inmates of the insane asylums read the 
current news with great earnestness, and that the 
demand for newspapers in those institutions was 
very large. The committee adopted a resolution 
thanking the press for its constant aid. It also 
adopted resolutions eulogistic of the late Mr. Wil- 
liam F. Cary, who was an active and efficient 
member.

SIX HOURS AT WRESTLING 


oe 


A FIERCE STRUGGLE BETWEEN 
MULDOON AND WHISTLER. 

AN ALL NIGHT’S WORK WITHOUT A FALL— 
WHAT THE CHAMPION SUFFERED AT 
THE HANDS OF THE WESTERN WONDER. 


There were some very remarkable and highly 


exciting scenes enacted during the closing hours of 


the Muldoon-Whistler Graeco-Roman wrestling 
match, at Terrace Garden Theatre, yester- 
day morning. The reports in the morning 
papers closed at 1 o’clock A. M., toward the 
end of the fourth hour of the wrestling. 
At that time neither of the men had gained a fall, 


but Whistler had made such a tireless, rushing 


struggle against Muldoon for nearly two hours that 
the latter seemed demoralized and unable to make 
@ counter-attack. At 1:10 o’clock, when the ref- 
eree ordered the men to ‘“‘break” for their 10 min- 
utes’ rest, Muldoon sat down in his chair on the 
left of the stage and appeared very much exhausted. 
He was hollow-cheeked, with dark rings under his 
eyes, and there was a tretted expression on his 
rather handsome face. His back, neck, and chest 
were chafed to redness, and his arms hung limp at 
his sides, while his trainer, Quigley, and his um- 
pire, Kelly, both of them colossal policemen 
and athletes, rubbed him down, After 
his mouth had been rinsed and_sihis 
tongue scraped, Quigley drew a flask from his 
pocket and prepared a stimulating draught, which 
Muldoon drank with arelish. In the wings on the op- 
posite side of the stage Whistler sat on a chair, sur- 
rounded by his friends. His umpire, “ Sam’ Berry, 
a little bullet-headed Lancashire wrestler, rubbed 


him down, and Whistler Faughed and talked while 
he ate anorange. Then he tooka dish of water 
and swished his head into it, like a duck diving for 
a snail. McClellan, the referee, called time, and 
the loungers scurried off the stage as the two 
wrestlers walked again tothe centre of the stage 
and locked hands for the fifth hour’s wrestling. 
Whistler took hold of Muldoon’s wrists and his 
own were grasped in turn, the arms of the men be- 
ing interlaced, and after half a minute’s fencing the 
Western wonder slipped like a flash behind Mul- 
doon and clipped a * waist-hold” on him. Muldoon 
is one of the quickest of the heavy wrestlers, but 
he could not turn guick enough that night to 
escape more than one in ten of these grips when- 
ever Whistler went for them. And every time 
Whistler got the waist-hold on him Muldoon strug- 
gled, sometimes ran and scrambled about the stage 
to get away, but inevitably went down on the car- 
pet, with his opponent crouching on all fours over 
nim, like a tiger. 

Whistler, having got him down, now began some 
new tactics, by boring the top of his head against 
the back of Muldoon’s neck and grinding the lat- 
ter’s face and forehead on the stage. At the same 
time he slipped his right forearm under Muldoon’s 
right arm, and, digging his toes or knees against 
the carpet, pried him along the stage, like a tor- 
toise, moving him two or three feet atatime. For 
fully half an hour this game was continued. The 
muscles on Whistler’s arms and back stood out at 
times like cannon-balls as he rifted the 
200-pound champion about the floor, every few 
minutes trying to turn him over. Muldoon made 
nota single aggressive attempt during this long 
time, while it seemed as though Whistler would 
never tire in boring, lifting, and twisting him. Mul- 
doon’s wrists and neck were bleeding in several 
laces, and his trainer said Whistler’s nails had not 
neen cut short enough. The white tights worn by 
the men were frayed away at the _ knees, 
speckled with blood, and grimy with 
dust, while the soles of Whistler’s red 
woolen stockings were completely worn away. The 
spectators grew tired of Muldoon’s inaction, and a 
man in the gallery sang out, ‘Get up, Billy, and do 
something;”’ another shouted, ‘Get up, Muldoon, 
and give usa show, or lll claim my dollar back.” 
This nettled the champion, and once or twice he 
made tremendous and convulsive efforts to rise or 
shake Whistler off, but the Western boy only 
plowed down on his neck the harder, and began 
again to move him like agiant crab along the stage. 
The spectators hissed Muldoon, and then began to 
laugh, crying out to Whistler, ‘‘ Let him up and see 
{f he can stand.”? Again Whistler gored Muldoon 
like a bull, and spectators shouted, ‘That’s it; 
keep at him, Clarence!” ‘Walk him around!” 
“Trot him out again!’ Finally the champion, ina 
desperate struggle, got to his feet, and as the men 
locked hands again;Whistier put his left hand on 
the back of Muldoon’s neck and fairly bent him 
double. A sporting man in the parquet offered 
$100 to $80 on Whistler, but nobody took the bet. 
During the remainder of the hour the men kept on 
their feet, Whistler from time to time rushing on 
Muldoon, clutching his head in both hands and 
shaking it like a mop. 

It was now 2:30 o’clock in the morning, and the 
audience went in a body almost to the bar-room. 
Two-thirds of them were policemen, in and out of 
uniform, and of all grades from Captain to patrol- 
man. Some of them, however, were partisans of 
Whistler, for, although Muldoon is himself a pet 
Roundsman in the force, Whistler is a cousin of 
Roundsman Jacoby, of the Twentieth Precinct. In 
the crowd that surged against the bar waiting for 
drinks were McMahon, the big collar-and-elbow 
wrestler; Bibby, the little Englishman who 
is invincible at anything from a “ catch- 
as-catch-can”’ to Greco-Roman; Thiébaud 
Bauer, the statuesque French wrestler; 
and a lean Lancashire trainer and sporting man 
named Mackeson, from Manayunk. There is an old 
grudge of some sort between him and Bibby, and 
they don’t love each other. Bibby, at the bar, said 
something to Harry Jacoby about challenging 
the winner, and at once Mackeson opened on him 
in raw Lancashire, over the shoulders of several 
bystanders. 

“Oi, mon, doan’t tha say that. °’E’ll rass’l tha 
fur a’ t? munna tha loikes !” 

**°Oo'l rass’| me? Thou’lt not do’t, and thou’lt not 
find a match for me,” replied Bibby sharply, as the 
crowd closed in on them. 

“Oi but a will tho’. °E’ll rass’l tha, this mon 
W’isler. °E’s champion, this mon W’isler is, an’ 
doant tha make noa mistak, lad. We'll maake ’im 
champion.” 

This rare and choice dialect of Tennyson’s 
“Northern Farmer’? was bandied at some length, 
and it ended by Bibby saying he would challenge 
the winner, staking $1,000 to $800 against Whistler 
and $1,000 to $600 against Muldoon. But nobody 
made a match, and the croawd,who wondered wheth- 
erthe two Englishmen were talking in Choctaw or 
“ thieves’ argot’’ wandered back into the theatre. 

At 2:35 o’clock the sixth hour’s wrestling began, 
Whistler again attacking savagely by shaking Mul- 
doon’s head and boring his own head up against 
the other’s neck, face, and chin. This exasperated 
Muldoon terribly, but though he did nothing else 
but try to get away from it he did not succeed. 
The Western man’s persistence and endurance 
were wonderful. At last, about 3 o’clock, while 
the two men had their bodies lowered, their hands 
locked, and their heads together like battering 
rams, Whistler's head slipped on Muldoon’s sweat- 
covered skin, and he fell, turning as he went under 
the champion’s Jett arm. ‘The Wonder” landed 
on his back, but saved himself with his hands. Mul- 
doon pounced at him, but was too late, for Whistler 
turned on all fours like lightning, but Muldoon 
dropped on him and held him down. In vain ef- 
forts to turn Whistler Muldoon worked him down 
toward the footlights, and his friends were jubi- 
lant, crying, ‘‘Now turn him, Billy |’? while Billy’s 
failures to do so were greeted by derisive 
laughter from  Whistler’s friends. When 
Whistler had bern down two minutes he 
reared up on his hands. His friends were 
nervous, for Muldoon crouched over him, a perfect 
giant looking for a chance to trip his arms, Whis- 
tler grinned, and looked warily from side to side, 
and betore one could realize what he was about he 
sprang from beneath the champion. Muldoon 
sprang at him like a lion, but in a second of time 
Whistler was behind him, got a waist-hold on him, 
and fairly rammed him down to the carpet. The 
crowd in the parquet and gallery cheered 
Whistler wildly, and again he _— set to 
work boring Muldoon’s neck and_ plowing 
him about the stage. He could not turn his man, 
however, and Muldoon’s friends were exultant. 
Police Capt. Saunders stood on a table in the 
* wings,’ and chatted liko an_ auctioneer, offering 
“Tifty to ten he can’t turn the ‘copper!’ Fifty to 
twenty-five Muldoon wins the first fall.” When his 
‘friend, Mr. Duffy,” and others held out the money 
to take the bets there were disagreements about 
the terms, and everybody put his money back 
in his pocket. Then the Captain said, 
“Ill rass’l my friend. Mr. Duffy, for $25 a side, 
for I’m not bad myself !’’ but no money changed 
hands on these propositions. Bauer got up on the 
table alongside him, and Muldoon’s friends wanted 
to know if Whistler's “head business” was fair, 
and Mr. Bauer said it was. 

The sixth hour’s struggle closed shortly before 4 
o’clock, and just as the men were ready to begin 
the seventh the gas was turned off from the ‘ bor- 
der lights” on the stage. The crowd rushed up 
from below to learn what was the matter, and the 
stage was filled with people. Muldoon and Whis- 
tler, with coats thrown over their shoulders, went 
down to the footlights and said they wanted “no 
draw.” Thereferee explained that the owner of 
the theatre said he must close the house, as the time 
had expired. A score of menin the crorvd shouted 
that they would give $1 apiece to pay 
for the gas, but just then the ceiling lights 
went out, and great excitement followed, with 
yells for the men to goon. Whistler said he wanted 
to finish the match, even if they went out and hired 
a room, or he would finish it on the polo grounds 
any day and agree to admit the public free. Amid 
rouch confusion the match was declared “ off,” to 
be resumed at a time agreed on hereafter, and the 


_crowd left, swearing and growling. Under the 


terms of the match the winner was to take two- 

thirds and the loser one-third of the gate-money, 

and it will be held to await the future result,

INSURANCE CONSOLIDATION. 

The Hope Fire Insurance Company, one of 
the oldest institutions of the kind in the City, is 
about tobe merged into the Sterling Fire Insu- 
rance Company. Yesterday the Directors of the 
latter approved the conditions of the proposed ab- 
sorption. The Hope began business on July 19, 


1856, with a capital: of $150,000. During the past 
10 years, and more. especially in the past 5 
years, it has keenly felt the strain of competing 
with companies of larger capital. At the close of 1879 
the company’s net surplus had dwindled down to 
$4,089. Its statement for last year shows that its oper- 
ations resulted in a slight improvement of capital. 
The scheme contemplates the complete absorption 
of the capital stock and assets by the Sterling, which 
shall assumo in lieu thereof all the liabilities of the 
Hope. It is understood that two or three of the 
Directors of the Sterling will retire to make room 
‘foralike number of gentlemen who have been 
serving the Hope in a similar canasity, only

CUSTOMS COLLECTIONS. 


PROPOSED CHANGES IN THE METHODS OF THE 
CASHIER’S DEPARTMENT. 


Collector Merritt, under the advice and di- 


rection of Cashier James Hoffman, has perfected 


a number of changes in the Cashier's office of the 


Custom-house, rendered necessary by the enormous 
increase in exports and imports and the constant 
complications in the tariff and the currency. To 
understand the utility of these changes it is neces- 
sary to state that six different kinds of money are 


taken in at the Cashier's office, viz., gold coin, 
standard dollars, United States notes, silver certifi- 


cates, national bank notes, and subsidiary silver. 
These entail a vast amount of labor to count and 
prepare for the Sub-Treasury. Since the Jay inves- 
vigation the hours of receiving funds have been 
lengthened from 3 to 4 P. M., and as the Sub-Treas- 
ury also closes at 4 P. M., it has been extremely 
dificul: to make daily deposits of all_the receipts 
up to the hour of clos ng. When Mr. Hoffman 
took charge of the office he instituted a system 
under which each day’s work has been separated 
and made wholly independent from all the 
others, except that only the even thousands 
of dollars -are deposited on the same day, 
leaving frequently trifling balances to _ be 
carried to the next day’s account. Under 
this system, which is the only one that has been 
found satisfactory, the Cashier is obliged to make 
anumber of deposits daily in the Sub-Treasury. 
This is done by sending lots of $80,000 each as fast 
as they accumulate. When any payment is made 
by the public the amount must be written on a 
ticket, and the various sums in gold, in notes, in 
certificates, and in silver, respectively, must be ex- 
pressed. Each amount is counted by the receiver, 
and the ticket and money are passed to the chiet 
clerk, who re-counts the notes and certificates and 
certifies to their correctness. The gold and silver, 
however, are not counted a second time, and this 
has given rise to vexatious disputes. Mr. Hoffman 
proposes to have the coin aiso counted twice, 
which will necessitate the empioyment of an ex- 
perienced counter of gold. 

Another intended change is the removal of the 
double desk used for the entry and clearance of 
vessels from the Cashier’s large room to the small 
unoccupied room back of the east end of the large 
room, and opening directly into the rotunda. This 
will afford increased facilities in the large room for 
the preparation by the public of money for the 

ayment of duties, and a long desk will be provided 

or that purpose. The new room will also be used 
for the receipt of petty fees, such as are collected 
on export, warehouse, and transportation entries, 
which the regular receivers have been obliged to 
attend toin addition to their other duties. This 
will also necessitate the employment of another 
clerk, and Mr. Hoffman has made formal ap- 
plication fortwo newhands. There are now em- 
loyed in the Cashier’s office four receivers of duties, 
our tellers, one utility clerk, and the chief clerk. 
The amount of money received last year averaged 
$12,000.000 a month. During the week ending Jan. 
22, over $3,000,000 was takenin. On Jan. 19, which 
Was aspecimen day, $644,396 19 was collected, of 
which $445,814 66 was for 502 import entries, and 
$198,581 53 for 321 withdrawal entries. The aver- 
age of entries liquidated is 600 aday. On Jan. 19 
there was taken in $318,000 in coin, $274,000 in sil- 
ver certificates, mostly of the aenomination of 
$10, $52,000 in notes, and $2,023 49 in currency for 
the entry and clearance of vessels, hospital money, 
and tonnage dues. The bulk of the receipts gen- 
erally comeininthe afternoon. The rule general- 
ly is about $100,000 uptoiP. M., and $500,000 pe- 
tween that and the closing hour. The specifica- 
tions for the necessary alterations have been made 
by the Government architect, and have been sent 
to Washington for approval.

STILL NO PRESIDENT. 

The members of the Board of Aldermen 
spent another hour yesterday in trying to elect a 
permanent President, and adjourned without get- 
ting any nearer to a choice than at the first meet- 
ing of the year. The eight Republican members 
held a secret caucus during the forenoon, and de- 
cided to transfer their votes from Alderman Henry 
C. Perley to Alderman John McClave. Some of 
the members advocated this course on the ground 
that it was only fair to have the honor of receiving 
the Republican vote divided among them. Others 
took the ground that. having failed to draw any 
Demooratic votes for Alderman Perley, it would 
do no harmto try Alderman McClave. The deci- 
sion to vote for the latter was unanimous. As soon 
as Clerk Twomey had called the board to order, 
Alderman Strack moved that Alderman Sauer act 
as temporary Chairmen, to which there was no ob- 
jection. Chairman Sauer ordered a vote for per- 
manent President, and the roll was called with the 
following result: 

For Alderman McClave—Messrs. Finck, Hawes, Hil- 
liard, Perley, Seaman, Waite, and Wells—7. 

For Alderman McAvoy—Messrs. Autenreith, Cavan- 
augh,Keenan, Bernard Kenney, Murphy, Power, Sauer, 
Sheils, and Strack*9. 

Lor Alderman Sauer—Messrs. Patrick Kenney, Kirk, 
and McAvoy—3. 

For Alderman Perley—Mr. MeClave—1. 

Aldermen Coggey and Slevin were absent, both 
sick. Twenty-three ballots were taken, one after 
the other, without a change of any kind from the 
first vote recorded. Chairman Sauersaid he wouid 
like to suggest that the board ought to have an of- 
ficial opinion from the Corporation Counsel as to 
just how many votes were necessary to electa 
President, some members holding that a majority 
of a quorum was suflicient, and others claiming 
that a majority of all the members was necessary. 
Alderman McClave said that was a good idea, and 
made a motion covering the suggestion, calling 
upon the Clerk to obtain the opinion. The motion 
was carried without opposition, and then, on mo- 
tion of Alderman Sheils, the board adjourned until 
noon to-morrow.

LAST OF THE PIGEON-SHOOTING. 

The pigeon tournament at Dexter’s Park, 
Long Island, was concluded yesterday. Although 
the weather was bitter cold, there were more spec- 
tators than on the previous days. The opening 
match was asweepstakes of three birds each, $2 
entry, 21 yards rise, plunge traps, “ties, miss, and 
out.” The first prize went to Henry White, who 
killed all his birds, and won in the tie. The second 
money was won by L. B. Campbell, and the third 
prize by G. W. Post. The next regular contest was 
a sweepstakes of 10 birds each. $5 entry, plunge 
traps, 21 yards rise, 80 yards boundary, State rules. 
The ties were numerous, W. Cornell and H. Warne 
divided the first prize. The second was awarded 
to H. White, the third to Dr. Talbot and EH. H. 
Madison on a tie, and the fourth to A. Eddy. 
The next match was contested under similar 
conditions, and drew out 18 entries, making 
$90 for distribution as prizes. D. Brooks killed all 
his birds and took the first prize, W. Mills took the 
second, E. H. Madison and C. Hance divided the 
third, and the fourth went to Mr. Campbell. <As 
the pigeons had nearly all been disposed of, the 
final match was limited to 8 birds each, in order to 
leave a few for the settlement of ties. The con- 
test was shot at 25 yards’ rise, other conditions as 
in the previous match.

ERIE SS SS EES ES 
STATE PRISON FOR TEN YEAPS. 

As Louis Bresloff, a cigar-dealer, residing at 
No. 194 Avenue A, was returning home on the 
evening of the 11th inst., he was attacked by three 
men, who, after brutally assaulting him, robbed 
him of his gold watch-chain, attached to which 
was a gold cross. One of the men was subse- 
quently arresteu. At the station-house he gave the 
name of Thomas B. Hannon, and saia he was a 
stone-cutter, living at No. 118 East One Hundred 
and Eighteenth-street. When the case was called 
for trial by Assistant District Attorney Bell,in the 
General Sessions Court, Hannon took the witness- 
stand in his own behalf, and emphatically denied 
all knowledge of the robbery. Under cross-exami- 
nation by Nir. Bell, he as positively denied that he 
had ever been sent to prison. This statement was 
contradicted by Mr. Bell, who produced evidence 
that he had been arrested for burglary in August, 
1879, and the record of his sentence of 18 months 
in the penitentiary under the name of Hanlon. 
When called up for sentence yesterday, Judge Gil- 
dersleeve said that the prisoner, although only 21 
years of age, was an old offender, and had added 
rank perjury to his other crimes. His Honor sent 
him to State prison for 10 years.

MR. BOYLE’S UNREWARDED SERVICES. 

John W. Boyle has sued Philip H. Ottman 
in the Marine Court for compensation for services. 
He says Ottman employed him to train his men, 
named Williams and Hennessy, for the walking- 
match of December, 1879, and that he trained them 
for six weeks. Compensation is claimed at the 
rate of $25 per week. Ottman paid him only $8 50, 
and he seeks to recover the balance, $141 50. Boyle 
further says he was engaged to write letters to a 
young lady, between whom and Ottman an 


estrangement had occurred. They led toa recon- 
ciliation, and Boyle says Ottman promised to pay 
him money in addition toaswt of clothing worth 
$35, but that he gaye him only $2 50. He asks at 
least $800 for restoring the young lady to Ottman.

He 
then left the man lying on the sidewalk and walked 
off as quietly as if nothing had happened. Samuel 
Houealy, of No. 55 Downing-street, is in the em- 
ploy of the American Express Company, attending 
to their produce freights, and usually leaves his 
home at about 5:30 o'clock in the morning. He had 
just bid his wife good morning, and had walked 
half a dozen blocks, when he heard a man's 
cry, and, looking ahead, saw, aS near as he 
could make out in the dark, what ap- 
peared to be two men struggling on 
the walk. He thought it safer not to interfere, and 
waited for a moment to see if a policeman would 
appear. Suddenly the dog, forit was a man and 
the same dog struggling, left the prostrate man and 
came over to where Mr. Housley was standing. 
He started to walk off, and the dog walked quietly 
by his side for about 100 yards, when he suddenly 
turned and sprang at his throat, but Mr. Housley 
was fortunately on the watch, and struck him a 
terrible blow, but, unfortunately struck him in the 
mouth, and in withdrawing his hand had it badly 
lacerated by the dog’s teeth. He had to knock the 
animal down two or three times before he could 
get Reig & then he went to a surgeon and had his 
wound dressed. 

‘The dog continued on its way up town, biting on 
his way Daniel Fitzgerald badly in the hand, a man 
named Barclay in the leg, two sailors belonging to 
the White Star steamers, William Wheeler in the 
arm, Edward Bartholomew very badly in the thigh, 
and several other persons more or less severely. 
It was also rumored that he had badly mangled a 
pretty little girl, but of this the Police had no posi- 
tive knowledge. He also gave several bad bites 
about the arms and legsto James Dougherty. a 
laborer in Carroll’s lumber-yard, at Thirteenth- 
street and Tenth-avenue. Francis Cavanagh was 
bitten in the hand, in Greenwich-street; he went to 
the Chambers-StreetjHospital, had his hand dressed, 
and went home. George Roadelhauer, of “No. 131 
Montrose avenue, Brooklyn, was slightly bitten in 
the shoulder, at the corner of Washington and Har- 
rison streets; an unknown tramp was bitten in the 
buttocks, at the corner of Christopher and Wash- 
ington streets, and William Rymer, of No. 250 
Broome-street, was bitten in the leg. At least half 
a, dozen other persons were injured by the cur, 
perhaps more, but as they did not report 
to the Police stations, their names could not 
be ascertained. Finally he reached Thirteenth- 
street and Tenth-avenue, where Officer Burke, of 
the Ninth Precinct, shot him with his revolver and 
brought him to the sidewalk, but did not kill him. 
A truckman who happened to be near ran up 
with a cart-rung and battered out what little 
life was left in the dog. Capt. Hedden, of 
the Charles-street station, says he never saw 
such a vicious and tough brute in his 
life. He was not_a Siberian bloodhound, as was 
generally reported, but a dirty mongrel, not over 
two feet high and weighing about 75 pounds. At 
Tenth-avenue he was chased by at least 100 men 
and boys, all armed with sticks and clubs, but as 
soon as he turned on them they scattered in all di- 
rections. He had three orfour builets lodged in 
his body before Officer Burke’s bullet brought him 
to the ground. There were no signs of rabies, but 
he was about as mad and worried as a hungry and 
homeless dog very well could be, and about as 
hard to kill.

THE TELEGRAPH LAWSUIT. 
PRE SS 
COUNSEL STILL ARGUING AGAINST MR. 
HATCH’S INJUNCTION. 
The hearing on the motion on behalf of Mr. 
Rufus Hatch for an injunction to restrain the 
American Union, the Western Union, and the At- 
lantic and Pacific Telegraph Companies from con- 
solidating their property and business continues 
before Judge Barrett, in Supreme Court, Chambers. 
The entire afternoon yesterday was consumed in 
speechmaking by ex-Judge John F. Dillon and ex- 
Judge John K. Porter. The former appeared for 
the individual defendants in the suit, who are 
stockholders and Directors of the American Union 
Company, ard also for the holders of $7,000,000 of 
American Union stock who are not made parties to 
the suit. Counsel said that Mr. Hatch was not en- 
titled to the aid he sought, and that the agreement 
for the consolidation of the three defendant corpo- 
rations was in full accord with the letter and 
spirit of the laws bearing on the subject. 
At the close of ex-Judge Diilon’s address, Mr. 
Grosvenor P. Lowrey, of counsel for the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, read an affidavit, made 
by Mr. Jobn Yan Horn, Vice-President of that 
company, intended to controvert the statement 
contained in the affidavit of a member of the Prod- 
use Exchange that a merchant in this City can do 
business over the lines of the American Union or 
the Atlantic and Pacific Telegraph Company to all 
important places in the United States. and that a 
consolidation of the Western Union and American 
Union Ccmpanies would afford no increase of 
telegraphic facilities. The lines of each of the 
two companies, Mr. Van Horn averred, ex- 
tend to places not reached by those of 
the other company, and, as a consequence, 
Inessages are necessarily transferred from the 
lines of one company to those of the other, which 
transfer Causes delay and increased expenditure, 
and involves chances of error and loss. The union 
of the companies, he averred, would overcome 
these evils, and the addition of the American 
Union’s wires to those of the Western Union would 
tend to perfect the latter’s telegraphic system. 
Ex-Judge John K. Porter closed the case for the 
Vestern Union Company with an address in which 
he attacked Mr. Hatch personally, and declared 
that Mr. Hatch’s attorney, Mr. Robert Sewell, had 
proceeded erroneously upon the belief that the 
combination of the properties of the American 
Union and Western Union Companies was a con- 
solidation instead of an ordinary sale and pur-. 
chase. Ex-Judge William Fullerton will deliver 
the final argument for the motion for an injunction 
this afternoon.

RAPID TRANSIT FOR BROOKLYN. 

A rumor was circulated yesterday in Brook- 
lyn to the effect that Mr. Samuel McLean, of that 
city, and Mayor Grace had, between them, pur- 
chased for $800,000 a controlling interest in the 
Rapid Transit Company recently organized in that 
city. Itis said that after the consent of the Board 
of Aldermen shall have been obtained work will 
be commenced at once on an elevated road. the 
starting-point of which will be at the Brooklyn 
terminus of the East River bridge. The route will 
be through Adams-street to Fulton-street, and 
thence along that thoroughfare to East New- 
York. The busiest part of Fulton-street, 
lying below City Hall, will be left free, 
and one of the chief objections to 
an elevated road on that street will thus be over- 
come. The road will be built, it is said, on the 
south side of Fulton-street, the pillars for the 
double track to be erected at the curb and in the 
centre of the street, thus leaving the north side un- 
obstructed forthe use of vehicles. All the shares 
of the new company formed under the direction of 
the Rapid Transit Company appointed by the 
Mayor were taken by Charles R. Flint, Mayor 
Grace’s partner, on the morning of the day on 
which the subscription-books were opened.

The Signal Service Burcau report indicates 
for to-day, wn this region, colder and clear or 
fair weather, northerly to westerly winds, and 
rising barometer. 
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The ‘‘act to secure improved administra- 
tion of the public business, a charge upon the 
City of New-York,”’ fills forty-six printed 
pages; all its essential features could have 
been included in sixteen. As to the 
general outline of the bill, there can 
be little doubt of pretty nearly unanimous 
public approval. Leaving aside the expedi- 
ency of beginning with a new election for 
Mayor this Spring, the separation of local 
from State and national elections will, 
we believe, be approved by all reform- 
ers, As to the reduction in number 
of the heads of departments, wherever 
possible, to one responsible officer, there 
will be no whatever unless 
from «a handful of professional pol- 
iticians, The investment of the Mayor 
with the absolute power of appointment and 
removal may be more open to question, but 
is really the only possible plan of responsible 
Municipal government, and the only one 
short of government by State commission 
which promises anything like improved ad- 
ministrative methods for the City of New- 
York. The popularizing ot the Board of 
Apportionment, the abolition of sundry 
aseless bureaus and offices, the sweep- 
ing retrenchment in court expenses, 
aud the proposed limitation of the sum to 
ve annually raised by taxation are all fea- 
tures of the bill which will be cordially in- 
dorsed by the great majority of tax-payers.

As we.have intimated, the weak point of 
the bill is its excessive verbosity, and the 
latent doubt whether in such a multitude of 
words there may not lurk 
some job of lesser or greater dimensions. 
For example, some forty lines of the bill are 
devoted to the abolition of nearly as many 
different bureaus, while three times as 
much space is occupied with a re- 
definition of the powers of _ three- 
fourths of these bureaus under a different 
form. ‘There is no perceptible saving of ex- 
pense ;in making a public officer do tie 
same work as he is now paid for doing 
under slightly different auspices, and 
the half-dozen excresences which are really 
lopped off need not have had their demerits 
coucealed by association with perfectly neces- 
sary and defensible parts of the mechanism 
of local government. The bill would enter 
the ordeal of Legislative discussion with 
a better chance of out with- 
out serious detriment had it been more 
carefully examined by the committee 
whose work it nominally is. Whatever 
might be the presumed attitude of two mem- 
bers of the committee to any provision 


which it might contain, they ought not 
to have had the chance to say that 
they have not been consulted about its 
construction and are, indeed, ignorant of its 
contents. Any radical and honest project 
for the reform of our City Government 
will have difficulties enough to overcome

Mr, G. V. N. Lormrop has struck 
the key-note. Let Democrats keep their 
eyes fixed on him and all may yet be well. 

Attention is again called to the fact that 
the recent decision of the United States Su- 
preme Court affirming the constitutionality 
of the Income Tax law does not in any way 
concern Mr. SaMuEL J. TILDEN, against 
whom the Government now has a case. The 
constitutionality of the law was never called 
in question by Mr. 'TrLpEN, who resisted the 
collection of the tax for the reason that 
he believed that an estimate of the 
amount of his income having been 
once made, and the tax paid, the Govern- 
ment had no right to increase the figures of 
the original estimate. It will be remembered, 
also, by readers of THE 'Trmzs, that com- 
ment has frequently been made in these 
columns on the persistence with which Mr. 
TILDEN has continually fought for delay. 
It is, therefore, a little ungracious for Mr. 
TILDEN’s friends to say that the Govern- 
ment, having nursed this case for political 
effect, has now quietly laid it aside. Mr. 
TILDEN’s counsel are responsible for the 
tardiness with which his quarrel with the 
Government is finally concluded. 


The verdict of the Coroner’s jury, as to 
the causes of the frightful railroad disaster at 
Tioga, is, to use the stereotyped phrase, ‘‘in 
accordance with the facts’ already known. 
The train was wrecked by the sudden break- 
ing of the journal on the forward driver 
of the locomotive. The men were burned 
to death in consequence of being im- 
prisoned in a car which was _pro- 
vided with a large number of lighted 
lamps filled with kerosene, and which was 
not provided with any means of escape. 
The breaking of the journal, the jury think, 
was unavoidable. From the broken lamps 
ire was communicated to the car, and 
the inmates, unless’ otherwise _ killed, 
were burned to. death. It follows, 
of course, that the jury must recom- 
mend something; and it is accordingly rec- 
ommended that car-lamps be securely fast- 


ened, and that each car on a passenger train 
be furnished with handsaws, crowbars, and 


axes, Thisis very good as far as a Coroner’s 
jury can go. Now, then, let the Legisla- 
tures of States sce that the repeated warnings 


from burning railway trains do not any 
longer pass unheeded. 








EQUITABLE APPORTIONMENT. 


The object of a reapportionment of Rep- 
-resentatives under a new census is to dis- 
tribute the number cf members composing 
the lower branch of the national legislature 
as fairly as possible among the several States 


according to population. Every State is en- 
titled to at least one Representative, whether 
its entire population is equal to the ratio on 
which the distribution is made or not. At 
present there are two States—Delaware and 
Nevada—whose quota of inhabitants is not 
up to the ratio of representation on any 
of the proposed plans of apportionment. 
Aside from these States, the object 
should be to make the most equitable divi- 
sion. There is no practicable method of 
completing an apportionment, after dispos- 


ing of the representation corresponding to 
full ratios, but that of assigning from the 
residue of the whole number one Represen- 
tative to each State having the largest frac- 
tions until the full number is exhausted. If 
there were no diversity of interests or of polit- 


ical character between sections of the coun- 
try, it would matter little what particular 
number was selected for the entire House 
or what States received the overplus of rep- 
resentation due to assignment on fractions 
of the ratio. But it so happens at the pres- 


ent time that there is a diversity which 
forces itself upon the. attention, and it ap- 
pears that one section will gain more or less 
according to the number selected. One 
number will give the South, for instance, a 
section claiming to have peculiar interests 


aud purposes and wholly dominated by one 


political party, a larger relative representa- 
tion than will another. 

It is not desirable to increase the present 
membership of the House more than is 
found necessary in order to apportion the 


representation as fairly as possible both 


among the States and among the sections. 
To fix upon a number that will give any one 
section the greatest possible advantage, as 
has been done by the committee reporting 
the bill now pending, is an obvious violation 
of the equity mtended in the requirement 
that representation shall be based as 
closely as possible upon population. 
If sections are to be taken into considera- 
tion at all, and it is impossible in the exist- 
ing state of things wholly to ignore them, 
it should be for the purpose of giving each 
as nearly as possible its proper aggregate 
representation according to population. The 
important question is not how much one or 
another will gain or lose with reference to 
its present representation or in comparison 
With the others, but whether each will receive 
as closely as possible its fair share in the 
total representation. The population of all 
the States is 49,369,595. It is easy to ascer- 
tain what proportion of this belongs to any 


section of the country as well as that which 
belongs to each State. The most logical 


division, according to supposed interests, 
would give us three sections, the North-east, 
including New-York, New-Jersey, and Penn- 
sylvania, with New-England; the South, 
comprising the sixteen old slave States; and 
the West, embracing all the old free States 
west of Pennsylvania. A little calculation 
will show that the first of these contains 
a trifle less than 29.4 per cent. of the popula- 
tion of the country, the second a trifle less 
than 37.5 per cent., and the third a little 
more than 33.1 percent. The object. should 
be, while giving to each State as nearly as 
possible its proportional representation, to 
allow these sections an aggregate number of 
members corresponding as closely as practi- 
cable with their percentage of population. 
Any increase of the present membership of 
the House should be made only with a view 
to securing equity in this respect. 

It so happens that of all the numbers that 
have been proposed that selected by Mr. 
Cox in his original bill secures this most 
accurately. It would give to the States 
which we have designated as the North-east 
89 members, to the West 100, and to the 
South 112. The exact percentage of 
members corresponding to that of 
population would give a result vary- 
ing but slightly from 884, 994, and 112} 
for these sections respectively. It is not 
possible to fix upon a number that would 
escape entirely from fractional variations, 
and Mr. Cox’s bill would effect a substan- 
tially just distribution of representation 
among the sections as well as among the 
States, which cannot be said of that re- 
ported by the committee. Another pro- 
vision of his bill which has been stricken 
out by the committee ought to be restored in 
modified form. It requires that in each 
State the Representatives shall be elected in 
districts ‘‘ composed of contiguous territory 
and containing as nearly as_ practica- 
ble an equal number of inhabitants.’’ 
If anything can be done to discour- 
age gerrymandering by requiring that dis- 
tricts shall not only be composed of contigu- 
ous territory, but shall be as compact and 
symmetrical as practicable, it ought to be 
done. It is certain that no effort at partisan 
advantage in apportioning Representatives 
ought to be tolerated, and that measure is 
best which is freest from this offense. 


THH EMANCIPATION OF AMERICAN 
SHIPPING. 

The debate that took place in the United 
States Senate yesterday has in it several ele- 
ments of significance, It included a strong 
statement on each side of the arguments for 
and against free ships and for and against 
subsidies. It was maintained, on the part 
of the Democrats, by the one man who 
has the courage of his convictions, 
and who represents what the party 
would be if it were not continually 
bartering its principles for some petty and 
generally imaginary advantage, and on the 
part of the Republicans by an outspoken 
protectionist and advocate of subsidies who 
bids fair to take a prominent position in the 
next Administration. It is reported, more- 
over, to be the opening of a practical siege 
of the Treasury, with a view to capture a 
miliion and a half of dollars in aid of Ameri- 
can steam-ship lines to various foreign ports. 
It was one of those debates that are likely to 
become more rather than less frequent as 
time passes, and which foreshadow issues 
entirely different from those that have occu- 


pied the public mind since the close of the 
war, and which may in the long run seri- 


ously change the dividing lines of political 
parties, 

It is to be remarked that the political bear- 
ing of yesterday’s debate is obscure. Mr. 
Beck does not represent his own party, and 
though Mr. BLAINE comes nearer to represent- 
ing his, he is very far from doing so com- 
pletely. Mr. Brox can fall back on the pro- 
fessions of the Democrats, but he cannot de- 
ny that their practice is hopelessly incon- 
sistent therewith, and Mr. Buartnn, on 
his part, is forced to admit that the subsi- 
dies he so much admires, and which were 
extended by a Republican Congress, were 
also withdrawn, or their renewal refused, 
by a Congress also Kepublican. Neither 
party has a clear and well-defined policy on 
the subject, and by both it is treated with a 
good deal of disingenuousness and bun- 
combe.* The Democratic majority has no 
idea of passing any bill for the admission, 
free of duty, of foreign-built ships, and we 
do not believe that either in this Congress or 
the next the subsidy seekers will get any- 


thing like a unanimous Republican vote for 
their seductive schemes. 

But the subject is intrinsically important, 
and will become relatively more so if the 
present progress of American commerce be 


not interrupted. We need hardly say 


that in our judgment Mr. Brox’s general po- 
sition regarding it is much sounder than that 
of Mr. Buarne. We do not deny that Mr. 
Buatne’s method, if consistently and ju- 
diciously carried out, would, after a while, 


produce some good effects, and we are quite 


aware that there are very formidable obsta- 
cles in the way of removing the prohibition 
from foreign-built vessels, springing from the 
fact that this prohibition is a part of our 
complex and contradictory tariff system. 


Undoubtedly, if the Government were to 


spend, as the Maine Senator suggests, the 
money now expended on public ship-build- 
ing and repairing on subsidies to American 
steamers, adding enough to bring the amount 
up to four millions a year, and.f this gen- 
erous bonus were continued for a dec- 


ade, we might succeed in getting several 


important lines in existence. The extent 
of our success would depend largely on 
the intelligence and integrity with which the 
subsides were expended, and the conditions 
by which they were surrounded. At the 
end of ten years we should also have, in all 
probability, several well-equipped and more 
or less prosperous establishments engaged in 
building steam-ships. But that the game 
would be worth the candle we very much 
doubt, aad we are quite convinced that those 
who pay for the candle would get a very 
small share of the game. 


On the other hand, it is quite certain that 
American ship-builders labor under certain 
disadvantages in competition with foreign 
builders that should be removed if the lat- 


ter’s products are to be admitted to the 


American market. But in this, as in many 


other branches of American enterprise, what 
American capitalists and manufacturers 
need, and what they are entitled to, is not 
further protection, but more freedom, not 
the hampering of their rivals, but their 
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own release from embarrassing laws. 
Give Americans free materials and the cer- 
tainty of stability in tariff legislation and 
the currency, and we have not the shadow 
of a doubt that they would compete success- 
fully with foreigners. As it is, they are 
surrounded by a net-work of legislative re- 
straints affecting them directly or indirectly, 
while they are compelled to provide car- 
riage for a commerce which, in its turn, is 
relentlessly repressed by our entire legis- 
lative policy. It is no wonder that they do 
not amount to much; it is rather a matter 
of surprise that they have not been abso- 
lutely and completely ‘ protected” out of 
existence. 

Nor can it be forgotten that there are 
many difficulties in the way of effectual 
subsidies arising not only from the vicious- 
ness of the principle, but from our extremely 
defective methods of Congressional and Ex- 
ecutive action. Any scheme of subsidies 
that could be put in operation here would, 
in all probability, be originally devised by 
the subsidized parties, aided by the lobby, 
and would have very little reference to 
the general interests of the Government 
or to the real needs of commerce, And such 
subsidies when once enacted would be prac- 
tically beyond the supervision of the Gov- 
ernment, which would have little to do with 
them except to make the periodical pay- 
ments. How very unfitted our methods are 
to secure anything like real promotion of 
public interests in such matters is shown 
by the tedious and humiliating strug- 
gle with the transcontinental railroad 
companies, Millions of dollars have 
been expended on these, and many acts 
have followed one another to secure 
the plainest rights of the Government, 
yet the very existence of those rights 
is questioned. No subsidized steam-ship 
line would be likely to be subject- 
ed to one-half the restrictions imposed 
on the Pacific railways. Yet these to-day, 
to a most humiliating extent, defy the Gov- 
ernment to collect what is plainly its due. 
No doubt the roads have been of vast pub- 
lic benefit, but the cost has been ridiculously 
extravagant, and it has been even greater in 
the moral force and dignity of the Govern- 
ment than in mopey. In the case of subsi- 
dized steam-shipg‘it would be even greater. 


THE PONCA COMMISSION. 

To those who have followed the discus- 
sion of the questions growing out of the evic- 
tion of the Ponca Indians from their reser- 
vation in Dakota, the report of the com- 
mission sent to investigate their case will 
not be asurprise. Unfortunately for the rep- 
utation of the Interior Department for fair- 
ness, there may be some matter for surprise 
in the fact that an impartial commission was 
appointed, in the first instance. The Com- 
missioners were named by the President, 
and it was apprehended that the malign 
influence which has dominated every phase 
of this miserable business, so far as the Gov- 
ernment was concerned, would be able to 
secure from any commission a report which 
would excuse and gloss over the infamy of 
a transaction which all fair-minded men 


will always consider a blot upon the gen- 
erally just and honest course of the present 
national Administration. The commission 
reports a state of facts which is highly dis- 
creditable to the Government of the United 
States. 


At the same time, it should be said that 
the Commissioners were evidently anxious 
to avoid any expression of opinion which 
might prove offensive to the powers that 


be. While they were compelled, by the 
sheer force of admitted facts, to reach con- 
clusions mainly corroborative of the opin- 
ions heretofore freely expressed by critics of 
the management of the Interior Department, 


they refrain from giving the evidence upon 


which these conclusions are based. Only 
one of the Commissioners has departed 
from this course. Mr. WALTER ALLEN, of 
Massachusetts, not only subscribes to the 
final report of his colleagues, but he insists 
on giving to the public the unfortunate facts 
which have guided the commission to its 
verdict. This may be superfluous, as, not- 
withstanding the persistent attempts of peo- 
ple in Washington to conceal and distort the 
truth, most intelligent readers of the news- 
papers have long since formed an opinion 
that the treatment of the Ponca Indians has 
been a great official outrage. 

The Commissioners sent to the Indian Ter- 
ritory are Gen. GEORGE Crook, Gen. NEL- 


son A. Mines, WILttam Stickney, of 


Washington, and WALTER ALLEN, of Mass- 
achusetts. They have given the matter 
careful study, and the names of the renowned 
Indian-fighters who head the commission 


are a guarantee that two of the Commission- 
ers, at least, are familiar with the general 
subject which they investigated. The Com- 
missioners tind that the removal of the Poncas 


from their reservation in Dakota was 
inexpedient and unjust. That reservation 


had been ceded to them in terms so unmis- 
takable that there could be no possible ques- 


tion as to their right to hold it. They also 
find that, under various influences, some of 
the head men of the Poncas ‘were induced 
to sign a paper declaring their willingness to 
stay in the Indian Territory, to which they 


had been transported, and were too honora- 


ble to recede; but that others of their num- 
ber steadily refuse to leave their homes in 
Dakota, and have remained there, and are 
tolerably prosperous and comfortable, not- 
withstanding their utter abandonment by the 
Government. 


The Commissioners, finding that the 
Poncas are still, in equity, entitled to their 
reservation lands in Dakota, recommend 
that those of the tribe who wish to remain 
there shall be permitted to do so, and that 
those who choose to return shall be allowed 
and assisted to go back as soon as possible. 
To remove all suspicion of ‘‘ undue influ- 
ence’ from this transaction, it is recom- 
mended that full and free _ inter- 
course between the several fragments of 
the tribe be permitted. And it is 
furthermore recommended that each man, 
woman, and child of the tribe be allotted 


160 acres of land, in severalty, which land 
shall be inalienable for a long term of years; 
and that, in the meantime, the Government 
shall pay to these Indians, who have been 


despoiled of their homes and property, a 


sufficient sum to indemnify them for these 


robberies and to give them a fair start in 
their new career, whether they elect to settle 
in the Indian Territory or on their old lands 
in Dakota. 

It will be seen that this report and the 


recommendations of the Commissioners are 
directly in the face of the assertions and 
against the policy, of the Interior Depart- 
ment. It has been persistently reiterated 
that the brutal eviction of the Poncas was 
Virtually the work of the Grant Administra- 
tion, and that Secretary ScHuRz has unjustly 
incurred the odium of thatact. In point 
of fact, whatever may have been begun 
under Grant’s Administration, the re- 
moval did not actually begin un- 
til May 16, 1877, more than two 
months after Mr. Scuurz went into 
office. It was insisted upon with an in- 
explicable and most suspicious pertinacity, 
in spite of the entreaties of the Indians and 
the remonstrances of white citizens and the 
missionaries. The Interior Department has 
urged that, as the work (admitted to be 
an evil one) was done, it would weaken the 
Government with the other tribes if the im- 
portunate Poncas were allowed to return to 
Dakota. Asif the Government of the Re- 
public could not afford to right a wrong 
lest it should thereby lose ground with the 
dwindling tribes of red men! The history 
of the dealings of the Government with 
Indians is a history of obligations constantly 
renewed and constantly broken on our part, 
and of dire calamity, distress, and perpetual 
discouragement on the part of the Indians. 
Fortunate circumstances have combined to 
draw public attention to the case of the 
Poncas more closely than it has ever before 
been concentrated upon any similar outrage. 
But flagrant and inexcusable as this crime 
has been, it is not worse than many other 
offenses committed upon the aborigines of 
the country in the name of the people of 
the United States. The present opportunity 
to prove that the Government can be honest 
and just to its Indian wards is one which we 
cannot afford to neglect. 


CHARLICE’S RETURN. 

The return of OLIVER CHARLICK is 
doubted by no one who lives on Long 
Island, but it appears that there are those in 
this City who really believe that Mr. Cor- 
BIN, and not Mr. CHARLICK, is at present in 
control of the Long Island Railroad. These 
people point out the fact that the new man- 
ager of this road has painted out the gigan- 
tic signs that formerly apprised persons ar- 
riving at Long Island City that they could 
reach Long Beach and Rockaway Beach 
by way of the Long Island Railroad. 
As these watering-places are the rivals 
of Mr. Corsin’s Manhattan Beach Ho- 
tel, it is claimed that he has bought 
the Long Island Railroad in order to 
cut off all access to them, and to thus compel 
the public to go to Coney Island or to stay 
away from the sea-shore altogether. It can- 
not be denied that this is a plausible theory, as 
is also another theory, to the effect that Mr. 
CorBIN believes that Long Island is inhab- 
ited chiefly by Jews, and that he is unwilling 
to supply Jews with facilities for railroad 
travel. Nevertheless, the evidence that it is 
Mr. CHarLicK, and not Mr. Corsin, who 
controls the Long Island Railroad is so over- 
whelming that any attempt to connect Mr. 
CoRBIN With it on the ground that he desires 


to ruin the Long Beach and Rockaway 
watering-places or to persecute the Jews 
must be wholly unsuccessful. 

One of the officers of the road recently in- 
formed a ‘I'rmes reporter that when the 
railroad passed into the hands of the present 
managers there were not enough engines to 
draw the trains of the then existing schedule. 
No doubt the officer in question fully be- 
lieves this story, and equally, without doubt, 


it was told to him by Mr. Cuaruick him- 
self. It was Mr. CHARLICK’s practice, dur- 
ing his former residence on earth, to keep 
his railroad so poorly equipped that it was 
impossible to run frequent trains, and he 
evidently intends to convince the public that 
the same state of things exists now. It is 
strange that although there were engines 
enough to run all the trains up to the hour 
when the road passed into the ghostly hands 
of Mr. CHARLICK, so many of those engines 
were disabled the moment Receiver SHarp 
went out of office. It is also strange that 
the train which for the last thirty years 
has run from Long Island City to Green- 
port should now be compelled to stop— 
owing to the want of engines—at Riverhead, 
at which point, as the public is supposed to 
believe, the engine which draws the train 
from Long Island City regularly breaks down. 
Vice-President HENNING ought to under- 
stand that this pretense of lack of engines 
is simply an invention of an audacious and 
irresponsible ghost, and that trains have 
been stopped not because they could not be 
run, but because Mr. CHARLICK retains all 
his old prejudices against allowing people to 
ride on his road. 


In his firm determination to manage the 


Long Island Railroad in precisely the old fash- 
ioned way, Mr. CuaRLickK has engaged, as 
Superintendent of the road, the gentleman 
who filled that office before Mr. CHAaRrLICK’s 
death. It is maintained by some that this 


Superintendent is alsoa ghost, and that he 
died some years ago, but the weight of evi- 
dence—and also of the cheerful and amiable 
gentleman himself—sustains the belief that 


he is still alive. Nothing could more 
clearly show the fact that Mr. CHARLICK has 


seized possession of the railroad than the 


presence of his former associate in the Super- 
intendent’s office; and the cordiality with 
which the two once more work together in 
their efforts to keep people from traveling 
on the road shows that Mr. CHarticxk has 


undergone no change since his absence from 
earth. 


Nobody but OLIVER CHARLICK could have 
devised the new rule which compels every 
ticket-holder to have his ticket punched be- 
fore leaving the Long Island City waiting- 
room toenter the cars. At certain hours, 
when the waiting-room is crowded, it is im- 


possible for the passengers to have their 
tickets punched in time for the train, and 
Mr. Car ick, therefore, delays the starting 
of the train until the punching process is 
finished. This has the happiest effect in 
discouraging people and preventing them 
trom patronizing the road. Before the re- 
turn of Mr. Cuarick the train leaving 


Long Island City at 4:35 reached Hempstead 
at 5:20. On Wednesday last Mr. CHaruick 
had the happiness of knowing that the 4:35 


train was so long delayed that it reached 
Hempstead—a distance of 204 miles—after 
6 o'clock. That the 6:35 train for Min- 


eola on the same day, which should have’ 


reached that town-—-distant 19 miles—ac- 
cording to the old schedule, at 7:31, did not 
reach it until some time during the night, 


was not, however, entirely due to the ticket- 
punching rule, for the train ran off the track 
—a kind of accident that not infrequently 
happens on railroads where a wholesale 
discharge has been made of men that were 
previously considered necessary to the prop- 
er running of trains. 

Mr. Corsrn’s friends ought to see to it 
that his name is no longer used by Mr. Cuar- 
LICK as a disguise. The stranger who goes 
to the Long Island City station and buys his 
ticket, trusting to the time-tables which are 
displayed in the station and on the ferry- 
boats, and then finds that these time-tables 
ante-date the resurrection of CHARLICK and 
have no connection with the trains as they 
are now run, is very apt to use bad language 
in regard to Mr. Corsry. When, after long 
waiting, he finally embarks on a train and 
arrives at his destination an hour late, his 
language in regard to the innocent CoRBIN 
gains fresh strength. It is outrageous that 
an intelligent and estimable man should be 
held responsible for the Long Island Rail- 
road -management when it is almost certain 
that he has nothing whatever to do with it. 
It is sufficiently hard that an objectionable 
ghost should tyrannize over the people of 
Long Island, but that this ghost should de- 
liberately seek to prejudice people against 
Mr. Corsrn by falsely pretending that the 
latter is the real manager of the railroad is 
one of the most impudent outrages that has 
ever yet been perpetrated either by man or 
ghost.

In another portion of the paper will be found 
the report of the Investigating Committee of the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, with the exception 
of the exact charges made by Mr. FEvARDENT, 
which charges the public are already fairly fa- 
miliar with. The decision rendered by the 
committee is precisely the one which it was 
supposed they would give. The mistake un- 
der which the very worthy gentlemen who 
represented the museum labored from tue 
outset was the supposition that the charges made 
by Mr. Fevarpent were directed toward the Mu- 
seum itself. It is true that Mr. FreuarpEenT has 
furnished the most convincing proofs that objects 
were tampered with in the Cypriote collection, but 
he by no means wished to convey the idea that 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art had given their 
aid to such work, His attacks were of an entirely 
personal character, directed} toward Gen. Di Cezs- 
NOLA, and not toward the nonorable gentlemen 
who are the officers or Trustees of the museum. 
This decision of the committee will by no means 
convince the public that objects have not been tam- 
pered with. Itis, then, a matter of deep regret 
to think that henceforward the confidence placed 
in the authenticity of the Cypriote objects 
will be sensibly diminished. [f, as the committee 
stated, they “ ascertained on examining the objects 
that there were no archzological or difficult ques- 
tions involved,” it then became simply a question 
of veracity. Mr. Frevarpent’s reputation for 
truthfulness and honesty does not’ sufier 
by comparison with that of the person 
whom he accused of having tampered with 
the objects. Besides this, Mr. FzeuaRDEN?’s charges 
received confirmation by a voluntary witness, 
whose sworn testimony has been published. Per- 
haps the committee, in a very distasteful business 
of this character, did not do all in their power to 
get at the bottom of the matter. Ali they did was 
to examine the objects. An endeavor should have 
been made to find the stone-cu*ter who, according 
to Mr. Cox’s testimony, worked for a whole day on 
the headless statuette—the one holding the cow’s 
head. Even the watchmen and attendants of the 
museum in 1879 ougit to have been found and in- 
vestigated. The former Superintendent of the mu- 
seum, now in the West, would have been a witness 
whose testimony might have been of vital impor- 
tance. A person who worked in the repairing- 


room, and who is now night watchman, having had 


his position lately given him, just before the dis- 
cussion, might also have testified. The photographs 
of the repair-room might have been used. One 
thing that seems quite evident is that the commit- 
tee did their best to shield the person from 
whom they had bought the collection from 
the charges. if the statuette of the woman 
now having a glass placed in an impossible 
way on her robe is not a forgery, then all Mr. Feu- 
ARDENT’s Charges fall to the ground. If the com- 
mittee are willing to put this statuette to the test, 
let them send it either to the British Museum or to 
the Louvre, and the determination of it there by 
competent European experts would settle the mat- 
ter. 
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Some most surprising results have been ob- 
tained by Dr. Carnetty in experimenting upon 
the effect of diminished pressure upon the melting 
temperature of ice. He has, it is said, actually 
heated a mass of ice so that a thermometer, with 
its bulb in the centre of the piece, indicated a tem- 


perature of 180° Centigrade, which is 80° above the 


boiling point of water. This experiment was per- 
formed before the Chemica! Society of London, but 
in this case the thermometer only rose to 30° Cen- 
tigrade, owing to the accidental falling of the ice 
from its position. The method of experimenting 
may be thus briefly described: A little boiled 


water is introduced into a Torricellian vacuum, in 
which a thermometer is suspended so that its bulb 
is surrounded by the water. To maintain the 
vacuum a freezing mixture is employed to con- 
dense the aqueous vapor. The water is now 
frozen, and, when this is done, the mercury is al- 
lowed to fall somewhat in the tube, leaving the little 
cylinder of ice suspended in the tube attached to 
the thermometer. ‘This cylinder of ice may then be 
heated in the vacuum up to the high temperature 


above mentioned. To prove that the ice was really 
hot, Dr. CanNELLY has contrived to drop the heated 
cylinder into water, and instead of lowering the 
temperature of the latter it actually caused it to 
rise, thus showing that the ice was warmer than 
the water. 
—— 
A miracle which has just been exposed or 


explained in Russia bears an extraordinary resem- 
blance to certain Buddhistic traditions concerning 
the marvelous discovery of the sacred ‘‘ Jewel in 
the Lotus,” (referred to in the prayerful refrain,**Om 
mani padmiom,”’ chanted by the Buddhist priests in 
Yhibet,) and the equally marvelous preservation of 


the famous tooth of Gautama, the last incarnation 


of Buddh, which now attracts pilgrims to Kandy, 


the interior capital of Ceylon, from every Buddhist 
country in the world. When some Kussian veas- 
ants were drawing water from a certain well in the 
the district of Gadiatch, they espied a picture of 
the Virgin Mary floating upon the surface of the 


water, They proclaimed the fact wherever they 


went, and soon it became bruited among th 
peasantry that a miracle had been performed. The 
well of Gadiatch became speedily invested wit 
the odor of sanctity, and the proprietor of the 
ground built a chapel over it which attracted pil- 
grims in thousands. So enthustastic were the peo- 
ple over the sacred well that they discarded all the 
regular churches in the district and paid their 
money and their devotions to the newly erected 
chapel. This circumstance disturbed the equ 
nimity of the priesthood, who could nog 
behold with indifference both their income 
and their influence slipping from their grasp. Afted 
exhorting their recalcitrant flocks to return t@ 
them in vain, the local clergy went to the Police 
and represented that the sacred well and chapeg 
were no better than they ought to be—they werg 
frauds, in fact, got up by the proprietor in ordeg 
that he might accumulate wealth from the intatux 
ated peasantry. The Police listened to the repre 
sentations, and after forcibly entering the chapel, 
carried away the precious portrait of the Virgin 
The clergy next managed to obtain proof of th 
fact that the proprietor of the chapel had hirse 
bought the picture from a peddler and fixed it og 
the water of the well; and now he is in jail, fro 
which he will not be released until he has satisfie 
the jealous clergy by destroying the chapel, an 
the Police by paying them a handsome sum 0 
rubles. The ‘Sacred Jewel’ of the Buddhist 
was first discovered floating in the centre of a lotud 
in a beautiful lake. The perpetrator of that miracld 
was more fortunate than the Russian gentleman, 
because he was not only never found out, but ded 
voutly believed. When the Portuguese visited 
India under ALBtQUERQUE they took away Gaus 
tama’s tooth from Ceylon, and subsequently th¢ 
Admiral, in a red-hot fit of Christianity, pounded 
the relic into powder and then threw it into the 
harbor at Goa. But lo and behold! the parts of 
the crushed tooth reunited, and the relic suddenly 
turned up again inthe great Buddhistic temple iz 
Kandy. There was no doubt about that miracle, 
because the tooth is still in the Malagawa temple 
to prove it, and it is treasured under seven goiden, 
silver, and jewel-incrusted covers, which are re< 
moved for the admiration of pilgrims only once q 
year. The tooth is rather remarkable. For size i¥ 
might have fitted an elephant, but when any ong 
makes this remark to the yellow-robed monks, 
they only shake their shaved heads in a pitying 
way and say that certainly Gautama Buddh was 9 
very exceptional personage.

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AS TO “DEALERS’ IN ART 


———— 
HOW THE OCCUPATION IS REGARD- 


ED HERE AND ABROAD. 
THE QUALIFICATIONS OF A DEALER—AB- 
SURDITY OF MAKING AN HONORABLE OC- 


CUPATION AN CCCASION OF REPROACH— 


SOME FOREIGN DEALERS. 


Fiorzncer, Jan. 12.—If the public in gen- 
eral were to base its estimate of the special 
consideration to be given to any busiuess voca- 
tion by the smount and variety of knowledge 
required for its successful operation, that of 


dealing in fine art certainly would bold one of 


the foremost positions. For to carry it on in- 
telligently requires a variety of intellectual 
culture, historical, ethnological, and technical 
knowledge as regards the entire field of art, 
and we might almost embrace in its re- 
quirements the entire civilization of the human 
race, such as no other mere business demands. 
Besides this, there niust be an intuitive sensi- 
bility and aptness of detective «zsthetic 
feeling and sure sight, akin to a 
fine ear for music or talent for 
Janguages, to enable a dealer in art to know 
beauty at first sight under any guise, and 
respond to its magnetic allurements. Conse- 
guently, certain appreciative fineness of or- 
ganization and quickness of the senses are in- 
dispensable to form the physical basis of a 
pure taste, besides extended archeological and 
general acquirements for which something 
above the common range of a business intellect 
is necessary. Mentally, therefore, the occupa- 
tion of an accomplished dealer in art is of a 
higher standard, as regards the objects he 
bas to do witb, than that of the 
average banker, merchant, tradesman, or 
trafficker of any other sort; and if 
honorably conducted is behind none other 
in its beneticial results to the people and country 
atlarge. Dealers discover,collect, and place the 
mental and wsthetic treasures of all ages in 
those hands and positions in which they be- 
come best known and of the greatest advant- 
age to scholars, artists, and amateurs, even if 
in doing this they are governed by the rules of 
commercial rather than artistic values. As a 
class of men, therefore, having to deal with 
the products of highest genius and artistic skill 
of every degree, requiring more than common 
intellectual ability and knowledge, there is 
every reason why they should be well consid- 
ered and esteemed according to their several 
accomplishments and transactions. 

Instead, however, it would appear that there 
is a disposition not merely to discredit the oc- 
cupation, but to reproachfully use the term 
**dealer,’’ as hinged to art, in an invidious or 
depreciatory sense. This is apparent in the 
recent notices and discussions in the public 
journals concerning the restorations of some of 
the objects of the Cesnola collection in the 
Metropolitan Museum. Of the points at issue, 
at this distance, I can have nothing to say. 
But it is to be regretted on either side that the 
word “dealer,”? which has nothing whatever 
to do with the question itself, should have been 
ased ina defamatory manner. Literally, ‘‘to 
jeal’’ means the doing with any thing whatever, 
the doer or dealer being the active agent. But 
jealing is not more specially applicable to fine 
arts than to cotton, grain, metals, real estate, 
railways, or any other of the multitarious ways 
of earning a livelihood and ‘“‘making money,”’ 
which, once made, even in this critical nine- 
teenth century, stamps a man as prima facie of 
enviable and honorable position anywhere, 
with but small account taken of the special 
means and ways of its acquisition. In high- 
caste England, any person having to do with 
traftic of whatever sort, is considered as of in- 
ferior clay, treated ‘‘de haut en bas,” and 
tooked upon socially as out of the pale of recog- 
nition by the aristocrats of blue biood, no mat- 
ter whatever the trade or moral taint of its 
own titled origin. A man or woman possess- 
ing this artificial distinction may run through 
the whele gamut of vices and ‘still be upheld 
by his caste as intrinsically a superior 
being to a Socrates, a St. Paul, and any indi- 
vidual who honestly labors with brain and hand. 
{n youthful America, trade still being the chief 
source of the means on which social] distinctions 
are founded, those who are incapable of ap- 
preciating men for what is inside them try to 
iraw external lines of difference, and sneer 
at some occupations closely akin in principle 
and action to their own, simply because of 
their inability to take a rational or philosoph- 
ic view of humanity and life at large, or see 
beyond their own self-mounted blinders. In 
aristocratic Europe, where society, socially, is on 
a more settled basis, intellectually viewed, than 
with us, noblemen of the highest rank buy and 
sell objects of art, from one motive or other, 
without depreciating their social status or 
being maligned therefore. Indeed, pro- 
fessional dealers of good standing are 
considered a highly respectable class, 
and their advice and aid frequently 
sought in important questions within their 
province. Prince Torlonia excavates and col- 
lects antiques of classical origin te form a 
great museum, as a speculation, by which he 
hopes to gain largely. In doing this he is hon- 
orably and usefully occupied, and no one 
thinks of calling him a dealer in an opprobrious 
sense in consequence. I could cite scores of 
similar cases here. In New-York, a Belmont, 
a Blodgett, or a Stewart buys pictures ; and, as 
their experience grows and taste improves, 
they weed out and sell their first purchases to 
make room for others which are more desir- 
able in their galleries; or else sell all and begin 
anew, generally making money by this opera- 
tion. They are dealers, 7. e., they *‘ have to do 
with’? (see Worcester) art objectsand make 
cioney from them, as they have a perfect right 
to do, and as is perfectly right in them to do, 
without impairing their social positions or in- 
curring moral obloquy. It is true this is not 
keeping shop and making a regular business ot 


art, but it is none the less dealing and money- 


making in art; which, if disreputable per se in 
one instance is 1m all. 

When Gen. L. P. Di Cesnola employed his 
leisure time in Cyprus in excavating antiqui- 
ties, he was doing good and honorable service 
to the whole civilized world, but chiefly to 
New-York, which had the prompt enterprise 
aud intelligence to secure the results of his 
labors, and thereby confer a special archzo- 
logical distinction on its museum. If we are to 
have museums at all, they must be representa- 
tive museums, and cover the whole field of ob- 
jects into the composition of which art archaic 
or zsthetic in any wise enters. As the Hon. 
Martin Brimmer, of Boston, rightly put it re- 
cently, the office of the Trustees of a museum 
is less to criticise than to collect objects for 
others to criticise; less to consult local, indi- 
vidual, or transient tastes than to acquire ma- 
terials of permanent interest to scholars and 
cultivated persons of all time and 
peoples. If, im being the means of 
providing objects of this character 
for a museum or even private collections 
the individual who does it, Xaving collected 
them at his own risk and expense, should find 
some remuneration for his enterprise and 
knowledge, he has as legitimate a right to his 
gains as a professional man to his fees, or any 
gerchant to his profit, without being stigma- 
tized as a ‘‘ dealer’ in an intentionally offen- 
sive manner. The professional dealers whose 
individual taste and enterprise prompt them to 
import into our country costly works of real 
merit, and thereby raise the standard of the 
public knowledge, at first at some pecuniary 
risk to themselves, deserve both to make 
money and to win the good opinions and es- 
teem of all who value art for its own sake. 
They are adding to the intellectual 
capital and means of refined happiness 
of the Nation, besides practically promoting 
its industrial arts by providing foreign 
models and standards of excellence in their 
several departments. Every one, therefore, 
whether from a passion for art itself or for 

vuniary gain, who intelligently collects and 

rings objects of real. value into the country, 
benefits it in many more and higher ways than 
those *‘ dealers’? whose business is to traflic in 
goods that perish with the using and only 
serve to supply material needs, stimulate 
sensual appetites, or pander to dubious luxury. 

An archwological enterprise like that of 
Gen. Cesnola at Cypress is, however, quite a 
different affair from an ordinary commercial 
one, even if it should result in a pecuniary ad- 
vantage in the end to the originator. Profes- 
sional dealers, looking only to assured profits, 
seldom, if ever, undertake such, because of the 
great risks involved, and the special knowledge, 
capital, and Government support necessary. 
Consequentiy these have been, in general, at- 
tempted either by Government funds, in charge 
of learned archeologists, or by societies 
created tor this end, of which the Boston 
Archeological Society is the most conspicuous 
asainple with us. When, therefore, a private 
individual Las made a uotabie success in dis- 
covery in this direction, as is the case of Gen. 
Cesnola, it is one in which ali generous minds of 
a similar archivologica] disposition can sympa- 
thize, even it they envy somewhat the fortu- 
nate results either in distinction or money. We 
are all alike interested in the facts and objects 


brought to light, whether we accept, asin Dr. 
Schliemann’s case, or not all the excavator’s 


theories and conclusions, 


Probably by inadvertence, the World of Nov. 
25 ult., noticing Mr. C. Vanderbilt’s gift of 
original drawings to the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum, speaks of me as ‘‘a professional dealer 
in pictures and engravings.’’ Ti I were one, 
certainly I should not regret to be thus largely 
advertised in a paper like the World. But it 


is not the case, Asregards engravings, I have 


no special knowledge, never having made them 


a study, although for 30 years I have given 
much attention, as a writer, student, and, in a 
limited way, collector, to several other 
branches of fine art, particularly the Italian 
schools of painting. So far, therefore, as hav- 
ing to do with objects of art as above makes 
me a ‘‘dealer,’”?’ I am one, but not in 


the sense of the statement by the World, 


It has happened to me in my varied 


experience in this line not infrequently 
to have been called upon to aid others 
in their judgments or purchases, and I have 
been instrumental in sending to my native 
country enjoyable and instructive works of 
art of various descriptions from time to time. 
It is with real satisfaction that I regard this 
portion of my life’s work, earnestly believ- 
ing as I do in art as a potent civilizer and pro- 
moter of happiness; and working as I al- 
ways have done, and shall continue todo, to 
promote its growth in America, and the intro- 
duction there of those objects of genuine 
worth which best illustrate its past and pres- 
ent history and condition, nay pomme A for pub- 
lic purposes. On this topic [am an enthusi- 
ast; perbaps I am a bore; but not ‘‘ altogether 
mad,’’ as the future will bear witness when 
others with ample means shall undertake to 
execute that which I can only preach but 
would practice most willingly were I finan- 
cially able of myself alone.

Isaacsohn is a _ pale-faced youth, with his 
upper lip slightly shaded by the faintest 
suspicion of a mustache. He was well dressed. 
Two schoolmates were with him, and the three, 
while waiting for the examination, passed the time 
in study. The complainant tis Lillie E. Isaacsohn, 
wife of the boy defendant, a pretty and interesting 
young lady of the same age as he. She was ac- 
companied by her father, James M. Meyers, a resi- 
dent of Jersey City Heights, and her uncle, 
Herman M. Meyers, of No. 353 West 
Eleventh-street, and was attired modestly 
in black. ‘The complainant and defendant 


are first cousins. The defendant is the son of Mrs. 
Emma Isaacsohn. who keeps a hair-dressing estab- 
lishment at No. 381 Grand-street. He was admitted 
to the college nearly three years ago. His father 
died on Sept. 15, 1878, and shortly after, Mrs. Isaac- 
sohn took into her house her niece, the complain- 
ant, then 15 years of age. The boy and girl were 
——T. in each other's society, and the girl 
trusted her cousin, to her own ruin. When 
her condition was discovered her father 
insisted that the young man should marry her. 
This he did on the evening of Nov. 5, 1880. Al- 
though the parties are Hebrews, the Rev. Francis 
J. Schneider, a German Evangelical minister, at 
No. 158 Allen-street, married them. After this the 
separated and never lived together afterward. 
Two days after the marriage Mrs. Isaacsohn says 
she was driven from the house of her mother-in- 
law by the indifference of her husband, and took 
refuge with her parents. Before leaving, she sought 
an interview with her husband but he refused her, 
and sent a letter of which the following is a copy: 

I have spoken to alawyer. He said that I have done 
all that could pe demanded. By —~ —, all you can 
do is to sue for divorce or alimony, and as I don’t earn 
any salary youcan’t getany. Mama don’t want you 
in the house, so the sooner you get out the better, and 
as for me, I’l. never see you in my life again, except in 
court of justice. If you wish it to be public, make it 
so, but remember, if you do I will never offer even to 
support you, by going to Europe and study there until 
Iam of age, and then remain there, or go to England. 
So, hoping you go home and prevent ma from taking 
a policeman totake you out, or other extreme mea- 
sures, I remain ——. 

The signature to the letter was erased with a 
lead pencil, but the young wife left her husband’s 
home and took refuge with her parents. On Dec. 
7 the child, which is still living, was born. She sent 
word of it to her husband, but he did not come to 
see her, nor did he furnish any means for her sup- 
port or for the care of her child. Three weeks ago 
young Mrs. Isaacsohn came to this City, and 
with her child took up her abode with her 
uncle at No, 353 West Eleventh-street. Having 
thus acquired a residence in this County, she sued 
outa warrant for the arrest of her husband on a 
charge of abandonment. The complainant yester- 
day gave ahistory of her wrongs substantially as 
above, and swore that the defendant had not 
given her a cent for her support since thelr 
marriage. Her marriage certificate andthe letter 
published above were put in evidence. The de- 
fendant being called to the stand, merelv affirmed. 
He said he was supported by his mother; that he 
had no means of his own, and that the complainant 
knew this when she married him. Counsel for the 
defense moved to dismiss the complaint on the 
ground that the defendant was not competent to 
support his wife. Justice Patterson reserved his 
decision until next Tuesday week. Counsel for the 
defense say they intend to have the marriage an- 
nulled on the ground of fraud and duress. They 
claim that the father of the complainant threat- 
ened the defendant with a pistol in order to com- 
pel him to marry his daughter.

MR. AUSTIN CORBIN SPEAKS FOR 
THE MANAGEMENT. 


A TRIP TO RIVERHEAD—THE SUFFOLK COUN- 
TY FARMERS SATISFIED WITH MR. COR- 
BIN’S PROMISES~—A PLAN TO BUILD UP 


THE ISLAND, 


The Directors’ car, with Receiver Corbin, 


Vice-President B.S. Henning, Director Henry W. 
Maxwell, and Superintendent Barton, of the Long 
Island Railroad, went over the main line to River- 
head yesterday afternoon, where Mr. Corbin last 
evening addressed the members of the Suffolk Coun- 


ty Agricultural Society at their annual meeting. 
The run from Long Island City to Riverhead, 7% 


miles, was made in two hours and a half, 
and the time passed quickly in general conversation 
with regard to the present condition and appear- 
ance of the road. Superintendent Barton said that 
when they took hold of the road on the first 
of the year that of the 78 locomotives turned 
over to Receiver Corbin, only eight were in a 


serviceable condition. Of course it had been 
found necessary to take off a number 
for, as he said, ‘‘ we couldn’t get down and push 
them along.” In the meantime 10 had been repaired 
in the railroad shops, and 3 more would come out 
this week. As fast as the locomotives were repaired 
additional trains would be run. By the Ist 
of May they would have their full com- 
plement of locomotives, and by the ist of June 
they would have 100 cars from the shops, thor- 
oughly overhauled, repainted, and upholstered, and 
to all intents and purposes as good as new. 

Mr. Corbin said he thought the complaints 
against the new management originated with those 
whose passes over the road had been cut off. 
“When we took hold of the road,” he 
said, “‘ we found that there were 3,700 passes in 
use, many of them for families. This has been a loss 
to the company of upward of $150,000 a year. 
Now there is not a single free pass onthe road. Of 
course, Wwe shall issue some new passes, 
such as are usually required of railroad 
corporations, but in no event will they 
exceed 350 innumber.’’ Considerable conversation 
was had with regard to the improvement of the 
waste lands on the line of the road. Mr. Cor- 
bin said that experience had convinced him 
that these lands only needed proper cultivation to 
make them good farms. In this connection he 
said he would be willing to ve bonds for 
cleaning the streets of New-York for at least $100,- 
000 a year less than the average cost for the last 
five years. The sweepings would make an 
excellent fertilizer for these waste lands, and these 
he would distribute to farmers from central 
points at the cost of transportation. This 
would prove a source of increased business 
to the road, and could not fail to ulti- 
mately prove a source of revenue from 
the improvement and increased product of 
tne lands along the line of the road. 
The expeness of the road under Receiver 
Sharp, Mr. Corbin considered, had been very 
extravagant. These would be summarily 
cut down. The pay-rolls for December 
amounted to $73,000. For January they would not 
exceed $55,000, and in February not moro than 
$50,000. This would be a saving during the 
coming year of nearly $300,000, as against 
about $23,000 which the road ran behind Iast year. 
Within six months he would have the road in first- 
class condition, and atthe same time ina solvent 
condition. 

The meeting at Fowler’s Hotel, at Riverhead, in 
the evening, was largely attended by the 
members of the Agricultural Society, and 
a cordial reception was given to Receiver 
Corbin and the other officers of tho road. The 
ae. was called to order by Capt. Wil- 
liam unting, and after hearing the Sec- 
retary’s report, Mr. Corbin was introduced. 
With regard to the future management 
of the road, he said: ‘In acquiring, with others 
control of the Long Islund Railroad, my mo- 
tives have, to somo extent, been misrepre- 
sented. It has been said that this road was 

urchased, eand that it is to be operated 
argely in the interest of a plan of mine for devel- 
oping the Island, and without any especial refer- 
ence to the earning of interest or dividends upon 
the money invested. That we shall try to improve 
the entire length and breadth of the island is true, 
that we shall do this without any reference to a 
fair return upon the money invested is not 
true. If I can be the means of settling lands on 
Long Island that are now unsettled, aud of making 
more valuable properties that are now improved, I 
shall be as much gratified as any man can be at 
the accomplishment of any one object: but I 
must frankly say to you thaton the money exvend- 
ed we expect to have a fair return; and that we 
shall try to so manage the busiuess in connection 
with the road as to give us_ such _ return. 
I undertake to promise here and now that the 
present management will do more for the 
residents of Long Island than any other respon- 
sible resident of the island would do, if it were his 
money that was up instead of ours. We hope 
to suit every reasonable person; wunreason- 
able people cannot be comforted with any 
kind of treatment. You gentlemen of Long 
Island want a_ well-equipped and well-man- 
aged railroad—the railroad wants you for custo- 
mers. You want the roadto furnish good facili- 
ties for transportation of passengers and 
freight, at fair prices, and the road asks 
vou to pay fair prices, and no more. 
The road owes you these facilities, and when it 
has furnished them you must expect to pay for 
them. So long as your demand for railroad facili- 
ties at less than the cost and a fair return upon 
capital is granted, just so long willyou have a bank- 
rupt, broken-down corporation, with rotten ties, 
worn out rails, rickety locomotives, old and dirty 
cars, and a general condition of things alike dis- 
graceful to the company, to the island, and to your- 
selves.”’ 

Mr. Corbin further said that it was the intention 
to improve the road-bed with new ties and rails 
till trains could be run more rapidly and safely 
than now, and to overhaul the present equipment 
until the locomotives and cars were in 
good condition, giving at the same _ time 
as quick communication to and from New- 
York as upon any roads west of the 
Hudson, and he should charge no more than they 
did. The South Side Road, he said, would be ex- 
tended from Patchogue to some point on the main 
line between Manor and Sag Harbor, affording 
direct communication over the South Side to 
the easterly end of the _ island. There 
was in contemplation, also, the raising of 
a large sum of money’ in England, 
from $1,000,000 to $5,000,000, which would be 
used in developing farms on the island. The 
schem2 was in this way to give a poor 
man the opportunity to gain a good 
farm by paying a certain amount each year on the 
purchaso price, with a _ small interest on 
the principal. ‘There has been,’”’ concluded Mr. 
Corbin, **some complaint on the subject of fares. 
There is now on Long Island practically but one 
road. We control the entire railroad system-- 
there is no competition. If we had come among 
you, and by reason of this state of things sought 
to charge the people exorbitant rates of fare on 
freight, they would have had just cause of com. 

laint. But we are under the rates on any road 
eading out of New-York west, notwithstanding 
that all these roads are competing with each other 
for business, and are inclined to make the lowest 
possible rates that will enable them to live.” 

Further remarks were made by Mr. Maxwell, 
Vice-President Henning, and Superintendent Bar- 
ton. Mr. James Bayliss, of Babylon, and others, 
expressed general satisfaction with the promises 
of the management. Before leaving 
the meeting Mr. Corbin said he was 
really ° more interested in farming 
on Long Island than in the railroad and according- 
ly subscribed to a life membership in the society.

THE WAIL OF THE LONG ISLAND RAIL- 


ROAD COMMUTER, 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The Long Island Railroad is not very ingen- 
uous in its defense on the subject of its increase of 
fares, as it leaves out of its comparison some of the 
most important roads centring at New-York. Let 
us take Flushing and compare the commutation 
rates. The present rate is $40 to Long Island City, 
and to this should be added $250 per month for 
ferriage, making the yearly charge $70 for seven 
and a half miles. The rate on the Delaware, Lack- 
awanna and Western Road to Orange is, I think, 
$63, and the distance 14 miles; on the New-York 
and New-Haven Road, which is not re- 
nowned for liberality, the rate to Mount 
Vernon, 14 miles, is $60. On the Hudson 
River Road the rate to Yonkers, 17 miles, is $15 for 
100 tickets, which can, I think, be used by any one. 
So much for rates of fare; but this is not all; itis 
claimed that the rates have not been raised; this 
may be so apparently, but the assertion is false in 
reality. Heretofore tickets have been issued to 
commuters good to New-York, under an arrange- 
ment with the ferry company, for $15 yearly, in ad- 
dition to the rate to Long Island City. Notice was 
posted yesterday to the effect that hereafter no 
tickets would be issued beyond Long Island City, 
and as the yearly ferriage, under the best terms of 
the ferry company with individuals, is not less than 
$30, itis evident that it is an increase of $15 per an- 
burn on the yearly rate. 

The latest improvement, however, has evidently 
not reached the ears of the gentleman who wrote 
the article in to-day’s paper. The newest idea is 
forcing every one to fall into line inthe station, 
marshaled by a “* peeler’’ especially detailed for 
the purpose, and then punching the ticket of 
every one, commuters and transient, before they 
are permitted to enter the cars. As nearly ali the 
passengers for-the afternoon trains arrive by the 
boats at the same time, and _ usually 
only five minutes before train time, you can 
judge of the time wasted in this ut- 
terly useless and most annoying process. 
The consequence is that the train which jis sup- 
posed toleave Long Island City at 6:35 never ar- 
rives at Flushing until 7:10, being 35 minutes for 
seven and one-half miles. The regulation is per- 
fectly useless as regards commuters, for the tickets 
are only good on the day for which they are issued, 
and in the hands of the commuter to whom the 
book was issued. No particular objection would 
be made to requiring commuters to show their books 
as they passin, but the outcry against the present 
method {s universal. 

A very instructive excursion can be made by a 
reporter who will take the Annex boat to connect 
with, say, the 5:35 or 6:05 train, and on the way up 
interview the parece on the subject of Long 
Island Railroad regulations and their effect on rea 
estate, and on his arrival at Hunter’s Point take a 
few notes on the punching part ot the business, 


and witness the instructive spectacle of a police- 
man at the doorto help the railroad company to 


enforce its abominable rules. A gentleman who 


renionstrated with Barton (the Superintendent) on 


this subject was informed that the people on Long 
Island had run the railroad long enough, and the 

present management propose to run it to suit 
hemselves and in their own way. but would not 

vouchsafe any further excuse or reason for putting 

travelers to this utterly useless and vexatious 

bother «nd delay.

Permit me to say that in the judgment of 


all the commuters I have met, your article of the 
26th inst., entitled ‘‘ The Ghost of Oliver Charlick” 
is capital—not one whit overdrawn. It is, I may 
Say, approved by acclamation. Referring to your 
report of the interview with the Vice-President of 
the Long Island Railroad, which appears on the 


eighth page of to-day’s issue, I must say, as repre- 


senting myself and several friends, that the of- 
ficical’s statements appear to us disingenuous. He 
compares, as we are sure, Long Island rates of com- 
mutation to Hunter’s Point with New-Jersey rates 
to New-York City, whereas since a notice is posted 
that no more tickets will be issued to New-York, 
$30 per annum must be aiided tothe prices given to 
down-town points, and $21 to up-town points for 
ferriage before a fair comparison can be made. 
Again, the Vice-President is reported as saying 
“We run eight trains to Garden City, about the 
same number running on any one road from Jersey 
City to Newark.” Huw could this be said? I have 
before me the Pennsylvania Railroad time-table, 
dated Jan. 17. It bears uponits face 40 trains from 
Jersey City to Newark (Market-street.) : 
Once more: having important reasons for taking 
an early train on Sunday next from Clarenceville to 
Brooklyn, and having been unable to obtain or see 
acomplete and accurate time-table since Jan. 1, 
after questioning station agents and conductors on 
the main line to no purpose, I sent a special mes- 
senger to the Flatbush-avenue depot, Brooklyn, on 
petbempe ge f to obtain positive information. He re- 
turned with the answer that the train I specified 
would run, if the time-table wero not changed 
meanwhile, and it was not known whether it would 
be or not, asa change was expected every day. I 
have been a commuter on one or other of the Long 
Island roads almost constantly since 1856, and I am 
free to say that I have never known more wide- 
spread indignation or more cause forit. R. HILL.

THE TOASTS AND RESPONSKS—OFFICERS FOR

graced Dartmouth College with their presence, sat 
down in Pinard’s, in Fifteenth-street, last evening, 
to eat the seventeenth annual dinner of the Alumni 
Association of New-York.

and modern Greek, to Arabic, Chinese, and pro- 
fane. Before the solemn ceremony of dining, a 
business meeting was held. Prof. John Ordronaux, 
the President, occupied the chair, and a com- 
mittee was appointed to nominate officers 
for 1881. They selected the following- 
named gentlemen, and their selections were 
unanimously confirmed: President—District Attor- 
ney Daniel G. Rollins, ’60.

*61; Grosvenor S. Hubbard, LL. B., *62: Charles

lard, ’73, Medical Department. 

The fifty then went through the usual course, be- 
ginning with huitres sur coquille, touching the filet 
de boeuf aux champignons, the ris de veau A la 
Parisienne, the sorbet au chum, the caille 
piquée, and ending with fruits, glaces, and café, 
and the well-known catalogue of wet goods. 
Then President Ordronaux opened the literary part 
of the entertainment.

Wearesure of the past; let the 
dead past bury its dead. It is the future we have 
to deal with. How are we to serve our college? that is 
the question for these gatherings. We ought to 
form a Dartmouth club of gentlemen who will meet 
every month. It must be inexpensive—not 
more than $150 a _ month. If we_ start 
with 10 members the year will not ex- 
na before we will have almost as many as are 

ere to-night.” Mr. H. H. Twombly, who was then 
called for, said: ‘* For the first time in a generation 
I believe that the college will, this year, pay all its 
own expenses. In the last 10 years it has averaged 
a deficiency of $6,000 every year.” 

Prof. Hubbard, in reply to a cajl from the Presi- 
dent, said: ‘‘ People who don’t sing die with 
all their music in them, Dr. Holmes says, 
and people who don’t make after-dinner speeches 
die with all their speeches in them. I remember 
when there were only two respectable houses on 
the heights of Brooklyn.” [Laughter.] He gave 
a history of some of the gentlemen connected in 
former years with the medical department of the 
college, much to the gratification of his auditors. 
Mr.Werrenrath, the distinguished tenor who draw3 
crowds to Plymouth Church every Sunday, then 
sang a solo. Mr. John Foord responded to 
the toast, ‘‘The Press.’”” Gen. Duncan made 
a few remarks, referring to the Dartmouth 
men who sacrificed their lives for their country, 
and Mr. Werrenrath sang ‘“ The Star-spangled 
Banner.”’ He was, unfortunately. introduced by 
Prof. Ordronaux as Mr. Bernhardt, and he 
spent the greater part of what remained of the 
evening trying to make the Dartmouth men believe 
he was not related to the distinguished Parisian. 
The diners joined in the chorus; but Mr. 
Werrenrath had the tune pitched about four 
feet higher than any of the amateurs 
could reach. Mr. Rufus F. Andrews, who was 
called upon, said he was born within 40 miles 
of Gen. Garfield’s home, and that he left 
Ohio for Ohio’s good. Mr. Hitchcock said a few 
words, and Mr. Scott and Mr. Henry M. Wells, the 
latter being introduced as “* the gentleman who in- 
troduced a new system of sewerage in Yokohama.” 
Among the other gentlemen present were E. R, 
Durkee, of Brooklyn; Mr. Charles Storrs, Dr. Gray, 
of the Utica Asylum; Mr. C. R. Miller, Dr. J. W. 
Barstow, of the Flushing Asylum: John F. Emer- 
son, of Brooklyn; Gen, Fessenden, of Maine, and 
Col. Nicholas Smith.

POPE BUSHNELL. 

The Hon., Pope Bushnell, one of the early 
settlers of Northern Pennsylvania, died at his home, 
at Dyberry, on Wednesday night, at the ripe old 
age of 91 years. He was born in Salisbury, Conn., 
Feb. 11, 1789. Two of his brothers were at one 
time prominent lawyers in the City of New-York. 
He was a student in an academy at Granville. N. Y., 
years ago, yet his educational advantages were not 
of the best. In 1812 he married one of the triplet 
daughters of Gideon Hurlbut, of Goshen, Conn., 
and 13 days later was mustered into the ranks at 
Litchfield. In 1817 he came to Wayne County, 
Penn., and moved into alog house built by one 
Joseph Dow in the early part of that year. In 1824 
he was commissioned by Goy. Schultz Justice of 
the Peace for a part of Dyberry Township. He 
was chosen Treasurer of Wayne County in 1842, 
being the second Treasurer elected by the people. 
He was also elected Representative to the Legisla- 
ture for Wayne and Pike Counties in 1846-7. His 
wife, who survives him, is 98 years old, being about 
two years older than the deceased man.

A TRAMP’S BRUTAL CRIME.

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THE BEST RECORD BEATEN. 


HUGHES'S REMARKABLE FOUR DAYS’ WALK 


—NINE MEN STILL HOLD OUT. 
If the scores on the dials at the American 
Institute are honestly recorded, and there seems 
to be no well-founded reason to think otherwise, 


John Hughes, the leader of the tramps, has per- 


formed the achievement of beating the best four- 


day record ever made in a six days’ walking 
match. In view of the very indifferent pedestrian 
powers displayed by him in former walking- 
matches, his present performance is the more sur- 
prising, and the book-makers, who looked on him 


as a failure at the start, certain to be beaten at 


least by one or more of the competitors, are now 


extremely disgusted. Yesterday morning a bet- 
ting man, who has staked heavily against him, 
raised a question as to the correctness of 
the track measurement. To satisfy him and allay 
suspiciogs of others who had expressed doubts on 
the same subject, the managers of the walk sent 
for Joseph L. T. Smith, a City surveyer, and re- 
quested him to make a new measurement. Mr. 
Smith complied, and furnished them with an 
affidavit. sworn to before a notary public, that the 
track was exactly the prescribed length. One weary 


man, sore of limb and sick at heart, limped from 
the tan-bark four minutes before midnight on 
Wednesday, and sent back a message to the effect 
that he was going home. This was Lacouse, who 
had covered only 248 miles and whose chances 
of winning a prize were so small as not 
to afford him the slightest ray of hope. His 
retirement reduced the number of walkers to nine, 
and left Campana, the clown of the track, last in 
race. At 8 P. M. yesterday the blackboard ele- 
vated above the heads of the spectators at the 
eastern end of the ellipse indicated that Hughes 
had walked 379 miles and 1 lap; Howard, 361 miles 
and 6 laps; Albert, 360 miles: Cox, 359 miles and 2 
laps: Krohne, 358 miles and 7 laps; Vint, 349 miles 
and 6 laps; Phillips, 380 miles and 2 laps; Curran, 
818 miles and 5 laps; Campana, 300 miles. 

The attendants of Hughes, early in the after- 
noon, circulated a report that some malevolent in- 
dividual had endeavored to “ fix’? him at1P. M. 
by sending drugged og 4 to his quarters, It was said 
that Mrs. Hughes, who has transferred the scene of 
her domestic duties to the wooden box in the Insti- 
tute building, tasted the soup, and immediately 
became violently sick. Hughes’s trainer, who found 
her vomiting and in great distress, administered an 
emetic, and she grew better as the day advanced. 
This alleged attempt to disable the con- 
fident ‘“ Lepper” is attributed to a clique 
of the betting fraternity. The attendance 
throughout the day was fair. In the 
evening the ticket-box was besieged by larger 
crowds than have hitherto witnessed the efforts of 
the persevering tramps. At 9 P. M. there were 
over 3,000 men and women in the build- 
ing. Every seat was occupied, several hun- 
dred persons pressed against the railing 
nearest to the scoring dials, and_ restless 

oups paced up and down within tne limits of the 
nclosure. Hughes, who completed 400 miles at 
7:43 P. M., limped rather painfully when he walked, 
put appeared to better advantage as long 
as he maintained his persistent dog-trot. 
Howard left the track about 7:30 P. M. to nurse his 
tired legs. Failing to return until 9:30, he was 
obliged to relinquish second place to Albert. 
When Howard reappeared he was _ greeted 
with an encouraging round of applause, 
but he seemed so utterly destitute of ener- 
gy or vitality as to dishearten his friends. 
After creeping wearily around the track a few laps 
he suddenly spurted with surprising activity, keep- 
ing up a brisk trot for 10 minutes, and finally settling 
down to a fair walking gait. A very interesting 
race for second place between Albert and Cox 
aroused some enthusiasm among the spectators. 
Cox, a dark-featured, shapely young man, proved 
the victor at 9:30, taking up a position 19 miles 
behind Hughes. Krohne, the tall Prussian, trudged 
along in the rear of Albert, attired in dark-blue 
woolen garments, looking like a stolid plowman. 
Next came little Vint, his pale cheeks un- 
naturally sunken and his forehead wet with 
a sickly dew. The poor fellow apparent- 
ly cares more for a little money than for fame, 
and he is striving hard to make the necessary num- 
ber of laps which will entitle him to a share of the 
gate-money. He was at 10:30 P. M. two miles 
ahead of Howard, who had fallen to sixth place. 
Phillips, the colored pedestrian, walked at a snail’s 

ace. His feet were infully swollen, yet he 
imped along contentedly, regaling himself with 
pea-nuts supplied by a philanthropic colored friend. 
Curran. a man long past the meridian of life, whose 
grizzled mustache and imperial gives him the ap- 
pearance of a_ veteran trooper, walked over 
the springy bed of tan-bark at a_ steady 
put not very lively pace. The clown- 
ish Campana_ reeled around the track 
apparently with no other purpose than to amuse 
the spectators. He changed his costumes nearly 
every 15 minutes, at one time appearing ina — 
suit of merino undershirt and red tights **a worl 
too wide.” at another time in a gorgeous 
crimson suit and a bDlack silk at, but 
always with a soiled bandana handkerchief 
tied loosely around his long, seraggy neck. He re- 
tired at 10:25 P. M., and, coming back at 11:35, am- 
bled around like a lame camel until his limited sup- 
ply of wind gave out. Hughes took a rest between 
10:22 P. M. and 10:55, and leoked refreshed when 
he returned. He, Vint, Howard, Phillips, Campana, 
and Curran were the pe men pursuing the long 
journey between 11:30 0’clock and midnight. At 
11:47 Hughes equaled, and before midnight sur- 
passed, the great record of Rowell, who made 416 
miles in 96 hours, or four days.

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STARTLING ACTS IN TRANCE. 
MANIFESTATIONS OF AN EXTRAORDINARY 
KIND PRODUCED BY DR. HAMMOND. 

The large lecture-room at the University 
Medical School, No. 410 East Twenty-sixth-street, 
was crowded toits utmost capacity yesterday af- 
ternoon. It had been bruited inthe medical col- 
leges that Dr. William A. Hammond would perform 
mesmeric experiments. Behind the railing sat two 
young men who have figured frequently 
in such exhibitions. That both wero neu- 
rptic patients was evident at a = glance. 
In addition, there were several animals waiting to 
to be experimented upon. Of all animals, the frog 


is most susceptible to the condition of hynuotic 
slumber; but a basket of very lively crabs will 
answer the purpose if frogs are not procur- 
able. “I merely seize the animals,” said 
Dr. Hammond, suiting the action to the word, 
‘‘by the posterior fins, to avoid being nipped 
by them, and stand them upon their heads, where 
they remain supported in part by their claws and 
legs. To mystify spectators, I sometimes stroke 
them gently down their backs, but that is not nec- 
essary in order to produce the nervous revulsion. 
Having stood a dozen crabs on their heads, one 
may cut off their claws with scissors without 
breaking the condition of insensibility; but if you 
tap them gently on the back with the finger-tip, 
thus, they will wake up and scamper away 
as lively as ever. And, with the frog, 
one may slit open the body from one extreme to 
the other without eliciting the least indication of 
sensibility. With some animals, particularly with 
igeons and hens, a piece of glass or something 
right to gaze at, held directly before the eyes, ap- 
pears to be the most efficient means of producing 
artificial slumber. When in this condition the 
hen’s head can be pressed down or raised up,” said 
the lecturer, turning the table and lifting the head 
of the sleeping animal, *‘and it remains exactly in 
the position in which you place it—a fact which 
ty an analogy between hypnotism and cata- 
epsy.”’ 

Dr. Hammond believes that the spinal column 
and the automatic centres of the brain (exclusive 
of the convolutions in which conscious and 
voluntary actions are originated) are alone 
concerned in the phenomena of  hypno- 
tism, and he has invented a new name 
for the condition, * Syggnosticism,’’ which ex- 
presses the fact that actions performed in hypnotic 
trance are always suggested by some other person. 
“T might,” he said, “tell either of these young 
men whom I shall presently put in this condition to 
commit murder, to stab any person I should 
designate to the heart, an e would exe- 
cute the order, without any sense of 
respousibility, or recoliection of the act after he 
was awakened from slumber."’ Having disposed 
of the experiments with the lower animals, the 
stout youth, with the powerful shoulders, was 
directed by Dr. Hammond to fix his eyes intently 
upon a piece of glass which the Pro- 
fessor held daintily between his fingers. 
Two or three minutes passed, during which 
one might have heard the dropping of a pin. The 
eyes became fixed and set, the breath came in 
quick gasps, the expression on the face grew 
eager and excited, then suddenly placid and sleepy. 
At the expiration of about four minutes the sub- 
ject was standing motionless with his eyes wide 
open, perfectly under the control of the operator. 
What Dr. Hammond first sought to show after ob- 
taining possession of the nervous system of his 
subject was that while sensation in the proper 
sense of the term is not abolished in the condition of 
syygnosticism, there is no such thing as perception. 
‘*Here,"” he said to the young man, “is the finest 
strawberry of the season just from Florida,” hand- 
ing him, as he spoke, a quarter of a lemon, which 
the somnambulist put in his mouth and masti- 
cated with the highest apparent relish. ‘* What is 
it?’ asked the Doctor after the last particle had 
disappeared, and the patient was waiting anxiously 
for another. ‘ Why, it is just the finest strawberry 
l have ever eaten,’’ replied the young fellow; ‘I 
didn’t know they raised such strawberries 
in Florida.” The tears were running from 
his eyes with the biting action of citric 
acid upon the nerves’ of the taste, 
a fact which the lecturer interpreted as showing 
that there is perfect sensation in these cases, but 
no consciousness of the fact onthe part of 
the abolished intellect. To test the same 
question respecting the sense of smell, 
Dr. Hammond _ placed a _ pungent tiquid 
at the nostrils. Not a movement betrayed the 
presence of a vapor that under ordinary condi- 
tions would have caused a sudden backward fall 
of the head and terrible contortions of the facial 
muscles. But tears flowed freely from the eyes. 
Recurring again to the sense of taste, Dr. Ham- 
mond offered the young man another Florida 
strawberry, being a bit of bread saturated with ex- 
tract of bitter almonds. nauseous enc™) + 
genet an alligator, He wept freely. but de- 


that the second strawberry was 
more delicious than the first. A moment Teter the 
lecturer lifted a fold of skin on the back of the 


hand and passed a delicate needle through it, telt- 
ing his victim, in forcible terms, that there was no 


feeling at that point. It was patent to all present 
that he did not feel any pain, for not the slightest 
shrinking movement betrayed it.

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MINING STOCK EXCHANGE SALES—JAN. 27. 
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THURSDAY, Jan. 27—P. M. 

The share speculation was quite active 
again to-day, and although in the late deal- 
ings sales to realize profits caused a decline in 
prices from the highest point touched, yet the 
closing quotations showed in almost every in- 
stance an advance on the final sales of yester- 
day. The market opened strong in tone, and 
at the first board an advance ranging from 
14 to 384 @ cent. was recorded in the general 
list, the latter in Mobile and Ohio, Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy, the Chesapeake 
and Ohio shares and Alton and Terre Haute 
being also prominent in the improvement.

The Committee, accordingly, have drawn up a mod- 
ification of the plan of reorganisation, (which will be 
found at the ofticeof the Farmers’ Loan and Trust 
Company, No. 26 Exchange-place, New-York, and also 
at the office of Mr. John S. Barnes, Chairman, No. 18 
Wall-st.,) which they earnestly request may be signed 
by all the partiesto the existing agreement.

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NEGLECTED GAS EXPLODES 


HEAVY STONE CARRIED AWAY BY 
THE FORCE OF IT. 
REPEATED COMPLAINTS OF ESCAPING GAS 
UNHEEDED—THE STREET BADLY FILLED 
IN—NO LIVES LOST, BUT MANY THAT 

MIGHT HAVE BEEN. 

Twenty brown-stone dwellings in East 
Fighty-‘irst-street and Madison-avenue, St. Joseph's 
Industrial Home and Institution of Mercy, (a 
branch of the Houston-strect convent,) which covers 
the block bounded by Eighty-first and Eighty-sec- 
ond streets.and Madison and Fourth avenues, and 
more than 700 children and adults were in great 
danger on Tuesday and Wednesday, owing to a 
fractured gas main permitting gas to escape so that 
§t found its way underground to the houses and the 
Home. Yesterday some of the gas exploded under 
the principal entrance to the Home, and destroyed 
the steps. The disaster was clearly due to the 
negligence of one of two gas companies which had 
repeatedly been given notice since Thanksgiving 
‘Day that something;was amiss with their mains. 
Those who complained say that no notice was 
taken of their complaints. The scene of the 
explosion is improved property. The houses have 
been well let to persons of means, and many 
of them are elegantly furnished. The Home was 
built in 1867. Its foundations were well laid. 
The roadway and sidewalks were constructed as 
roadways and sidewalks were constructed in 
“Ring” times. Rocks were dumped in and covered 
with earth, and the gas mains of the Knickerbocker 
and Harlem Companies were laid with loosely- 
packed earth around them. The sewers and their 
connections were put down in the same way. 
When the earth gradually settled, the mains and 
sewers were strained and leaks occurred, and under 
the road-bed were fissures and interstices, the result 
of defective packing and of settling. The main 
entrance to the Home stands almost isolated from 


the building. A broad Nova Scotia stone stairway 
led to a stone platform, under a vaulted porch, 
in which were niches for statues. The platform 
was the link between the main _ entrance 
nnd the Home. To the right and left of the 
steps are gates in the iron railing which fronts the 
Home. They admit to paths which lead to a 
basement entrance under the stone platform, The 
steps were 10 feet long, a foot broad, and 4 inches 
thick. There were six of them, and each weighed 
about 1,200 pounds. They were flanked by an iron 
railing; the steps were supported by three strong 
brick piers, which formed two vaults about 5 feet 
square under the steps. In one of the vaults was a 
fissure. Under these two vaults and separated by 
masonry was a sesspool, into which flowed water 
in heavy showers. There was a connection between 
the main sewer and the sesspool, but there was 
none between the vaults or the sesspool and the 
Home. To the west of the basement entrance of 
the Home are the dressing-rooms for the children, 
and to the east the piay-room. From the platform 
under the vaulted porch entrance is had to the 
main hall and the reception-rooms. 

Toward the end of November the occupants of 
the houses Nos. 66 to 50 East Eighty-first-street 
bad been annoyed by an odor of gas in their cellars. 
Complaints had been made to the Knickerbocker 
and Harlem Gas Companies, and at last the Knick- 
prbocker Company sent men, who dug down to 
their main on the south side of the street. No leak 
was found, and the Harlem Company were then 
appealed to. Their main is on the north side of 
the street. It was examined, and a bad_break was 
found near the north-east corner of ne nag Hog 
street and Madison-avenue. Persons who live in 
the street claim that the fractured section of the 
main should have been removed and replaced by a 
sound section, and that, instead of doing this, the 
rompany bound the fracture up with rags and tow 
and shoveled the earth in again. The officers of 
the company admit that the fractured section was 
not taken out, but say that a “‘ collar” was put on 
the main and that the joints were calked with 
lead. Mrs. E. C. Boughton, of No. 50 East Eighty- 
first-street, whose house is nearly opposite 
the spot where the main was found fractured, says 
the leak was not stopped, and that since Thanks- 
giving Day she has constantly detected an odor of 
gas in her cellar, and had often asked the agent of 
the house to remedy the nuisance. The experience 
of other residents of the houses opposite the Home 
is similar. On Tuesday night the odor of gas in 
Nos. 50, 52, and 54 East Eighty-first-street was very 
strong, and became worse every hour. Several 

ersons were taken sick, and complaints were sent 

o the oftices of the Knickerbocker and Hariem Gas 
Companies. On Wednesday an odor of gas was 
detected in the cellars of all the houses from No. 50 
to No. &2 East Eighty-iirst-street, and in the cellars 
of the well-constructed buildings Nos. 1,067, 1,069, 
and 1,071 Madison-avenue. The complaints to 
the companies were renewed by many residents. 
Bome of them decided to move, thinking their lives 
were in danger. At No. 58 East Highty-first-street, 
occupied by Albert Aub, and at No. 56 East Eighty- 
first-street, occupied by Isaac Cohen, nearly every 
inmate was sick from the gas. Members of other 
families were also made sick. No odorof gas was 
detected in the Home until about 7:30 o’clock yes- 
terday morning, when: a Sister smelled it in the 
main hall. Gasleaked into several residences on 
Madison-avenue and on Eighty-first-street. 

About 8:15 o’clock yesterday morning Mrs. A. M. 
Dickinson, wife of a Police Head-quarters tele- 
graph operator, was looking at the Home froma 
window at No. 80 East Eighty-first-street, when she 
was startled and shaken by 2loud explosion, which 
appeared to be two detonations following each 
other in quick succession. She was looking at the 
porch of the convent and saw the six heavy stone 
steps and the guard-rails hurled on to the sidewalk 
and into the street. In the Home thefeldest boys 
andthe young children were breakfasting. The 
pthers were preparing for study. There were at 
the time 200 boys, 315 girls, 20 Sisters of Charity. 
and 25 servants in the Home. The children were 
accustomed to explosions from blasting in the 
neighborhood, and few were alarmed. Sister Au- 
gustine, the Mother Superior, went around the 
Home and found that no damage was done except 
to the steps and gthe porch, one of the niches of 
which «was cracked. A plate-glass window at the 
entry was not damaged, and no windows were 
broken inthe Home. The centre pier on which the 
steps of the porch rested was thrown out of 
plumb and the other piers were cracked. 
The wall north of the two vaults under 
the steps was very slightly bulged out. All the 
“damage can be repaired for $800. In the houses 
opposite the Home the explosion created the great- 
est consternation, and messengers went from near- 
ly every house to the gas companies and to plumb- 
ers. No damage was done to any of the houses, 
but the explosion, according to the stories told by 
the inmates. appeared to have occurred at each 
house from Fourth-avenue to Madison. Capt. Rob- 
bins, of the Twenty-third Precinct, is accused of 
indifference and neglect. A patrolman of his com- 
mand, after being hunted up by a resident of one 
of the houses, was fully informed of the acci- 
dent and of the existing peril, but when he 
rot to the East Eighty-eighth-street station- 
bouse and reported what had occurred, he was di- 
rected to go back and get more facts. Up to 4 P. 
M. no other officer except his relief came to East 
Fighty-first+street. The officers of the Harlem Gas 
Company sent a number of laborers and Superin- 
tendent Webber to the Home, and excavations 
were made to discover the cause of the accident. 
The inmates of the houses opposite the Home were 
tola by the gas company not to take a naked light 
into the cellars, and to ventilate them by opening 
doors, windows. and ventilators. At 8 P. M. 
Superintendent of Strect Mains Long, of the Har- 
jem Gas Company, and Chief Engineer Bal- 
more examined the scene of the accident. 
Excavations were made at every few feet on the 
north side of the strect, exposing the main of the 
Harlem Company. No leak was found, and Col. 
Long and Mr. Balmore decided, on smelling the 
gas which came from the street excavations and 
that in the cellars of the houses, that it was not 
the Harlem gas, but the Knickerbocker, that was 
in question. Inmates of the houses opposite the 
Home say the gas which .escapes now has the 
same odor as that which escaped last November. 

Mr. Rodman, of the Harlem Gas-light Company, 
paid to a Trves reporter that there was nothing to 

how it was a main of the Harlem Company which 

ad burst. The mains of thei old Knickerbocker 
Company were along the south side of Eighty-first- 
street, past the houses which have experienced the 
trouble. Mr. Rodman said it was impossible to tell 
just where the leak was at an instant’s notice. The 
fact that gas made its outlet at a given point on the 
surface was by no means an evidence that the 
break was at that point. Eighty-first-street is what 
is known as a made street, and the gas mains are 
laid on the broken rock of which the road-bed is 
composed. The ground surface is frozen to quite a 
fiepth, and the escaping gas might travel for a dis- 
tance of a hundred yards or more before finding a 
vent for its escape. Atthe works of the Harlem 
Company there was no change in the pressure of 
the gas to indicate a leak in any of the mains. The 
Knickerbocker Company say their main in East 
Fighty-first-street is not broken. 
In regard to the immediate cause of the ex- 
losion, only two theories are worth citing; one is 
Ehat a passer-by threw down a match after lighting 
f cigar or a pipe, and thus ignited gas that was es- 
caping from a crack under the steps or through the 
tidewalk. The other is that a light, prea b gas 
jet, set fire to gas in a cellar of one of the houses 
ppposite, and that a flame traveled, as igniting gas 
wil do, under the street through fissures, until it 
reached the vaults under the steps, where it encoun- 
tered gas and air mixed in explosive ee. 
The first theory is not sustained by the discovery 
of any person who lighted a cigar or pipe and 
threw a lighted match away in the neighborhood 
of the Home at the time. Mrs. Dickinson saw no 
man near the porch of the home when the steps 
were blown out. A similar accident occurred two 
years ago in West Fifty-seventh-street. It was not 
uscertained when or how a light was brought into 
pontact with the escaping gas at that time.

A LARGE BROADWAY FIRE. 
—_—_—_~<p—_—_—— 
LOSSES AMOUNTING TO $450,000 — aoop 
WORK OF THE WATER TOWER. 

The most disastrous fire that has occurred in 
the dry goods district for many months broke out 
last evening in the six-story brown-stone building 
on the north-west corner of Broadway and Frank- 
lin-street, occupied by three large firms, and al- 
though, through the exertions of the firemen, only 
a comparatively small portion of the structure was 
burned, the loss, which is chiefly by water, 
will foot up nearly $500,000. This will fall 
heavily on local insurance companies. It was 
6:15 o’clock, shortly after the building had been 
closed for the night and the occupants had left for 
their homes, when the fire was discovered in the 
rear partition of the fourth floor, near the stairway 
leading from a private entrance on Franklin-street. 
This portion of the building was occupied by S. & 
M. Davidson & Co., shirt manufacturers, and the 
fire is believed to have originated in their packing- 
room. Persons passing through Franklin-street 
discoverea the fire and gave the alarm. A police- 

‘man was hunted up and the signal to the Fire De- 
. partment was sent fromthe alarm-box at the corner 
of Broadway and White-street. In response to this 
signal, four engines and two hook and ladder 
trucks were quickly on the spot. Engine No. 31 
was the first to arrive, and the commandant lost no 
time in sending out a second alarm, and this was 


quickly followed by a third. These repeated 
alarms summoned to the scene seven additional 
engines and three hook and ladder trucks. Chief 
Bates took command of the large force of firemen, 
aided by Assistant Chief Shay and Battalion Chiefs 
Rowe, Bonner, Bresnan, Gicquel, and Campbell. 
The steamers coming from a distance were greatiy 
impeded by the horrible condition of the streets. 
While the firemen were preparing to battle with the 
fire, the flames had extended along the fourth floor 
on the Franklin-street side of the building 
and burned through to the fifth floor. Large ex- 
tension ladders were raised against the structure. 
and several streams of water were thrown into the 
building through the side windows. An a 
was made to carry hose up the main stairway, in 
the front of the building, soas to fight the fire at 
close quarters, but it was found that the stairway 
ended at the third floor, and the attempt had to be 
abandoned. Four lines of hose were 
then hauled up to the roof of the ad- 
joining building on ae atay 2 and carried 
thence to the roof of the burning building. . Holes 
were cut in this roof by the axemen, and with four 
streams of water pouring through these holes an 
effort was made to put out the flames. The side en- 
trance on Franklin-street was forced open and the 
firemen with their hose-pipes ascended and en- 
deavored to reach the fire from that point. In this 
they were : partially successful, and the flames 
were-driven toward the centre and front of the 
building, where they were met by a powerful stream 
of water thrown up from the street and another one 
thrown across the intervening space from 
the roof of the building on the south- 
west corner of Broadway and Franklin-street 
against the windows on the fourth and fifth floors 
of the building. Driven back at these points, the 
flames, which burned with baffling pertinacity, 
breaking out in unexpected places when it was 
thought they were under control, finally reached 
the sixth floor and gained considerable headway in 
the south-west corner of the structure, where they 
could not be reached either by the streams from 
the street or those from the roof. Chief Bates 
then telegraphed for the water tower, and when it 
arrived stationed it at the corner of Broadway and 
Franklin-street. 

Owing to the intense cold, some delay was occa- 
sioned in raising the tower to the desired height 
and the proper angle. This was accomplished after 
severaliattempts, and then two lines of hose from 
powerful steamers, stationed at the nearest avail- 
able hydrants, were connected with the tower, and 
in a few minutes a stream of water of great power 
was being thrown to the topmost windows into the 
midst of the flames. There has not been a better 
exhibition of the usefulness of the water tower since 
it has been in the possession of the department. 
The effect of the powerful stream thrown 
by it right into the building at the point 
most necessary, and it being moyed about 
from window to window as desired, was soon 
apparent in the collapse of the fire. The tower was 
not in use altogether more than half an hour, and 
during that time it did most efficient service. At 8 
o'clock Chief Bates announced to the Fire Commis- 
sioners that the fire was under control and all dan- 

er to the surrounding property was past. The 
Sistant companies were sent to their quarters as 
quickly as their services could be dispensed with, 
but it was after 9 o’clock before the fire was extin- 
guished. é 

As a precautionary measure during the prog- 
ress of the fire, Engine No. 15 and 
Hook and Ladder No. 11 were summoned from 
their quarters and stationed in the districts uncov- 

ered by the companies actually on duty at the fire. 
The firemen suffercd severely from the intense 
cold, and had to use more than ordinary care in 
moving up and down the ladders, which were cov- 
ered with ice. The spray from the streams of 
water froze as it fell over the firemen, and many of 
them were so covered with ice that they could 
scarcely walk about. The sidewalks surrounding 
the building were also coated with ice, making 
moving about especially hazardous. 

The losses by the fire, as far as could be ascer- 
tained last night, are as follows: 

Messrs. Sweetser, Pembrook & Co., dealers in 
dry goods, white goods, and Yankee notions, ae 
the first floor, basement, and sub-cellar of the 
building. Mr. William L. Bones, one of the mem- 
bers of the firm, said that in the height of the sea- 
son their stock of goods on hand generality reaches 
$1,000,000. The firm had commenced receiving 
large consignments, and he placed the value 
of the present stock at $500,000. The loss, which is 
entirely by water, would, in his opinion, amount to 
50 per cent., or $250,000. This loss is fully covered 
by insurance, but Mr. Bones could not tell what 
companies held policies, as the risks were placed by 
an agent, and the list of the companies was in their 
safe and could not be reached last night. 

The second and sixth floors of the buiiding are 
occupied by Lawson Brothers, importers of laces 
and white goods. The firm was about to move to 
a neighboring building, and nearly all their goods 

A member of 
the firm estimated the value of their stock at $250,- 
000, and their loss at $100,000. 

The third, fourth, and fifth floors were occupied 
by S. & M. Davidson & Co. The senior member of 
the firm said the stock on hand was worth between 
$150,000 and $200,000, and estimated the loss at from 

75,000 to $80,000. This loss is fully covered by in- 


/ surance. 


The structure in which the fire occurred is known 
as the Taylor Building, and was erected in 1853 by 
William Tayior, who fitted up the first floor and 
basement as a restaurant and ice-cream saioon in 
such an elegant manner that the place became 
noted not onlyin this City, but throughout the 
United States. The upper floors were occupied as 
the International Hotel. The building was pur- 
chased in 1866 by the Merchants’ Union Express 
Company for $400,000, which soon after was merged 
into the American Express Company. which compa- 
ny stillretainsthe ownership of the building. It has 
a frontage of 50 feet on Broadway and a depth of 
150 feet on Franklin-street, an alleyway in the rear 
known as Franklin-alley dividing it from the struc- 
turesinthe rear. The fire was entirely confined to 
the upper floors, but the entire structure is deluged 
with water. The damage to the building is estimat- 
ed at $20,000. 

The adjoining building, No. 369 Broadway, is oc- 
cupied by Adler Brothers & Newbouer, dealers in 
dry goods, and Brigg, Entz & Co., importers of 
cloths and woolens. The stocks of the —rr 
are slightly damaged by water.

ANOTHER LETTER UPON THE CHARGES IN 
RELATION TO THE FISHERIES COMMISSION. 


HALIFAX, Jan. 27.—Prof. Hind has addressed 
another letter to the Governor-General, under date 
of Jan. 2%. In this he says, after a brief introduc- 
tion: 

“In the preparations for the Halifax Commission 
there were two classes of documents prepared and 
printed at Ottawa, one class, A, relating to the fish- 
catch statistics, the other class, B, to the fish-trade 
statistics. Respecting the fish-catch statistics, A, 
there were three documents prepared and printed 
to show the same thing. One document was a true 
statement, marked ‘Confidential’; two documents 
were grossly false statements in titles, details, and 
references. One of these false statements was pre- 
sented to the arbitrators in the case of her 
Majesty’s Government. The other false state- 
ment was reserved for cautious distribu- 
tion among members of the commission. 
Respecting the fish-trade statistics B, there were 
also three documents prepared and printed at 
Ottawa. One document was a true statement, (as 
far as it goes,) and was marked ‘Confidential.’ 
Two documents were grossly false statements, and 
were not marked ‘Confidential.’ One of these 
false statements in gross was sworn to in evidence; 
the other, giving details, is the appendix to the 
memorandum concerning the twenty-first article 
of the treaty of Washington. Study of these false 
tables, namely the one presented in case A, and the 
one sworn to on evidence, B, reveal the separate 
facts that the fish statistics of the Dominion, as 


contained in the annual fishery reports from which 
A is falsely alleged to be taken, have also been 
manipulated for misleading purposes, and also that 
the trade and navigation returns, from which B is 
alleged to be taken, have been most grossly tam- 
pered with and altered at Ottawa for misleading 
purposes, apparently from the year 1871 to the year 
1877, * * This table Bis more important, be- 
cause at the time it was known to be grossly false, 
and was submitted in evidence upon oath. It 
formed subsequently the basis of the arguments in 
a question of vital importance, relating to the first 
article of the treaty of Washington, and covers a 
period of 26 years. The manufacture of this table 
concerns the Dominion Department of Customs 
from the year 1871 to the year 1877. 

“Mr. Francis Clare Ford, her Majesty's agent, 
was duly informed by me of the falseness of the 
statistical table A, emanating from the Department 
of Marine and Fisheries, before the commission 
was organized. Both Mr. Ford and Mr. Bergne, 
who was subsequently Secretary of the commis- 
sion, declared to me early in June, 1877, that they 
had corrected false figures in this table. It turned 
out, at the close of the commission’s labors, that 
these gentlemen, so far from having corrected 
false figures, had actually presented them to the 
arbitrators uncorrected, known to be false, in the 
name of her Majesty the Queen. They kept in 
their possession proofs of guilt during the whole 
time the commission was sitting. These proofs came 
Officially into my hands in November, 1877, 
and remain with me as the joint prop- 
ert of the Government of Great Britain 
and the Government of the United States, 
to be produced by me when called upon by those 
Governments jointly, or, the British Government 
having so far declined to look at proofs, by the 
Government of the United States separately, if re- 
quired. The table B is a startling and shocking ex- 
hibition of fraud prolonged from year to year, and 
successfully practiced at last. The document which 
discloses its infamy, namely, the appendix to the 
memorandum concerning the twenty-first article of 
the treaty of Washington, belongs just as much to 
the United States as to Great Britain, for it directs 
in the text the attention of the joint commission to 
its pleadings. In consequence of the extraordina- 
ry speech of Sir Alexander Campbell, Postmaster- 
General, in the Senate on the 21st inst., I am placed 
in a position to‘present your Excellency with some 
illustrations of roguery which has been concocted 
at Ottawa, compared with which instances I have 
already brought forward are mere trifles.”’

Jacob Clute, a well-known lottery-dealer, 
doing business at No. 2 Park-row, was arraigned in 


the General Sessions Court yesterday for selling a 
lottery policy slip to one of Mr. Anthony Com- 
stock’s agents. Clute a guilty, and his law- 
yer stated that he had gone out of the business, 
and had never before been brought up in court. 
Judge Gildersleeve imposed a fine of $50, 


The Erie and New-York Central Companies 
yesterday issued a notice to agents offering them 


10 per cent. commission on all immigrant or third 
class business, except to special rate points, in ad- 
dition to the 40 per cent. cut. ‘This brings the price 
of tickets at all the offices of those companies, both 
inside and outside Castle Garden, down to an equal- 
ity with the 50 percent. cut of the Pennsylvania 
Company, but the lniper applies only inside the 
Garden and inures entirely to the benefit of the im- 
migrants, no commission being paid. 


The jury in the case of Louis Werben, in- 
dicted for arson in having, as alleged, set fire to his 


apartments in adensely crowded tenement-house 
in order to obtain an insurance of $600, found the 
accused guilty of arsonin the third degree. Mr. 
Adolph L. Sanger, Werben’s counsel, yesterday 
moved for anew trial and in arrest of judgment 
on the ground of errors in the indictment, and 
Judge Cowing set down the argument for Monday 
next. The penalty under the verdict is imprison- 
ment in State prison fora term ranging from four 
to seven years. 


The Directors of the Delaware and Hudson 
Canal Company held a meeting yesterday, but 


transacted only routine business, The stock has 
been forced up to 108 by reports current for several 
months, and apparently from official sources, that 
at this meeting a dividend would be declared—the 
first in several years. The Directorssaid yesterday 
aftereoon that they were not responsible for these 
reports, and that the matter of a dividend had not 
been discussed by them. The announcement of the 
result of the meeting was not made known until 
the close of the Exchange, and the price of the 
stock was not seriously affected in consequence.

They must contain the name, port of registry, offi- 
cial number of the ship, its draught of water, its 
“clear-side” after the completion of loading, the 
kind of grain cargo, the quantity in cubic feet. 
quarters, or bushels, the mode in which it is 
stowed, giving the quantity in bulk and bags, and 
the precautions «gainst shifting. Failure to com- 
ply with these requirements, or willful false state- 
ment, or the omission of any material particular 
— the master liable to a penalty of not over 
100. 


The commission of fifteen citizens of Roches- 
ter appointed by the Legislature to confer with 
the officers of the New-York Central Railroad with 


regard to clevating the tracksof the road passing 
through the city of Rochester. met in the office of 
William H. Vanderbilt yesterday, and were in con- 
sultation with Mr. Vanderbilt, Chief Engineer 
Fisher, Chauncey M. Depew, and other officers of 
the road for three hours. Mr. Depew said that all 
but one or two minor points in reference to the 
proposed change in the track had been agreed 
on before the session closed. Mr. G. C. Buell, a 
prominent merchant of Rochester, is Chairman of 
the commission, which has had scveral meetings 
with the officers of the New-York Central, both at 
Rochester and in this City. 


The Madison-street fire inquest was continued 
yesterday by Coroner Ellinger. W. G. Patton, the 
plumber, of No. 129 White-street, admitted that he 


permitted Harrington, of whose ability he knew 
nothing, and who had told him he did not under- 
stand the use of gasoline torches, to go to No. 35 
Madison-street with a boy and thaw out the pipes. 
They carried with them, with his knowledge and 
consent, a can of gasoline and atorch. Patton 
also admitted that he bought the gasoline torch of 
a stranger, and took him at his word when he said 
it was not dangerous. Patton had no knowledge 
of the nature of gasoline. Experts in building con- 
demned the construction of the burned building, 
and said the scuttle at the head of the stairs was in 
violation of the Building law. 


Coroner Brady held an inquest yesterday 


in the case of John Bulleier, who was killed on the 
Third-avenue elevated railroad on Saturday. 


The evidence proved conclusively that Bulleier, 
who was not strictly sober, called Brakeman 
Thomas O’Brien “‘ a liar” because he said he called 
out Eighty-fourth street, at which station Bulleier 
wished to get out. From Highty-fourth to Seventy- 
sixth-street there was constant bickering between 
them, and the brakeman was as profane and as 
abusive as the passenger. When thetrain stopped 
at Seventy-sixth-street, Bulleier indulged in ‘ fant 
ing talk,’ and O’Brien pushed him off the platform 
ust as the train started, and then closed the gate. 

ulleier, grasping the rail of the car, ran along the 
station platform, striking at O’Brien. He fell be- 
tween the car andthe platform and was mortally 
injured. The jury found that his death was due to 
** carelessness"’ of the servants of the railroad com- 
pany, and O’Brien was held in bail to await any 
action that the Grand Jury may take.

The 
prisoner pushed Ott away from his window, and 
the latter, falling on his head, died of concussion 
of the brain. 


Ata meeting of the Charities Commission- 
ers yesterday, contracts for supplies to the peni- 


tentiary during the remainder of the fiscal year 
were awarded to the lowest bidders. Commis- 
sioner Shipman questioned the propriety of award- 
ing the contracts to the Jowest bidder in every in- 
stance, but Commissioner Henry said that if a con- 
tractor failed to coreply with the conditions of his 
contract the Commissioners had sufficient protec- 
tion in the fact that they could go into open mar- 
ket and supply the deficiency at the expense of the 
contractor.

Court. 


The trial and acquittal of Dr. J. A. Sherman, of New- 
York, has attracted much attention this week. The 
facts seem to be that Dr. Sherman was solicited by 
a number of citizens, sufferers from rupture. to make 
a professional visit to this ~- He acceded to their 
request, and had been only three days established 
in his office, No. 48 Milk-st., when he was arrested 
on acharge of “circulating obscene prints or plc- 
tures."” Dr. Sherman finds it absolutely necessary, 
as an aid to successful treatment, to use anatomical 
representations of some of the different classes of 
cases that he treats. With his ‘‘ Treatise on Hernia” he 
has a supplement containing photographic likenesses 

,of a large number of very severe but actual cases he 
has treared and cured, showing the ailment as it was, 
then as it appeared and improved under his treat- 
ment, and lastly showing a complete cure—the ob- 
ject of these being the benefit of the affiicted. of 
course. That these pictures were gotten up for 
any other urpose except a necessarily useful 
and eminent egitimate oue was emphatica!l 
denied. But Detective Knox, as he himself testi- 
fied, went to the office and bought a book amd supple- 
ment for ten cents, under the pretense that he had a 
child ruptured, when Detective Wade, who had pre- 
viously supplied him with the same books, walked into 
the Doctor's office and made the arrest. 

At the trial one Sam Wilson swore that he went to 
Gen. Butler’s office to inquire if it was legal for him to 
carry these books around with him in his pocket, he 
having also obtained them by going to the office and 
telling the Doctor that he, too, was ruptured. 

The case was on for trial before Judge Putnam, of 
the Superior Court, Wednesday and Thursday. The 
only witnesses the State had torely on were Wilson 
and the two detectives. District Attorney Stevens for 
the State, Charles J. Brooks for defendant. ror 
Dr. Sherman there were a number of respectable 
witnesses in court ready to testify,some of whom 
volunteered to come, and did come, from New- 
York. Among the number may be specially named 
A. F. Dyer, of Charlestown, a railway employe, 
now being rapidly cured by the Doctor’s process; Al- 
vin Sherman, of South Boston, who, two years since, 
procuring one of the above books, went to the Doctor's 
office in New-York, and is now completely cured. 
Other witnesses there were who had been radically 
cured or are now under most promising treat- 
ment. Besides Dr. Sherman himself and his colored 
man were further observed among witnesses for 
the defense Dr. A. ¥. Pollock, Dr. La Grange, Army 
surgeon, and Dr. H. Chase. The latter gentleman 
testified most emphatically that, so far from betng tm- 
proper, the photographic exhibits in question were 
quite the reverse; that hernia could not be intelli- 
— described nor properiy shown by oy possible 

orm of language, nor, indeed, be successfully treated 

without making and using such representations 
as were here made use of and shown; that, 
in fact, there was a surgical necessity. Judge 
Putnam, in his charge to the jury. showed 
clearly that under the statutes no offense what- 
ever had been committed. The jury eed with him, 
and returned a verdict of not guilty. he verdict was 
received in the crowded court-room with evident sat- 
isfaction, the audience making such demonstrations 
of applause as to render it necessary for the olticers to 
Interfere to preserve order. Hereafter the Doctor will 
probably be allowed to practice his profession in 
peace.—Boston Transcript.
